On 1963 Exhibition and Sale 


The Art Exhibition and Sale took place May 23 - May 30 at Martha Jackson 
Gallery, which Mrs. Jackson generously gave to CORE for this period. 


Letters and follow up letters to artists, asking them to contribute were 
sent by two Chairmen, Alfred NM. Frankfurter and Kyle Morris. They and Thomas 
Hess served as the selection committee. The show was hung by Kyle Morris. The 
Sponsoring committee functioned as a special group, handling a multitude of de- 
tails involved in collection of works of art, staffing the gallery, running 
the Gala Opening and so forth. I served as co-ordinator then, and will again 
this year with secretarial help in the CORE office. Net proceeds total approx- 
imately $40,000, with opening night admission, contributions and so forth. 


Artists set their own prices for their works to which we carefully ad- 
hered. They were given an option whether to give the total price to CORE, or 
to retain a percentage for themselves. Practically all contributed the total 
sale price to CORE for their first contributed work, with the exception of 
sculptors who in many cases asked for easting costs. Where additional works 
were solicited and sold, artists retained a percentage. 


The general impression of the 1963 show was favorable, although we were 
weak in some areas. We could not meet the wishes of buyers seeking non-abstract 
works. (Should a leading non-abstract name show among our list of officers?) 
We could have sold more of better works of artists at substantial prices but 
after the first few days many of the best works were gone and collectors bought 
only small items in order to benefit CORE but not better works they would have 
preferred and paid for. At the other end of the scale we could have sold many 
more works in the $50 to $150 price range. (It must be born in mind that in 
addition to usual buyers of art, many people attend a CORE show who do not 


usually buy art.)

WHAT IS CORE? 7 ogee 


The Congress of Racial Equality (CORE) is a national action organization with 
more than 100 local groups in every section of the country. CORE fights all 


forms of racial discrimination through nonviolent direct action. 


WHAT HAS CORE DONE? 


: CORE has ended discriminatory practices in all parts of the country. In the 


South, the CORE initiated, planned Freedom Rides thrust direct action into the 
hard-core areas of racial segregation. The rides and the sit-ins have deseg- 
regated thousands of restaurants, swimming pools and beaches, churches and 
other public places. In New Orleans, St. Louis, Baltimore, Philadelphia, 
Seattle, Denver and scores of other communities Negroes have secured jobs and 
promotions through the campaigns of CORE groups. 


Housing discrimination is beginning to crack under the pressure of CORE sit-ins» 
and dwell-ins at real estate offices and apartments. CORE-led "Operation 
Windowshops’ have caused hundreds of Negroes to break through into suburban 
housing developments for the first time. CORE campaigns have improved living 
conditions in the slum ghettoes of the North. 


HOW DOES CORE WORK? 


CORE groups use interracial, nonviolent direct action methods. This is a 
step-by-step process beginning with investigation and going on to negotiation 
with those responsible for the discrimination. If talking doesn't work, we 
then use other methods, such as leaflet appeals. Finally, we use pickets and 
sit-ins. CORE groups continue to negotiate while using these action techniques. 


; WHY NONVIOLENT DIRECT ACTION? 


Nonviolence is effective. It has worked in hundreds of cases. This method 
attacks the practice of discrimination but respects the person who discriminates. 
This means we can often win over the discriminator. In any case, we win the 
support of the public. 


Direct action is effective. It involves the personal actions of thousands of 
people. Those who use direct action must be trained and disciplined but 
need not be lawyers or ministers or highly trained professional people. 
direct action permits people from every walk of life to participate Sirectly 
in the struggle for their freedoms

In 
addition, some projects such as voter registration aud the Freedom Rides are 
carried on by National CORE, directly. 


WHY SHOULD I JOIN CORE? 


Because everyone should help to bring about a first-class society. When you 
join CORE, you help yourself and you help America. Racial discrimination is 


America's number one problen.

CORE was founded by James Farmer, its present national director. Then a student 
at Howard University, Washington, D.C., Mr. Farmer drew up a series of memos to 
various interested persons. The ideas expressed in these became the working 
platform of CORE. Farmer, greatly influenced by Gandhi's teachings and program 
of nonviolent resistance, used as his key point: “Those of us in America who 
speak against segregation and denial of civil rights must act with our bodies as 
well as our thoughts and words." From these ideas evolved the freedom rides, the 
nonviolent demonstrations, the sit-ins and the entire direct action movement 
which has led to the current efforts in Birmingham, Attalla, Greensboro, Raleigh, 
Durham and many other cities throughout the south, 


Since its beginning, hundreds of CORE members have been expelled from schools 

and colleges, fined, jailed, beaten, bombed and killed in their peaceful efforts 
to gain the civil rights for all citizens guaranteed by our Constitution. (At 
this time, more than 1,000 CORE-led students and others are in jail in Greensboro 
and 412 are jailed in Durham), 


Jim Peck, severely beaten on the first Freedom Ride in 1961, has described his 
experiences and the work of CORE in two books. “We Who Would Not Kill” (Lyle 
Stuart) and “Freedom Ride" (Simon and Schuster) and a paperback edition pub- 
lished by Grove Press. Peck, who is editor of the official CORE publication 
COPBLATOR led the memorial services last Sunday for William Moore, CORE member 
and mailman from Baltimore, Maryland who was murdered on April 23rd in Attalla, 
Alabama while on a solitary freedom march through the south. Eleven of those 
taking part in the services were.arrested and jailed shortly after the ceremony 
began. 


Dr. Walter Bergman, of Detroit, was so severely beaten on the first freedom ride 
that he is permanently paralyzed. 


Issac Reynolds, of Detroit, another participant in the first freedom ride, has 
been an active CORE leader ever since. During the current crisis in Birmingham 
where he was directing student nonviolent protests, he was jailed, beaten and 
barely escaped death when his room at the Gaston motel was bombed. (Reynolds 
will be on hand at the Artists for CORE press preview and will be available for 
interviews). 


More=-More-More 
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Some of CORE's Accomplishments To Date: 


a) CORE's pioneering freedom rides made possible the massive nonviolent resist- 
ance in the hard core areas of the deep south. 


b) Lunch counters have been integrated in 155 communities. 


c) Bus terminals have been integrated in 120 communities. 


d) More than 7,800 Negroes have registered to vote for the first time -- in 
the last year -- in hard core areas. 


e) Hundreds of Negroes have found new jobs at all levels of skills in communities 
such as Seattle, Washington, Lexington, Kentucky, New York City, New Orleans, 
Louisiana, and Durham, North Carolina. 


f) CORE's efforts toward desegregation in housing have been directed against 
discrimination both in big metropolitan centers and suburban areas. In the 
cities, CORE units have achieved results in such areas as Brooklyn with sit- 
in demonstrations directed at realtors and sellers to achieve compliance with 
Fair Housing Laws. In the suburban areas, they Mave been concerned with 
bringing pressure on builders and developers and have achieved notable re- 
sults in suburbs of Boston, Los Angeles, New York and Denver.

Especially for Benefit Preview 


Two hundred signed and numbered original color screen prints by in- 
ternationally renowned artist Robert Rauschenberg, will be given to $100- 
patrons at the gala preview of the Fourth Annual Artists for CORE benefit 
exhibition and sale on April 28 at the Graham Gallery, 1014 Madison Ave. 

The sale--which will consist of paintings, drawings, sculpture and 
prints by more than 200 of the nation's leading artists will open April 
29 to the general public, with no admission charge, and continue through 
May &. 

The Rauschenberg color screen, which measures 36" by 24", was espe- 
cially made by the artist for this purpose and given by him to Artists for 
CORE.

Piled into Sydney Strange’s Antiques Exchange at 
No. 417 (29th Street), crowding the walls, floor and every 
cluttered corner of a tiny shop are the results of Mr. 
Strange’s passion for collecting oddities: old American iron 
| well hooks, a 19th-century English thread winder, locks 
' and keys from all over Europe, wrought-iron branding 
' irons from the American southwest, an old Pennsylvania 

lightning rod, and a 19th-century Siamese elephant gong, 
» to mention but a few. Strange began his antique-collecting 
career when he was an orchestra leader (at Billy Rose’s 
Diamond Horseshoe and later on the S.S. America), con- 
centrating on porcelains and paintings; a trip to the Medi- 
terranean got him started on iron, which has led to his 
current concentration on antique tools, gadgets, devices, 
anything pertaining to trades and professions. He has old 
nautical tools and doctor’s instruments (you may buy a set 
of bleeding knives if you wish), English carpenter’s tools 
and a German scale for weighing game, 19th-century crépe 
suzette tongs from Brittany and fire company hats used by 
the Pennsylvania Dutch. The finer antiques are not 
neglected; there are some lovely Chinese porcelains from the 
| Kang H’si period and some rare, early-19tli-century black 
basalt pottery from Staffordshire, England. The shop is a 
great place for picking up a small, out-of-the-ordinary gift: 
perhaps a pillow lace bobbin made of bone for a lady’s pin, 
$2.50; a Gay Nimeties pocket watch, $12 to $25; an 
| Edwardian silver-plated matchbox, $5 to $10; or a Spanish 
wooden milking stool (a fine small footstool) at $15. Most 
of the avid browsers at this shop are men, and they keep 
the place humming six days a week, from 10 to 2 and from 
3 to 6:30.

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he CORE technique of nonvio- 
lence has come of age as a method of 
combatting racial injustice in the 
United States. It can justifiably be 
called the CORE technique because 
CORE was a pioneer of this method. 
Ted Poston pointed out in his 1956 
New York Post series: “As of the 
National Congress of Racial Equality 
(CORE), the [New York CORE] 
group has been effectively fighting bias 
ere on the Gandhi nonviolence prin- 
ciple, not only in hotels, but in swim- 
ming pools, barber shops, restaurants 
and other places of public accommo- 
dation long before Montgomery joined 
the passive resistance movement.” 

The student sit-ins, which started 
in February 1960 and within a year 
opened-up eating places in 130 south- 
ern communities, have created wide- 
spread interest in the CORE way. This 

phlet tells — in detail — just how 
ORE works. But first, let us take 
two examples of CORE action at its 
most exciting stage, direct challenge: 


THE SIT-IN 


The Sit-Inis CORE’s oldest and 
most widely used technique. The 
CORE group, often divided into three 
units — one Negro, one white, and one 
interracial — enters a discri tory 
eating place shortly before the busiest 
hour and quietly sits waiting for 
service. 

Originally used to open a number 
of Chicago restaurants to Negroes, this 
method was later used to open dime 
store and drug store lunch counters 
in hundreds of communities.

THE STANDING LINE 
YET WHAT IS CORE? 
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CORE's philosophic heritage is a 
rich and varied one. Its procedures, 
adapted to American race relations, 
are modeled on those developed un- 
der Gandhi to free India of foreign 
domination. CORE’s basis goes back 
to all the great religious and philo- 
sophic traditions; it seeks future hu- 
man brotherhood through the active 
practice of brotherhood here and now. 


More specifically: 


1 CORE believes that racial discrimi- 
nation in the United States affects 
all Americans adversely. Segregation 
is a problem that everyone — and not 
merely the members of minorities — 
should seek to solve. Although CORE’s 
emphasis has been on Negro-white re- 
lations primarily, CORE stands ever 
ready to serve other minorities also. 


? Because of this principle, CORE 

locals strive to be interracial. Na- 
tional CORE draws its officers, staff, 
National Advisory Committee, and its 
financial support from all groups. Only 
those Americans whose loyalty is pri- 
marily to a foreign power and those 
whose tactics and beliefs are contrary 
to democracy and human values are 
categorically excluded from participa- 
tion in CORE. 


3 CORE believes in direct action. 

After careful planning, CORE 
inembers enter situations where they 
are directly in opposition to some spe- 
cific discriminatory practice. Local ac- 
tion campaigns ae succeeded in 


ending segregation or exclusion of 
Negroes from restaurants, theatres, 
amusement parks, swimming pools, 
YMCAs, etc. CORE has also opened 
up employment opportunities hitherto 
restricted to whites, and has worked 
for integrated housing.

N OCTOBER 17, 1963, Rev. Joseph Carter became 
the first Negro to register in West Feliciana parish since 
1902. In the photograph below, Rev. Carter is in the cen- 
ter. At left is CORE field secretary Mary Hamilton, and 
at right, Ronnie Moore. 


West Feliciana is one of eight southeastern parishes in 
Louisiana’s 6th Congressional district where CORE, since 
the fall of 1962, has been conducting a voter registration 
campaign. Leading the campaign is CORE Field Secretary 
Ronnie Moore, who in 1961 was expelled from Southern 
University and jailed on a “criminal anarchy”’ charge as a 
consequence of his leadership in mass demonstrations to 
desegregate lunch counters in Baton Rouge (A campaign 
which ended successfully on August 6, 1963). Over the 
summer his staff was augmented by a group of 50 CORE 
Task Force workers from all over the country as well as

drive starts in Iberville parish 

Iberville parish was the initial target of the voter regis- 
tration drive. Its success is indicated by the fact that for 
the 1963 Democratic primaries, a full slate of 12 Negroes 
qualified for public office. Among the candidates are 
Spiver Gordon, a CORE Task Force worker, and Dr. Bertrand 
Tyson and W. W. Harleaux, community leaders. 

A year earlier, shortly after the drive started and voter- 
bias complaints began to be filed with the Department of 
Justice, the registrar, Milton Dardenne, resigned because 
of ‘‘ill-health.’’ In reporting his resignation, TV Station 
WDSU in New Orleans stated that friends of Dardenne had 
attributed his “ill health’’ to the Negro registration drive. 

His resignation, however, did not usher-in an era of 
voting justice in Iberville parish. To replace him, the police 
jury named Mrs. Ella Billings, who has reportedly said: 
‘“‘Niggers ain’t gonna run this parish!’’ Nevertheless, Ne- 
groes continued to register in large numbers and more 
complaints were filed with the Department of Justice. 

Plaquemine is the largest town in Iberville parish. Its 
Negroes live primarily in two communities, Dupont Annex 
and Seymourville. Dupont Annex has been gerrymandered 
so as to be outside the city limits but surrounded by the 
city. The city provides no sewer facilities and no street 
lights for these sections. 

Negroes in Dupont Annex and Seymourville came to the 
unshakable conclusion that since their dollars help to sup- 
port Plaquemine, and their labor helps to build it and to 
keep its wheels turning, they should be able to enjoy the 
benefits and fulfill the duties of citizenship by being a part 
of the city. Dupont Annex petitioned the Plaquemine City 
Council for annexation several times beginning many years 
ago. Seymourville has prepared its petition and is getting 
the required signatures. 


city officials adamant 

The City Council of Plaquemine has refused to consider 
annexation, and the Mayor has declined to set up a bi-racial 
committee to consider these and other grievances. Public 
accommodations and schools remain segregated. Negroes 
are largely confined to menial jobs. 

The town of Plaquemine and the parish of Iberville re- 
fused to believe that ‘‘their’’ Negroes were not happy and 
satisfied. They had had a ‘“‘good”’ relationship all along, 
with Negroes ‘‘staying in their place’ and asking no ques- 
tions. 

But the town and parish were wrong. Negro citizens, in- 
spired by the revolutionary freedom movement which has 
swept the country, took to the streets in peaceful demon- 
strations, demanding the incorporation of Dupont Annex 
and Seymourville into the town and establishment of a 
bi-racial committee to work on employment opportunities 
and other grievances. 


first protest march 

On August 19, with Dr. Tyson, Mr. Harleaux, and Rev. 
J. W. Davis, | led 500 persons on a protest march to 
City Hall. Upon reaching the building, several of the march- 
ers began singing ‘‘We Shall Overcome."’ The three local 
leaders and !| were arrested. The others were dispersed by a 
teargas attack. 

Returning to the church, they regrouped and marched 
again into another barrage of the nauseating gas. In the 
next two days 232 persons were jailed. There was not 
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enough room in the parish jail, so some of us were sent to 
adjoining parishes, while others were placed in an impro- 
vised stockade. 

| had planned to be in Louisiana only three days on a 
brief speaking trip, but the town of Plaquemine had other 
plans for me. | had wanted to join the March on Washington, 
but instead | was in jail. Many of those jailed with me 
had planned to make the trek to Washington, but they chose 
to remain in jail. Their “crime’’ was the same as mine — 
asking for Freedom Now, or, as Plaquemine called it, ‘‘dis- 
turbing the peace.”’ | had no real choice but to remain 
behind bars with those incarcerated with me. The historic 
March on Washington would go on beautifully without us; 
the historic struggle of Plaquemine Negroes might not. 

The magnificent demonstration in Washington inspired 
Plaquemine’s freedom fighters to redouble their efforts. 
They marched and they sat-in. They were tear gassed, stuck 
with electric prod rods and trampled by state troopers’ 
horses. Children and adults were injured. 


police brutality prompts bigger march 

With most of us just out of jail—we had been jailed-in 
for 10 days—even bigger marches were planned. The Ne- 
groes had achieved a unity such as never existed before. 
On September 1, they marched in the largest demonstra- 
tion of all. The mounted troopers with their prod rods, 
rode-down the marchers like cowboys on a fearsome round- 
up. The demonstrators again took refuge in Freedom Rock 
Baptist Church. Troopers pursued them into the church, 


hurling round after round of teargas canisters. The dem- 
onstrators were driven from the church, carrying the 
wounded, the faint and the hysterical. They retreated to 
the parsonage. 

Not content with this desecration of a place of worship, 
the troopers turned high pressure fire hoses into the 
church, overturning benches and breaking windows. Bibles 
and hymnals floated in the pews. The troopers then hurled 
a volley of teargas canisters into the parsonage, driving 
the demonstrators into the yard. Further volleys of the gas 
drove them back into the parsonage. Many were overcome 
by the gas and artificial respiration was administered. 
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“*‘we’re going to lynch him: 

Meanwhile, other state troopers rode through the town, 
pursuing and brutalizing any Negroes in sight. Doors were 
kicked-in and houses invaded as the troopers loudly pro- 
claimed, ‘‘We want Farmer!’’ Negroes beaten in the streets 
were told, ‘‘We’'ll let you go if you'll tell us where Farmer 
is."’ Two Negro girls heard troopers say, ‘‘When we catch 
Farmer we're going to lynch him!"’ 

Hearing these bloodthirsty threats, | started to walk over 
and turn myself in. | was stopped by local citizens who 
insisted that if | surrendered, | would not be alive in the 
morning. They persuaded me to take refuge in a hearse. 
With another hearse as a decoy, | thus escaped from the 
frenzied lynch mob composed of law enforcement officers. 

In New Orleans next day | called a press conference and 
described what had transpired in Plaquemine. | announced 
| would return on the morrow for trial of my ‘‘disturbing 
the peace’’ charge. 

Back in Plaquemine | was tried and convicted on earlier 
charges. The sentence on each charge was $100 fine or 
30 days in jail. Through my lawyers, Murphy, Bell, Collins, 
Douglas and Elie, | immediately served notice of appeal. 

Curiously, there was no warrant for my arrest awaiting 
me. The frenzied house-to-house manhunt two days before 
had been without warrant and without charges. 
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the struggle goes on 

The Plaquemine struggle goes on. Negroes have 
launched a tight economic boycott of local stores. They 
have arranged to buy their food and clothing elsewhere on 
weekends. The school principal, Mr. Harleaux, has been 
threatened with his job. A worker in the Negro school 
lunchroom has been fired because her children were in 
the demonstration. The school’s students are replying with 
a lunchroom boycott. Instead of eating lunch they sing 
freedom songs. 

On October 7, the Negro students went on strike forcing 
a four-day shutdown of the high school. In addition to 
demanding reinstatement of the fired lunchroom worker, 
they sought reinstatement of 35 of their fellow-students 
who had been suspended, desegregation of Iberville parish 
schools by 1964 and equal job opportunities for Negroes 
in Plaquemine. 

Police teargassed the striking students, first as they 
marched in groups of 10 to the white high schools, which 
they were picketing and again as they assembled in Free- 
dom Rock Baptist Church. 

It was on this occasion that Police Chief Dennis Songy 
threatened to destroy the church asserting: ‘If they want 
to use that church to serve God, that’s OK, but they’re not 
going to use it as a fort.’’ The word “‘fort’’ was ill-chosen 
for the student protest action remained peaceful through- 
out. Evidently the police chief does not believe the parish- 
ioners have the right to use their church as they see fit. 

Two of the student leaders—Kenneth Johnson and Willie 
Mellien—have been committed to the State Industrial 
Detention House for Juvenile Delinquents for an indefinite 
period. This means up to five years for Johnson, who is 
only 16 and was a CORE Task Force member. Attorneys are 
seeking a habeas corpus writ to secure their release. 


in other communities 

In Hammond, following a student demonstration, Mayor 
John Morrison agreed to set up a 16-man bi-racial com- 
mittee patterned after the one in Baton Rouge, which was 
the first Louisiana city to establish such a body. After 
meeting with two CORE representatives, the mayor told 
the Baton Rouge State-Times he was convinced that the 
CORE men ‘‘were sincere in their desire to see that Ham- 

, mond doesn’t turn into another Plaquemine.’’ 

In Clinton, the start of picketing in the downtown busi- 
ness section on October 14 resulted in the arrest of 38 
pickets and a CORE field worker. Attempts by the state 
to enjoin all CORE activity were halted pending a ruling 
by the U. S. Circuit Court of Appeals on the validity of 
the state court hearing. 
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register first negro since reconstruction 


It was at St. Francisville, that Rev. Joseph Carter finally 
succeeded in registering on October 17. He is the first 
Negro since 1902 to register in West Feliciana parish, 
which has a population of 12,000 of which 68% is Negro. 

Circumventing a line of white men, one of whom threat- 
ened to emasculate him, Rev. Carter entered the courthouse 
by a side door. The charred remains of a KKK burned cross 
were still in evidence in front of the nearby office of Aldero 
Stevenson, a Negro businessman. 

Rev. Carter, along with 43 Negroes arrived by bus. They 
were accompanied by Ronnie Moore, leader of the CORE 
voter registration drive. Frank Dunbar of the U.S. Justice 
Department's Civil Rights Division was present as well as 
a number of FBI men. 

After waiting several hours, Rev. Carter entered the 
office and emerged 35 minutes later waving his registra- 
tion form. When he first tried to register on August 10, 
he was arrested and jailed overnight. As a consequence, 
he filed a $100,000 damage suit in federal court. A federal 
suit has been filed to stop the registrar from continuing 
discriminatory practices. 
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more negroes register 


The day after Rev. Carter registered, three more Negroes 
registered: Nathaniel Smith and Ernest Morgan—both 
farmers—and Handy Berry, an unemployed hod carrier. As 
Smith came out of the office, Ronnie Moore pinned on him 
a button saying: ‘‘| Am A Registered Voter: Are You?’’ 

But the threat of violence demonstrated on the day Rev. 
Carter registered continues. James Payne, a prospective 
Negro registrant, was without provocation assaulted by 
three white men. Payne reports that another prospective 
registrant, Johnnie Hamilton, was told by a white man: 
“You're enrolled to be killed.”’ 

Despite such threats, our voter registration drive will 
continue unabated—not just in West Feliciana, but in the 
other parishes in which we have become involved. At the 
same time, though we have been hampered by court in- 
junctions, we plan to resume our massive protest demon- 
strations for desegregation of public facilities and equal 
job opportunities in the towns of these parishes. It may 
be a long struggle, but we shall certainly overcome.

There are a number of questions that have to be answered in some way, 
so I'm going to submit the following and perhaps we can get some 
clarity. I think this will help us clarify a number of things that 
are unclear at this point. There is a need to co-ordinate the follow- 
ing committees: 

a. Ticket Committee 

b. Publicity Committee 

c. Journal Committee 

d. Program Committee 

e. Dinner Committee 


Ticket Committee - There are a number of areas where money will be 
comming in, on your tickets and raffle, etc. It will difficult en- 
ough keeping a sound account of all monies comming in, that we will 
need a committee specifically designated for control of tickets 

and # chairman, whom I would assume, at this point to be Winnie Farrer. 
Also, this committee would keep in touch with all other committees 

so that they will know exactly who's doing what. 


Dinner Committee - We are going to serve dinners, so we will have to 
have a committee specifically to handle the control of the dinners; 
that is, knowing at a glance just how many meals have been pertinent 

to the serving of the meals. This person would have to work very 
closely with the ticket committee, which means that the committee would 
need a group of people (not more than 2 or 3) working specifically in 
this area and a chairman who is on top of all the activities. 


Journal Committee - Here again money will be coming in, business men 

will want lay-outs, and there will be many other questions pertaining 
to the journal. We will need a dynamic person who has had some exper- 
ience in working with this type of project, we will need a chairman of 
this ooemmittee. We should also keep in mind that if we are to have a 
journal, that all lay-outs and information pertinent to the individual 
firms, must be in no later than two weeks prior to the actual event. 


Publicity - Publicity will sell the affair, and we have already dis- 
cussed the type of people we are trying to invite to the affair, which 
means our publicity must be leveled in that direction. Posters, Mand- 
bills, etc., must have an air of “status”.

There are two main categories of direct mail appeals: there are 
appeals to the CORE list and to outside lists. 

SORE List 

We mail to the CORE list three times a year. In the order of im- 


portance, these mailings are: 1) the budget appeal,which goes 


out approximately Labor Day, 2) the Brotherhood appeal,which goes 
out fh February, and 3) the training appeal on summer program, which 


goes out the end of May or the beginning of June. 


It is important that the CORE list be up to day, thoroughly cleaned, 
and all new names added before the appeals go out. Sometimes it is 
possible to add names with a supplementary mailing (not printing) a 


few weeks after the bulk of the appeal is mailed. 


These three appeals to the CORE list combined bring in about one-half 


of the direct mail income and about 30% of the CORE income. Thus, 


they are fundamental. 


=. 


We do not use Reply-O for these mailings, but handle the mailings 


in ; 
ourselves. I usually use an/expensive enclosine with the CORE 


mailings. This has the advantage of forcing me to prepare new 
literature items and pail teads to increase our response. 

We should begin preparation of the CORE list appeal abowt six weeks 
before the mailing date. This involved ordering outside envelopes; 
planning and having printed a business reply envelope; and writing, 
editing and printing the letter and enclosure. Thus, it is important 
that we develope a theme early in the game. As you knew, there are 
always @lays on our part and on the printer's part. They are usually 
late in sending the proofs and making deliveries. It is therefore 


import that you fix the mailing schedule earlier than you actually 


Outside Appeals 
We de most of our outside appeals through Reply-0. They have several 


advantages, including an understanding of the CORE appeal and a willing- 
mess to help with the editing work. Their chief disadvantage is that 
they are slo. Also, they are not cheap, though their prices are not 
excessive. Reply-O mailings iiinuilitines take two months to put into the 
works. This is not true if they are regating a previous mailing, though. 


There it takes about three to four wkeks just to wait your turn on the 


mailings. 


Reply-0 mailings require a wallet flap envelope, a letter and outside 
evenlope and do not take an enclosure. Total costs for an outside 
mailing should come to approximately 8¢ per piece. This includes 


postage, wailing fees, printing fees. For our own mailings to the 


CORR list the total cost should range 9-10¢ per piece. We will oc- 
casfionally meil the CORE list first class when there is an urgent 


need for funds, but never to outside lists. One of the most important

problems is to secure a non-profit mailing permit. If this is done, 
the cost will drop from 2 7/8¢ to 1 1/4¢ for postage. This means « 
major cost reduction.

Exchanges 

To keep costs down, we exchange the CORE lit with other organizations. 
The list should not be exchanged in its entirety more than eight tines 
a year. It is ee of the first and last stencil 
used in every mailing so that particular states are not oversold and 
others undersold. Also, it's terribly important that we keep our end 
of the exchange agreement scrupulously. Otherwise, it will not be 
possible for us to exchange,and the value of exchanges is approximately 


$20-$25 per thousand names used. 


You should also know that when the other list uses a wallet flap, we 
want them prefolded. Isel cannot run unfolded envelopes on our machine. 
So this should be mentioned when you make an exchange with companies 


using Reply-O or Answer-letter. Our machine can handle normal en- 


velopes readily, but we should have a sample of the material to be 


ee ee es - ee 
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mailed if it is unusual in weight or size. 


We mail the CORBlAter six times a year. As soon as you get a copy, 
send one copy to the Mail Registration Section, General Post Office, 
34th Street and Eighth Avenue, with the notation "No Advertising”. 
Also, we must put enough postage in our Second Class Mail account 


(certified check) the day before the mailing, so that it can go out. 


Holiday Card announcements should go to selected lists near the 

end of August or the beginning of September. Delay in mailing these 
announcement must result in loss of sales. The holiday card field 
is becoming increasingly competitive, and we must do a better job of 


finding new designs and merchandising. We should begin securing 


designs in April.

Dear Friend: 


In purchasing this album, you have made an important 
contribution to CORE. I thought it would be appropriate 
to briefly tell you both the history of CORE and how 
we envision our role in the siyyear struggle. 


We began in 1942; over 3 ears after the first slave 
ship had touched the eastern shore of America. 

We called ourselves CORE (The Congress of Racial 
Equality); the first organized effort using non-violent 
tactics to win complete freedom for the American Negro. 

We were a group of students, white and Negro, schooled 
in the direct and passive techniques that Gandhi had used 
to free India from the British. 

We found our baptism-by-fire in the North. 

We used the moral persuasion of sit-ins, stand-ins 
and picket lines to integrate Chicago restaurants, 
ballrooms and public facilities. The group remained small 
and disciplined over the next few years as Chicago, 

New York, Baltimore and Washington became prime centers... 
and in each city, outright segregation began to capitulate. 
In 1947 we took our first "Freedom Ride" through 

the upper South and CORE members began to taste the hard 
facts of southern bigotry and southern brutality. In the late 
Fifties, the signs of a full-scale drive for freedom among 
the Negro people were unmistakable. Finally, in 1960, 

in Greensboro, North Carolina, the current wave of direct 
action was sparked as a group of students began a sus- 
tained drive to integrate the city's lunch counters. 

Action projects appeared everywhere; dotting the southern 
map with the unconditional demand of the Negro for his 
fundamental rights as a citizen. 

Now the force is unmistakable; the future clear. 

CORE remains at the "cutting edge" of the movement, in all 
parts of the country, its 76 chapters fight discrimination

This album is culled from the extensive 
catalog of modern jazz issued through the 
years by Roulette Records and its subsidi- 
ary labe/, Roost. 

This set is a cross-section of some of the 
best jazz that could be heard from the 
middle forties to the present time. Much of 
it is by small combos; one long-playing side 
features big band performances of various 
kinds, including a collector’s item that is 
part of the story of Harry Belafonte’s be- 
ginnings in music, and another consists 
entirely of performances by the Count Basie 
band—all but one of which are with vocalists 
who have achieved fame on their own; the 
last is an instrumental composed by the 
immortal Lester Young. 

Whatever your taste in jazz, settle back 
and enjoy this collection. There is a raft of 
history in these grooves, but there’s vast 
pleasure too for those who just want to hear 
some good music.

1. THE BLUES AIN’T NOTHIN’ BUT A 
WOMAN CRYIN’ FOR HER MAN (3:46) 
Dinah Washington (J. Mayo Williams) 
Leeds Music Corp. (ASCAP) 


Xinah Washington crosses the complete spectrum 
of the popular music field—jazz, pop, rhythm and 
Slues, rock and roll, and even gospel music. 
‘Dinah, in fact, started singing with a group that 
oured with Mahalia Jackson, the greatest gospel 
iinger of them all.) 

This is another powerful blues performance, 
‘ith an unusual arrangement by Fred Norman 
vhich makes unexpected use of, among other 
‘hings, a harp. Dinah is one of the most down-to- 
earth singers jazz has ever known, and her ex- 
oressive vocal is in the grand tradition of crying 
out the story of the blues. The extraordinary guitar 
obbligato that runs throughout this performance 
is by Billy Butler. 


2. CANNONOLOGY (2:30) Cannonbal/ Aa- 
derly with Machito & His Orch. (A. K. 
Salim) Patricia Music Publ. Corp. (BMI) 


Julian “Cannonball” Adderley’s big alto sax sound 
had musicians buzzing from the first night that 
this Florida schoolteacher and his cornet-blowing 
brother, Nat, hit New York’s Cafe Bohemia one 
memorable Sunday night. His solid success since 
then, as leader of one of the best jazz combos 
around, has confirmed the judgment of his peers. 

Cannonology was written by a fellow saxophon- 
ist, Ahmad Salim, to feature Cannonball with 
Machito’s jazz-tinged Latin-American orchestra. 


Machito not only included jazz musicians in his 
band, but also went out of his way to perform 
with such jazz stars as Charlie Parker and Dizzy 
Gillespie. The semi-exotic setting of this fast 
mambo serves as an excellent foil to Cannonball’s 
explosive improvisational style. 


3. LEAN ON ME (3:12) Harry Belafonte 
with Machito & His Orch. (Green-Wald- 
man) United Music Co. (ASCAP) 


This is a fabulous collector’s item with a fabulous 
story about a fabulous star. One rainy Monday 
night in January 1949, an unemployed would-be 
actor wandered into a jazz club on Broadway 
called the Royal Roost. One of the club’s managers 
was Monte Kay, now a successful artist’s repre- 
sentative. He had seen the young actor in a musi- 
cal presented at the Rooftop Theatre, a highly off- 
Broadway house in the dock district west of 
Greenwich Village, by Erwin Piscator’s Dramatic 
Workshop. 

Remembering a couple of unaccompanied songs 
the young actor had performed, Kay casually sug- 
gested that he do them between sets at the club 
that night. Nervous and unprepared as he was, 
the young man did well enough to win a week’s 
engagement which grew to twenty, during which 
time he sang to the accompaniment of such musi- 
cians as Miles Davis, Charlie Parker, Bud Powell, 
and Max Roach. 

One of the songs he sang in that obscure musi- 
cal and on that fateful night at the Royal Roost 
was Lean On Me. And here it is. 

The tenor sax solo is by Brew Moore. The singer? 
Oh, he’s still around. Does some acting, too. 


4. CARABUNTA (4:32) Herbie Mann with 
Machito & His Orch. (Herbie Mann) 
Patricia Music Publ. Corp. (BMI) 


Herbie Mann has emerged as the first flutist in 
jazz who has specialized primarily on this instru- 
ment, aS opposed to merely playing it as a saxo- 
phonist’s “‘double.”’ Best known for his Afro-Cuban 
and bossa nova jazz interpretations, Herbie has 
featured the flute in many contexts. Here, in his 
own composition and arrangement, he is heard in 
an original piece which uses an African rhythm 
called “‘santo lukumie,”’ which is used in religious 
ceremonies. Machito, who has long worked with 
jazz musicians in an active demonstration of the 
affinity between jazz and Latin-American music, 
again provides the background for a most extraor- 
dinary performance. 


5. | THOUGHT ABOUT YOU (3:39) Steve 
Allen’s Roundtable All-Stars (Van 
Heusen-Mercer) Burke & Van Heusen 
(ASCAP)

For about eight years I have contributed financially to 
CORE. During this time I have seen my contributions go te pay 
for $20 hamburgers, te pay bail and fines in southerncourts which 
are openly out to bankrupt CUORH, to rebuild churches so they can 
be bombed again, and to pay hospital and funeral expenses for 
COR: workers who took no thought for their own defense, 


Sevoral times a year I receive a CORSE bulletin recounting 
further atrocities against civil rights workers. These attacks 
have continued = in fact, have intensified — during the years 
that CORH and ether civil rights organizations have used the 
techniques of noneviolenee and nonereBaliation. Segregathonists 
now know that they are in no danger, either from their vietims or 
from local governments, if they want to kill civil rights workers. 


After the experience of so many years, it becomes painfully 
evident that noneviolence has failed. How mny more lives will 
the civil rights movement throw away before its leaders admit this? 


Through bitter experienceg the Jews have learned by now that 
only one thing will hold back the hand of a racist ~- cold fear, 
This is why every streetecorner anti-Semite in this country 
yammered with terror when Adolf Bichmann was captured and execu= 
ted by the Israelis. They could see themselves in similar cir- 
cumstances if they ever carried their views into action. 


A couple of gears ago, after the Preedom Bus was burned in 
Anniston, Alabama, a group of exeMarines offered their services to 
CORE. They wanted to take an armed bus through the South on the 
Same route, and fight back if attacked. Any time CORE wants to 
put this or a similar idea into practice, I'll be glad to con- 
tribute.

The Congress of Racial Equality Southern Regional Office, 
located in New Orleans, announced today that the New Orleans Housing 
Authority adopted a non-discrimination policy on March 5th. CORE 
made the announcement after receiving a letter from T. H. Callaham, 
Director of the Fort Worth (Texas) Regional Office of the U.S. Public 
Housing Administration, informing CORE of the policy change. CORE had 
protested New Orleans' segregated public housing to federal officials 
in January. 

Mr. Richard Haley, CORE Southern Regional Director, stated 
"We applaud the Housing Authority's decision, late though it may be." 
"We now look forward to a speedy end to the situation where white-only 
projects were half-filled while long waiting lists of Negroes could not 
be admitted to public housing." 

Mr. Callaham's letter stated in part: 

"...the New Orleans Housing Authority has adopted a 
policy of open occupancy, effective March 5, 1965. 
Specifically, this means that the Housing Authority 

of New Orleans has an official policy that any citizen 
regardless of race, creed or color who is otherwise 
eligible and in line for admission, in accordance with 
the Public Housing Administration-Housing Authority of 
New Orleans policy, will be admitted to any project. 
This Statement was made to us by the New Orleans Housing 
Authority as their Statement of Compliance with Section 
601 (in title VI) of the Civil Rights Act of 1964 and the 
Housing and Home Finance Agency /a subdivision of the 
PHA 7 regulations." 

Mr. Allen Dowling, Public Relations Director of the New Orleans 
Housing Authority, confirmed to CORE officials that the policy had 
been adopted and was being implemented. He stated that all applications 


were being kept without regard to race but that none of the city's

I was somewhat concerned that at the National CORE Community Relations Planning 
Conference, held in Brooklyn on December 10th, several members of the Conference 
committee took the opportunity to attack the leadership of Brooklyn CORE. The 
principal people who were critical of Brooklyn CORE were the Rev. George Lawrence, 
pastor of Antioch Baptist Church, Attorney Joseph Williams, and Mr. Nat Rogers of 
District 65. The criticism seemed to go back to splits that arose in the Brooklyn 
movement over the handling of the Downstate Medical Center protest project, 

Major Owens was present and responded to the charges in what I thought to be a 
cool and rational manner. Part of what the people on the committee seemed to be 
saying was that they would cooperate with National CORE in our community relations 
program only if we took steps to change the leadership in Brooklyn CORE. I think 
it needs to be politely but firmly made clear to people whose cooperation we are 
weking that it is not within the province of this committee to interfere with the 
organization or program of Brooklyn CORE. I think it is important that we pro- 
vide maximum opportunity for dialogue and discussion, and for people to offer any 
ideas or suggestions that they may have. 


One other suggestion I would have is that, if there is to be a coordinating 
committee or an advisory committee for Brooklyn, that a representative of Brooklyn 
CORE be invited to participate on it. I also think that a representative of 

Local 1814, ILA should be invited to be on this committee. I also think it im- 
portant that when an advisory committee is constituted, careful consideration be 
given that it not be stacked with enemies of Brooklyn CORE. 


I called Major Owens on the telephone on Saturday to get his views about the 
meeting and to reassure him that the National Office had no desire or intention 
of undermining or interfering with the program of Brooklyn CORE. I indicated 
agreement with his comments at the meeting, to the effect that we should all 
keep a close eye on this experimental project to make sure that harmonious rela- 
tions between the National Office and the chapter involved be maintained.

The results were excellent 
and, in my opinion, had a great deal to do with selling 
the show through our well-designed ads, which really did 
get attention.

I have been giving Mr. Gartner's letter of June 
28th a good deal of thought, but have not had the time to 
dictate a memorandum on the subject of Miss Murphy. I 
will do so within the next thirty days, as I feel it an 
important responsibility both towards Miss Murphy and 
CORE. I have not yet decided whether it would be wise 
for you to discuss my assessment with Miss Murphy, and I 
will let you know after I have dictated it whether I will 
grant this permission. 


With all that the project was poorly conceived as 
far as time was concerned and with community involvement 
at practically nil level, the end result was gratifying 
and did not do CORE's image any harm I can assure you. 
Those people whom I involved, I know, had a good experience, 
and the public, for the fir#vst time, received a real 
underst_anding of CORE's objectives and policies. In no 
small way this was due to the presence of Mr. Farmer, who 
impressed all who came in contact with him. 


I will be in touch with you at a later date, and 
would sincerely appreciate your eariy attention to these 
outstanding amounts owing to the printers, whose goodwill 
I value highly.

It has taken us a while to reply to your letter of June 28, you gave us no easy 
task. We felt that our interest in CORE justified the most objective appraisal 
that we were capable of rendering, so we have been kicking it around these 
past weeks, 


To begin with, the project was highly successful in our estimation, Massey Hall 
which seats almost 2800 has never sold even half its capacity on May 2) (a 
Canadian lth of July type holiday). We sold over 2200 seats, to the astonish- 
ment of the management, and presented a concert that was not only a financial 
but an artistic success. All this in only 2% short weeks, — 


As you are probably aware, our relationship with Maureen developed through a 
house party which Mr, and Mrs, Rogers and ourselves had at our home in March, 
During that party, Maureen spoke to our guests on 2 separate occasions, 
outlining her work with CORE, and the job that CORE was doing in the U.S. 
There was a healthy, interested response to her talks. The overall impression 
she made at that time was that of an intelligent, well-informed representative 
of one of the United States leading civil rights organizations, 


Because of the relative ease with which we were able to raise almost $1,000.00 
the idea of a concert where we could raise a considerable amount, didn't seem 
overly ambitious, particularly when Maurreen led us to believe that talent 
would be one of the easiest problems to solve, since CORE had a list of 
artists who were willing to donate their services, However, this proved to be 
a more difficult task than we anticipated, because of the performers inability 
to give definite commitments. In fact our choice of May 2: was a last mimte 
ddcision which we were reluctant to make but forced to, since our star, Dick 
Gregory was only available that night. As you can see, some of the initial 
problems were not Maureen's or any individuals fault, bat were unfortunate 


stumbling blocks to inexperienced fund-raisers, 


To this point, the development of the project was by telephone between Maureen 
in N.Y. and us in Toronto, With 24 weeks to go, and only the hall and the 
performers confirmed, CORE sent Maureen to Togonto to assist us, At this time 
ne the only people involved in Toronto were Mr, & Mrs, Rogers and ourselves ,. 

It is important to mention here that although we are Toronto residents, we are 
not actively involved in the commnity through church, B'Nai B'Righ, synagogue, 
YMCA or any other organizations, so our personal commnity contacts were limited, 
While Maureen was aware of this, we should have realized ourselves that a project 
of this dimension was too large to be handled by a handful of well-meaning 
individuals, Much of our concern over our ability to pull this thing off was 
aleviated by Maureen's insistence that her personal commnity contacts in 
Tpronto would come through for her, and assist in the project.

At this point we mst accept full responsibility for lack of judgement in assuming 
that Maureen was capable of organizing these contacts, and ourselves, into a 
cohesive working group, Unfortunately she was not capable of doing this. 


It is also important to mention here that at this time we detected an area of 
conflict between Mrs. Levy in N.Y. and Maureen, Our impression was that Mrs, 

Levy did not consider Maureen capable of carrying through this project successfully 
and was constantly harrassing her to the point where Maureen felt she had to 
impress Mrs, Levy with names, titles, etc. cause of this personality conflict, 
the progress of our project, and particularly, commnity relations aspect, suffered, 
We feel that if Mrs. Levy had misgivings about Maureen's ability to do the job, 

she should not have allowed her to handle it alone, 


At this time, Maureen enlisted the help of Lester Sugarman, and apparently gave 
him the impression that he had the responsibility of pulling off a May 2h concert 
with any hebp that he might be able to gather. Enlisting his help was certainly 
not wrong, however the fault lies in the fact that Maureen made no attempt to 

get Sugarman and ourselves togethe’ as a committee,/ He began to function on his 
own level in his own way, and we on the other hand contimed to think that we 
were responsible for the success of the project. As you can see, we became 2 
factions with Maureen in the midddle unable to act in the leadership capacity 
she should have assumed, Unfortunately, in our estimation, Sugarman's personality 
and methods didn't allow him to share leadership or responsibility either with 
Maureen or ourselves. His attitude was such that once he had agreed to 
participate ,bhe wanted absolute control over the entire project, to the point 
where he epee on | abused both Mrs. Rogers and Mrs, Meslin, not to mention 
Maureen, He autbrized expenditures without any consultation whatever, i.e. 


mvt 


printing of ment, catering of the reception, Dick Gregory photostat, 
taxi bills, postage, and others, Having said this, we should add that the 
conflict between ourselves and Sugarman would never have arisen, had Maureen 
been capable of handling the situation as the official CORE represenbative. 


Val Coleman's arrival in Toronto saved the day. His immediate grasp of the 
situation, and his obvious ability to take positive aggresive action indicated 
to us that CORE obviously does have competent capable people for this type 

of project. Why then did we have to reach the point where the chncert was 
almost abandoned before CORE realized Maureen's shortcomings?? Since fund- 
raising represents one of your most important areas of work it would seem to 
us that people trained in special fund-raising activities should be available 
for projects of this size, Maureen was not equipped for this type of project 
and we should not have had to discbhver this for you!! 


Under increasing pressure, Maureen is less and less able to accept criticism 
and tends to reduce everything to a personal level, We felt many times that 
she actually closed off her mind to the pressing matters at hand, and concerned 
herself with petty personal matters completely unrelated to her CORE work, 

She tended to become a little starry-eyed with the celebrities to the point 
where it took precedence over her work. @eg. the day of the concert, Maureen 
occupied_herself entirely with columnist Natham Cohen, while other volunteers 
were running themselves ragged with last mimte responsibilities,

It is difficult for us to put some of these things into words because of our 
affection for Maureen as a person and our respect for her effort in the job 
she is doing for CORE. We hope that even as she reads these criticisms she 
will realize that they have nothing whatever to do with our personal regard 


for her, 


Re your question on CORE'S image: 

In the s of the general public, Core's image was enhanced, However, insofar 
as tie “tho were directly involved, the image took a beating. (1) the Jewish 
community in Toronto had been tapped just prior to the concert through several 
house parties, (ours and several athers for CORE and several for SNNC) and many 
people felt it was n to be pressured again, (2) Individuals who had 
previously supported actively by raising funds, ete. became disenchanted 
during the period af organizational conflict, and do not want to be involved 


again, 


We feel that there was not sufficient community involvement, and this is due 
entirely to lack of time, The entibe labour movement, most churches, YMCA 


and many ethnic organizations, remain completely untapped, 


We cannot end this report without going into some detail regarding our 
relationship with Lester Sugarman and our opinion of his effectiveness in this 
projest. When one considers that everyone involved in the project did so on a 
completely voluntary basis, we womder whether Sugarman's participation did more 
to subvert the project, than to ensure its success, His remarkable ability to 
alienate people brought the project closer to failure than any other single 
factor, Aside from personality conflicts with Maureen, ourselves, andi many 
other individuals, he failed to come through on any of the many important 
obligations he insisted on undertaking. 

Mrs, Rogers, who handled all the finances of the concert, particularly ticket 
distribution and sales, has yet to receive an accounting from Sugarman of the 
tickets he took for distribution, Her recard of the tickets she gave him is not 
even close to corresponding with his returns (cash and unsold tickets) 

Sugarman undertook responsibility for the reception after the concert, in view of 
his supposed contacts in the wealthy Jewish community. He led us to believe that 
he could produce a minimum of 25 or more couples, at $100.00 per couple. To this 
end he booked the Variety Club, had invitations printed and guest lists printed, 
We should note here that Mr, Meslin offered to print the invitations ab no cost 
but Sugarman insisted that he handle everything involving the reception, 

The reception was a flop. About $700.60 was raised, while expenses (unauthorized) 
were over $200.00, In addition to these expenses, Mrs. Rogers has yet to receive 
an accounting of the people who Sugarman ar tickets to, in hopes of realizing 
donations at the reception, The reception itself was so embarrassing it was 
almost ludicrous, A modest buffet of stale sandwiches was presented, and 

drinks were charged for,at-éh-e Imagine the embarrassment of having Dick 
Gregory, Leon Bibb, our M.C. stepping up,to the bar and having to pay for

At a recent affair, Mr. Lederman (Sugarman's assistant) told us that Sugarman 
had approx, $600,00 in receipts for CORE. However it seems that from Sugarman's 
letter of July 16 to you (a copy of which he sent to us) he only sent you 
$177-00. We wonder whether he is holding back funds in lieu of some of his 
bills to you still unpaid, We frankly feel that this possibility does exist, 
particularly with regard to the printing bill. As Mr. Meslin has previously 
written to Val in detail about the printing bill, he wants to stress once more 
that the price charged was outrageous, and a substantial adjustment should be 
made by the printer before the bill is paid, When Mr. Meslin confronted 
Sugarman with the printing bill,Sugarman replied that he has dealt with this 
printer for years, and has made many unbeasonable demands of him, so occasionally 
the printer "pads" a bill to compensate for some of the favours he has done for 
Sugarman. Mr, Meslin replied that it was unfortunate that the printer had to 
pick a CORE bill to pad, when every dollar was sé important, 


We have attempted to give as honest and detailed an appraisal of our project 
as we were capable of,, and we hope we have answered your questions in detail, 
If you require any further elaboration on any of the points we have touched on 
or may have missed, please write to us again, 


With regard to your P.S, we can only say that we find it a little distressing, 
Anything we have said in this report, we would not hesitate to say to Maureen 
in person, or to lester Sugarman, or to anyone else that might be concerned, 
It is somewhat childish to think that you could ask us for a rather intimate 
and detailed constructive critichsm of an individual and think that we would 
be either immature enough or irresponsible enough to want to keep it from 


that individual,

Last year the University of Rochester Friends of SNCC sent 
$1000 to SNCC. This year, with the proper publicity, we 
hope to raise between $1500 and $2000, and we would like to 
see this money go to CORE. 


We ask your approval of the proposed "Friends of CORE." 
Please see the enclosed proposal which was drawn up to be 
presented to the student government and the administration 
of the University of Rochester. It should be noted at this 
point that "Friends of CORE" was originally suggested by 
Miss Hannah Storrs, chairman of Rochester CORE, last spring 
during a discussion of Friends of SNCC. 


Would it be possible that any money raised at the University 
of Rochester be directed to a specific project down South? 
This would greatly facilitate publicity and would put us 

in a much better position to approach the student government 
and the administration of the University of Rochester. 


One of the reasons that it is particularly important to form 
a group at the University of Roehester is that there are many 
technical complications with on and off campus groups. As 

an on-campus group we would have ready access to university 
facilities and would be permitted to conduct a fund raising 
campaign on campus. We would also be in a better position 

to approach the students and perhaps disturb them enough to 
unsettle some of the overriding atmosphere of opathy found at 
this university. 


In reference to point three, while we realize that the sum 
of money being discussed is negligible, we hope that even 
this slight increase of funds would enable some additional 
monies to be channeled into this region. Yet, it is imper- 
ative at this university that we are able to make a clear 
statement that all money raised on campus woudd go South. 


While we are not seeking any type of affiliation, we would 
like to request speakers and guidance fpom National CORE 
from time to time, with the understanding that, at the 
very minimum, expenses would be paid. MThere is add- 
itional possibility of our being able to pay honoriums 
through the Outside Speakers Committee of College Cabinet. 


If such a group as "Friends of CORE" is to be formed, it 

is of the utmost importance that we get moving as fast as 
possible, no later than the middle of October. For this 
reason, we are submitting this statement at the present 
time. If you feel the proposal has any merit, a more formal 
constitution will follow as soon as we can get hold of the 
old Friends of SNCC constitution.

Proposal: That the University of Rochester Friends of SNCC chapter be 
dissolved and that a "Friends of CORE" chapter be formed in its place. 
Any remaining bank balances, concessions, etCe, now under the University

of "Friends of CORE," 


The reasoning behind this proposal is as follows3 


l. Those students from the University of Rochester who have been and 
are now actively involved in the Civil Rights Movement have, for 
the most part, been associated with the Congress of Racial Equality, 


2, CORE has national staff based in Rochester; this would mean a more 
meaningful and immediate involvement for the students in Rochester. 


3e In the past year, SNCC has not been forthcoming with guidance from 
the national level and it is felt that because of the closer commn- 
ications between the Rochester area and National CORE, the university 
would be in a better position to receive help and guidance in the 
form of information which is one of the chief aims of a campus Civil 
Rights group, as indicated below. 


4. The Congress of Racial Equality has long been in financial straits 
and it is felt that any support to this particular organization 
would be of more value to the Civil Rights Movement and to the 
students on this campus, 


There would be two main functions of a group such as the proposed 
‘"vriends of CORE'': 
le To raise money for the national organization, Any funds raised 
would be sent directly to National CORE, 
2e To serve as a source of information about Civil Rights activities 
both North and South, 


* should be clear at this point that such a group would in no way claim 
menbership or affiliation with National CORE. This would mean that anyone 
participating in such a group would in no way be considered a mamber of 
CORB either locally or nationally and that any requirements for affiliation 
found in Nationak CORE's constitution would not apply. <A group such as 
friends of CORE" would therefore not be an action group, but would work 
clesely with the local CORE chavter and could serve as a source of infor- 
mation for any student interested in an action groupe It would be the 
intent of such a group to work very closely with the local chapter, but 
2% the same time, retain autonomy, It needs to be re-emphasized that a 
"Fclends of CORE" group would in no way be responsible for direct action, 
Those students interested in such activities sould, of their own initi- 
ative, become involved in Rochester CORE.

Rochester Benefit 


To: Mrs. Newman Levy, Marian Rich, Allan Gartner 


My visit to Rochester proved to be quite interesteing 
inasmuch as both the community and the CORE Chapter seem to be 
excited about the project. 

The CORE Chapter has its Chairman, Miss Hannah Storrs, a 
key person to contact the people whom we are trying to get in touch 
with; she will be available in the next few weeks to work with such 
a committee. 

There are some very important factors that should be taken 
into consideration here: 

1. That Jim Farmer has not been in Rochester for at least 
two years, and the feeling is that if a good program is put together, he 
should be included, 

2. Martin Luther King has been trying to come to Rochester, 
and because of the work of some people, he has not been there yet. 
However, there is talk of his coming to Rochester this summer. The 
feeling is that if we can start a committee, this would stall off 
his coming. 

3. Mrs. Sibley has indicated that while she would be out of 
the country, she would give us whatever assistance that we might need in 
setting up the committee, 

4. The local CORE Chapter have access to the “young people™ of 
Mrs. Sibley's stature in the community. 

5. Rabbi Allen Levine has indicated that he would call a 
meeting of a few people to set up a committee. It is my feeling that 
perhaps, while this is good, Hannah would be consulted as to who should 


attend, and where this meeting should take place.

6. There should be a letter sent to the Chapter spelling 
out exactly what is expected by them.

Lillian Smith found herself the center of a storm of 
contreversey when her novel, Strange Fruit, was published in 
1944. It shook the magnolias off the tree, as critics said, 
but it alse shook the white world out of its complacency. The 
beck had seld 25,000 before publication; it continued te sell 
into the millions, breaking all records at that time for a sericus 
novel not promoted by a book club. It was a world sensation even 
in war time, but it was also an important beck and national 
commentaters gave it much attention, some admiring the essential 
truth and brilliant writing of the book, ethers angered by her 
candor. Most agreed on one thing: it was the first novel in the 
Western world in which beth white and negre characters were 
treated in depth as human beings and the first that cut across 
the classes from rich te peer, education te ignorant, from 
clergymen to millhand, to artists, to decters, te cocks, te mill 
owners, etc., pushing away old stereotypes and myths, and epening 
up new realities. | 

Killers of the Dregs (1949) strengthened her reputation as 
a brilliant writer. It was autebiographical and treated segregation 
in a new, fresh way: as sympton and symbel of dehumanization. She 
has written warm, tender, subtle stories not on the theme of 
"race" - The Journey (1954) - and a nevel, One Hour (1959), on 
the theme of guilt. But always her writings about the barriers 
between the races grip, in a special way, people's imaginations.

Dear Mrs. Levy: 


First, are you the Mrs. Levy I. knew years ago in 
New York? If so, it is nice to be back in touch with you.. 
I have, of course, heard Marvin speak of youwas "Evie" but 
when I saw your full name I suddenly remembered an evening in 
your apartment after the Strange Fruit years, maybe in the early 
days of ADA --I am not sure. Of course, you may not be the 
one I am remembering. But anyway, it is nice to be in touch 
with you for I know how fond of you Marvin is. 


About the record. It looks as if things are finally 
coming around and that it will soon be ready for promotion 
both by CORE and other outlets. I am sure it is difficult for 
you to know all the ins and outs of this somewhat vague 
arrangement for it started off a year and a half ago to be 
one thing (I was to write a short preface and give the titles 
to photographs on the Movement!) then the photographer left 
our project and anyway, by that time, I was writing a real book 
of nine monologues and an epilogue... In many ways, I think it is 
one of my best books. The arrangement between Marvin and me is 
that the project is mine, and is as personal for me as any other 
of my books, but much of the sales go to CORE. With the book, 
because I have been so ill and am financially so depleted, my 
publisher insisted that “"@his time" he'd do the giving so he 
gave the firm's profits (or will when bookkeeping is done) to 
CORE and I held on to my very much smaller royalties --none of 
which I have received yet.. As for the record: this was my idea; 
I realized at once that the monologues were even better spoken 
than read; so I agreed to make the tapes (a friend from Time-Life 
assumed all that expense and it was considerable) and then my 
lawyer Don Seawell and Marvin would try to find a firm who would 
be interested in mexxxkmuxx producing the records... Finally, through 
Mr. Seawell (he has been a lawyer for Westminster Records andknew 
Mr. Klein at that time) we got it placed; but it was also due to 
your persistent efforts (I have been told by Marvin and Mr. Klein) 
that things were finally worked out. And I am most grateful to you 
and anopreciative of all the time and work you must have expended. 


Now --knowing how many people interested in the Movement are 
not especially interested in CORE I have felt it was much better 
in every way not to make an outright gift of this record to CORE 
but to help them make as much money off of it as possible. For 
this reason, I do not want any mention of CORE put on records 
that are going to be sold through regular outlets for the word 
CORE will automatically cut the chances of the record being sold 
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in thousands of stores where otherwise it has a reasonable chance 
of making a few sales at least... And if it does, this money or 
some of it will get back to CORE. 


But the records which CORE itself sells from headquarters 
or through its branches may of course have the CORE sticker or 
logo, on album cover and if you like, on record also.. The mention 
of CORE however will be limited to those records CORE is going to 
sell.. In this way, CORE gets the benefit of whatever promotion 
the emblem gives it and still the record can be sold to the 
general public without its being something the organization 
CORE is putting out. CORE has no financial or other interest 
in either the book or the record save a percentage of its

The past mistakes of others must be inventoried and steps taken 
to correct these faults. Realization of the need for tireless 
repetition of details must also be incorporated in the daily 
lessons in safety.

I bought the book for a Christmas present to a nephew and, of course, had to > 
get it in the mails before. I finished reading it. Perhaps I'll be able to 
find time to read it later. But any any rate it stirred my thinking. 


It's Our Faces; Our Words, (Lillian Smith, Norton, 1964) and on the surface 
is a report of the Civil Rights Non-Violent Movement in the United States in 
1964, It is that, of course, and judging by what I read, an excellent 


report. 


But I found it much more than that. Because non-violence is a concept all by 
itself and as I read I thought, "What sort of a world should we have if we 
could bring up just one generation without resorting to violence?” And I 
thought of a recent happening in our own living room...a@ young father, a 
charming man, talking with skill and grace as he dug his fingers deep into 
his small son's shoulder...the hidden from view violence contrasting so with 
the smiling surface as to give the whole a nightmarish quality. And then he, 
and his wife, wonder why their son "beats up” on all the —— children 
when he has the chance. 


What aggressions is this man taking out on his son? Aansest his boss? His 
wife? His father-in-law? Is he but passing on the violence his father 
inflicted upon him? Will the violence he imposes on his son be passed on 
even unto the third and fourth generations? | 


And now I was far from the 1964 civil rights movement and back to my vocation 
of safety. And words, my own words, came vaguely back to padeds. a a 
means accidents." When had I said that? "Suppose you are swimming. 

start to tire. You say..." Oh, no, it wasn't “violence,” it was "f 
But isn't violence a part of force? 


at 


Anyway here is what I said, in part, to the boys and girls at the Eleventh 
Annual Conference of the Louisiana Youth Safety Council at Bunkie in August 
of 1963. 

"Let us take the word 'force.' 

"What does that word mean to you? 


"The little old man from the comic strip 'BC' with his cudgel 
in one hand, pulling his wife by her long hair with the other? 


"A soldier with his gun? 
"A policeman with his night stick? 
"A mushroom-shaped cloud? 
"To me, ‘force’ means ‘accidents.' Here's why: 


"Suppose I am walking down the street toward an intersection. At just the 
same time you are driving down the street toward the same intersection 
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in your car, ‘Ha! Ha!' I say to myself, ‘I'll FORCE that driver to stop 
for me.' You see me, but you say to yourself, ‘In my car I'm bigger and 
stronger than that pedestrian, I'll FORCE her to stop for me." So you 
continue driving and I continue walking and WHAM we have an accident. 


"Now, of course, we don't actually say these things to ourselves. But we do 
act as though we said them. Let's take another example: 


"Suppose you are swimming. You start to tire. But do you head for shore? 
Oh no, not you, great big strong you. ‘I'll FORCE my body to go on,' you 
say. When you wake up, if you wake up, you'll be feeling very, very sick 
and will probably have someone performing mouth-to-mouth resuscitation on 


you. 


"The age in which we have been living is one that I call 'The Age of Force.' 
Accidents are a symptom of this ‘Age of Force.' 


"Let's look at force in school safety. For 12th grade boys, more accidents 
happen in interscholastic football t in any other activity. 0O.K. We can 


stop all these accidents. How? By using FORCE. We just say 'No more inter- 
scholastic football.' 


"Now for the purpose of learning how to prevent accidents, it doesn't really 
matter whether this rule comes from the school administration, from the 
parents, nor is arrived at in democratic fashion by you boys and girls. 
Force is the controlling factor and it is my firm belief that force breeds 
force, so in using force to prevent accidents, (if you agree with me that 
force is a cause of accidents) we are merely breeding more accidents. 


"I'd like to propose that you boys and girls think of ways in which you 
could stop accidents through the use of reason. As force breeds force, so 
reason breeds reason and if you can learn to apply reason to accident pre- 
vention in your school, if you can help others to apply reason to their 
accident problems, I firmly believe that we shall soon see a very real 
reduction in the accident toll. 


"We, who are older, have grown up in an age of force. How have we solved 
most of our problems? By going to war; by passing a law; by putting 
people in jail; by denying privileges...in other words...by using force. 


"If it is true, that we are turning from an ‘Age of Force' to an ‘Age of 
Reason,’ the leaders of this age must come from you and your contemporaries. 
How better can you learn to become the leaders of the ‘Age of Reason' than 


by using reason to control accidents in your school. 


"Last Sunday I was reading a poem written by a boy of my generation. He was 
killed at the age of 19 in the first World War. As I read the poem I thought 
how all youth are called upon to serve their country and how often that 
service has been, yes still is, DEATH. What your call to service will be 

is for you, yourselves, to discover. I most respectfully suggest that you 
consider LIVING......LIVING to open the door of REASON not only for your 
country, not only for your world, but for the entire universe." 


So much for what I said to these boys and girls. Do these words have any 
value to us as teachers of these leaders to be? To stir your imagination 
JS ® this, I suggest that you not only read Lillian Smith's Our Faces; Our 


Words but that you tune in. on a documentary series on the United Nations 
produced by Telsun and sponsored by the Xerox Corporation. There will be 
five or six telecasts, so far the first "Another Christmas Carol,” which 
incidentally was excellent, has been shown. 


Think these over in terms of safety, of accident prevention, and let us 
have ANOTHER DIALOGUE. vw

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LESSONS LEARNED FROM GIGI

As I spoke with her master, or perhaps better grandmaster, he told me of her 
three-year old master, and how he exhibited the same unbounding joy as he 
learned this and that and came to know that, in. his small yet ever-expanding 
world, he was master of his fate and captain of his soul. 


Continuing to the station I passed children "creeping like snail unwilling 
to school” and I wondered for the millionth time what it is we do that dulls

Annually about 2,500 children die of fires throughout the United States. A third 
of these fires occur when parents are away, leaving their children free to play 
with matches. Fires are also caused by children tucking pieces of paper into 
the flame on a gas stove and dropping it from fright on rugs or chairs, or turn- 
ing the flame on an oil stove too high and causing it to explode. "These 
incidents are most unpleasant to recall but they could be prevented if parents 
would make and keep a firm rule that an adult should always be in the home with 
their very young children.”

Accidents cause more deaths than any other factor in the age group between 
infancy and middle age. Realizing that educating the child at an early age 
is the best form of accident prevention, the Board of Education of Lansing, 
Michigan, in cooperation with the Safety Council of Greater Lansing have 
published a 2l-page booklet prepared by a committee of teachers representing 
all grades, entitled "Safety Education - a Suggested Guide for Elementary 
Teachers." This report contains suggested material dealing with accident 
prevention concerning all phases of a child's life. Towards the back of 

the report there is a section listing the visual and printed material avail- 
able and the agencies which provide such information.

LAGGING ZEST? 


If your enthusiasm, your devotion to accident prevention is lagging, we sug- 
gest that you read two articles appearing in CHILDREN published by the 
Children's Bureau of the U. S. Department of Health, Education and Welfare. 


In the March-April, 1964 issue the article entitled "Toward Prevention of 
Child Abuse” deals with a study made on “neglected and battered children." 


The report concerns two studies made at Children's Hospital of Philadelphia 
involving the case records of 33 severely neglected or battered children 

from 29 families, and also an earlier study of 23 infants and children brought 
to the hospital for serious "failure to thrive.” 


The study resulted in the following comparisons between parents who care for 
their children and those who abuse them: 


"Parents who care for their children feel guilty even though they could not 
have prevented accidental injury to their child -- the younger the child, the 
more guilt the parents feel for not having protected him from injury. Parents 
who abuse or neglect their children are angry with them for being injured. 


"Parents who care for their children try to make up for the injury by visiting 
them frequently, bringing them toys and other gifts, while abusing parents tend 
not to visit the child while he is hospitalized and seldom either touch or look 


at hin. 


"Parents who care for their children spontaneously report how the child got 
hurt. while abusing parents contradict themselves on how the injury occurred 
or don't want to discuss it. 


"Well-nurtured children cling to their parents and turn to them for assurance 
when they are brought into a hospital for treatment after an injury. Neglected 
and battered children do not look to parents for assurance, are wary of physical 
contact initiated by parents or anyone else, and show no real expectation of 
being comforted." 
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Here are a few quotations from the second article, "Social Factors in Treating 
Burned Children" by Ruth Cowin in the November-December, 1964 issue: 


"Exclusive of medical fees, the care of a severely burned child 
in a hospital for the first three months can amount to $10,000 


or more." 


",eeavailable records showed that most children remain a minimum 
of 4 to 5 months. Readmissions for special kinds of reconstructive 


services may go on for years." : 


".eerecords suggest some lack of parental supervision and poor 
housing. Certainly the space heater, a device often used in low- 
cost housing, seems to be a common cause of trouble." 
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" elf the child has already learned to trust, this will be an 
important factor in his care...The groundwork for this quality of 
personality development is laid in the first two years of life." 


We have no information readily available as to the number of children falling 
under the “severely” burned category but the U. S. National Health Survey 
reports that between July 1959 and June 1961, 407,000 children were injured 
when they "Came in contact with hot object or open flame," sufficiently seri- 
ous to result in "one or more days of restricted activity," or to require 
"medical attention." (Health Statistics from U. S. National Health Survey: 
Persons Injured by detailed type and class of accident United States July 
1959-June 1961. Public Health Service Publication No. 584-B37, Superintendent 
of Documents, U. S. Government Printing Office, Washington 25, D. C. Price 
40 cents.) Copies of CHILDREN may also be purchased through the Government 
Printing Office for 25 cents an issue. 
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"We must not so harass our children with excessive warning and concern that 
we handicap their emotional growth." Virginia G. Harris, M.D., at the Home 
Safety Sessions of the 1964 National Safety Congress. 
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ARE YOU TEACHING YOUR BOYS TO SEE AS THEY RUN? 


"An unusually high rate for non-school jurisdiction mishaps to elementary 
school boys prompted a study of the individual reports covering this type of 
injury. As usual, falls are responsible for most of these injuries but most 
of -the increase seems to be due to lack of alertness when running. One third- 
grade boy ran into a moving automobile, another third-grader ran into the 
family car which was parked in the driveway. A fifth-grade youngster suffered 
a mild concussion when he ran into a doorway frame.

The organization that has gained the most enthusiastic support by young 
Negroes in their struggle for civil rights, especially in the South, is the 
Congress of Racial Equality. Although it is not as old as some of the other 
organizations, CORE has captured the imagination of the younger generation. Under 
the leadership of its National Director, James Farmer, CORE has pioneered success- 
fully in such tactics as Freedom Rides, sit-ins, stand-ins, and, more recently, 
the jail-ine. 

Farmer was one of the group that founded CORE in 1942. He was its first 
National Chairman and became its National Director in 1961. In the spring of 1961, 
he led CORE's first Freedom Ride; as a result, he was held in Mississippi jails 
for more than a month. Farmer has also worked for the Fellowship of Reconciliation, 
the NAACP, and several labor unions. 

James Farmer was born in Marshall, Texas on January 12, 1920, the son of 
a scholar and the grandson of a slave. He earned his B.S. degree in chemistry from 
Wiley College when he was only eighteen years old. He enrofled in the School of 
Religion of Howard University, Washington, D.C., to prepare for the Methodist 
ministry. As a student he was active in the Christian Youth Movement, serving as 
Vice Chairman of the National Council of Methodist Youth and the Christian Youth 
Council of North America. Farmer received the degree of Bachelor of Divinity in 
1941, but declined ordination. Recalling that the Methodist Church in the South 
was then segregated, he says, "I didn't see how I could honestly preach the 
Gospel of Christ in a church that practiced discrimination....But I never 


abandoned His teaching. It is still very much part of my thinking."

Instead of entering the ministry, Farmer turned his energies toward social 
action. From 1941 to 1945 he served as race relations secretary of the Fellowship 
of Reconciliation. From 1946 to 1948 he took part in the organizing drive in the 
South of the Upholsterers’ International Union. Later he served as international 
representative of the State, County and Municipal Employees Union, and in 1958 he 


was designated one of a five-man delegation from the International Confederation 


of Free Trade Unions to fifteen African countries. Farmer also served as a 
Program Director for the NAACP and was a commentator on radio and television programs 
sponsored by the United Auto Workers in Detroit. 

In 1942, with a group of students at the University cf Chicago, Farmer 
organized the first chapter of CORZ. The group intended, in his words, "to 
substitute bodies for exhortations”, and to apply to the struggle for racial 
equality in the United States the techniques of nonviolence and passive resistance 


that Gandhi used so successfully in India's struggle for independence. 


As National Director of CORE, Farmer not only plans projects but also 
participates in carrying many of them out. He was one of the original Freedom 
Riders, and, like most of the group, he spent forty days in jail in 1961. He was 
next imprisoned in August, 1963, for leading a civil rights demonstration in 
Plaquemine, Louisiana. Tear gas and electric cattle prods were used against the 
demonstrators, and Farmer, along with 232 others, was arrested for “disturbing the 
peace and obstructing the sidewalk". He was released from jail on August 29. On 
September 1, Plaquemine's Negroes staged an even larger demonstration. Police 
used tear gas and high-power hoses on demonstrators who took refuge in a church 
parsonage. On April 22, 1964, he was arrested with over 300 other CORE members 
from all over the country, who had assembled in New York to protest segregation 
and discrimination practiced by many states exhibiting at the World's Fair. 


Mr. Farmer received an honorary degree of Doctor of Humanities from Morgan 


State College, Baltimore, Maryland, on June 1, 1964. 


Farmer is married to the former Lula Peterson and is the father of two girls.

At the risk of being thought rude and even ill»mannerdd, 
I am departing from my usual practice of sending cards - 
and am using this form letter to bring you Greetings of 
the Season and to solicit your help! I am certain you 
will forgive formalities when you understand the great- _ 
ness and seriousness of the cause--and when you learn of 
the desperate and dire need for your co-operation now. 

I hope you will take the time to read this urgent 
message. 


As many of you may know, I have been working for CORE - 
Congress of Racial Equality - for six months now as the 
Public Relations and Fund Raising Director of the 
Western States Region (based out of San Francisco). The 
title sounds big and so is the area (1l Western 
continental states, plus Alaska and Hawaii)...and it 
means I get to stay later and lick the stamps and stuff 
the envelopes longer. Only three staff members serve ; 
this entire region, covering all aspects. My “department 
is one - namely I. So you can easily understand when I 
state that I work eight hours and volunteer the other 18! 
Recently, I was put on the National Staff - same position-- 
just more work and worries. 


Obviously, I am not in this job because it pays well... 
it does not and many a week goes by without any salary. 
For me it is a belief and commitment. It is something lI 
can contribute now - at a time when help is so badly 
needed - for a cause that is so great and right. And 

I am not doing this for "them", but with others and for 
myself. No one can really enjoy or have freedom unless 
all are free. 


I will spell it’ out simply...CORE is deeply in debt and 
is DESPERATE FOR FUNDS. Large contributions--small 
contributions will all be deeply appreciated. And now: 
Money is hard to come by and we operate throughout the 
country...North and South. 


The cost of the operation in the South alone is enormous, 
especially because of damage, destruction and ‘legal’ 

and other harassments by local officials, police and 
courts. But, we have expanded our 'Peace-Corps - type’ 
operation: there and must continue to expand. It is 


literally a matter of live and death...and we.can not 
Ww raw and desert the people who live there. Many 
Negroes have stood up for their rights and have lost

carry on despite other daily harassments and threats. 

They are not afraid! They want and expect something better 
for their children. Because of our presence, some White 
Southeners are now beginning to speak out against the evils 
of their ' way-of-life'. We owe them, all these people, and 
their courage, a great deal....certainly we owe them their 
lives,even at the risk of our staff and volunteers. 


Witness the outright release of 21 know murderers and 


accomplices in Mississippi. Even the FBI has recognized 


them as responsible for the brutal beatings and deaths of the 
three now famous Civil Rights workers...two of whom were 

CORE staff members. But, they were only three of seventeen 
known killings this past year in Mississippi. The others 


were local Negroes and simply did not scem to rate National 


Press coverage. Think of the unidentified podies found as 
they searched for the civil rights workers! 


And the problems and work are not limited to the South. 

We see the more subtle and insidious forms of prejudice and 
bigotry everywhere in the North...in employment... in 
education..in housing.....in law. Proof? Just look at all 
the mild fair housing ordinances rejected all over the 
country---and the recent passage of the segregationist 
amendment to the California State Constitution: known as 
Proposition 14, it prohibits the state legislature and/or 
any county or city from ever again even attempting to pass 
non-discriminatory legislation in housing. 


Some of you may say " I believe in the principle..but do 
not agree with CORE tactics. Isn't there a better way to 
accomplish ecuelit;?" 


Yes, perhaps there is a ' better ' way..but, I learned ~ 
through sad experience that almost no one responds to that 
way. if they had, we would not now need groups such as 
CORE...we would not now need to dramatise the situation 
through non-violent direct action and demonstrations. It 
is indeed a sad commentary on our Western ‘'éivilization that 
moral, religious and other high-minded -techniques do not 
work=---that nothing seems to work until you make 
discrimination public, uncomfortable, and, more important, 
unprofitable. CORE adopts stronger pressure methods only 
wy 2s 


after long investigations and negotiations--and then on 

all else fails. But the philosophy and tactics always 
remain non-violent. We want a better world when our work is 
done. 


When youth rises up. with guns against oppression in Hungary, | 
we cheer and call them heroes. In South Vietnam, the Middle. 
East and South America we also send foreign aid and more. 


Yet when citizens in the United States march quietly for 


their rignts or picket, or sit-in, - all noneviolently and 


without weapons--we condemn them, curse them and send in 
the police and dogs and fire hoses to roughly disperse them 
and prevent their protest.

To date, we have only dealt with surface issues. No one 
affected is going to settle for m@re tokenism. 


And how much rejoicing do you think there is over a bill 
known as the Civil Rights Act*’of 1964? A Bill that in 
simple language allows a man the right to sleep when he is 
tired and to eat when he is hungry. And this took the 
Federal Government of a " great democracy "? 


We need only look at the riots of the past summer. These 
were unorganized,hopeless people crying out in desperation. 
They had no leadership....and they recognize none. They 
were saying to you and us: ‘ : 


" You have accomplished little or nothing with 
your talk of love and brotherhood and your non- 
violent tactics. We are still the same....with the 
same rats in our homes...with the same crumbling

Rennie Holmes, Walter Kauffman, Lois Rogers, and Cleveland Wallace, staff members. 

Delegates still in need of housing were requested to consult with Sue Kovner, 
Housing Committee Chairman for the Convention. 

Delegates desiring to serve on the Constitution or Nominations Committees 
were asked to give their names to Virginia Burton. 

Members of the press were requested to leave the hall. 

While the committee lists were being compiled, a telegram from Chet Duncan, 
Western Regional Field Secretary, was read, announcing his resignation.

The Chair opened the meeting to discussion of regional structure, noting the 
drafts of a regional constitution submitted or to be submitted by the Regional 
Representatives, the Berkeley chapter, the S3erkeley Campus chapter, and the San 
Francisco chapter. 

Mal Purnstein suggested that in order to avoid duplication of discussion, the 
meéting should be adjourned, the committees should meet, and the Convention sub 
sequently reconvene to hear and take action on the committee reports. The Chair 
indicated it would entertain a motion to this effect. The motion was put by Doug 
Jones (Oakland) and seconded by Austin Coleman. Gene Novak proposed an amendment, 
viz., that there be no further discussion until the recommendations of the Consti- 
tution Committee are available. The amendment was seconded by Sarbara Brittin 
(Los Angeles). Both the amendment and the main motion carried, and the Chair inter- 
preted the motion to mean that both committees should mect at once. 

The’ Chair further ruled, in response to a suggestion from Art Silvers (Los 
Angeles), that the elections will take place in the Sunday morning session. 

The meeting was adjourned to 11:30 PM, when it was hoped that the Constitution 


Committee's report would be available.

MINUTES OF THE SECOND SESSION 


NOTE: Much of this session was devoted to a workshop in community 
involvement. No attempt has been made to work up comprehensive 
notes of the workshop discussions, since the entire proceedings 
have been recorded on tape, and the Regional Office will provide 
duplicate tapes to the chapters on request. Requests should be 
accompanied by blank tapes or the cash equivalent. Chapters will 
receive further details from the Regional Office. Coverage of the 
workshop discussions in these minutes will enable the chapters to 
indicate to the Regional Office which parts of the discussions they 
wish to have on tape, as well as provide a brief overview of the 
discussions as a whole. It is important that corrections to these 


The meeting was called to order in the second floor auditorium of the Elks 
Temple at 10:10 AM on Saturday, November 28th, by Hal Brown. The Chairman indi-- 
cated that the Constitution Committee had remained in session until two o'clock 
this morning; that its report could not be expected before 11:30 AM; and that 
the Convention would accordingly proceed to the Freedom House reports. 

The first report was given by Peggy Canady. Some time ago the Denver 
chapter became dissatisfied with the extent and depth of its involvement in and 
support from the Negro community. Up until this time the chapter had worked out 
of an upper middle class neighborhood. It decided upon a thoroughgoing change 
of approach, moved into the ghetto proper, and began a Freedom House project... 

The Denver Freedom House is entirely a Denver CORE project; the possibility of 
cooperating in the project with other groups which might be involved was considered, 
but rejected as giving rise to too many problems. The Freedom House and the 
chapter are one and the same, and no separation is foreseen. The work of the 
Freedom House is carried on by a number of committees. There is a block work 
committee to research the felt needs of the community; a housing committee which 
assists people desiring to move to other areas and also investigates such prob- 
lems as absentee landlordism; an employment committee which has operated so 
successfully that direct action is seldom necessary, and which also provides 
information about job openings; and a political action committee. The Freedom 
House is also used for various educational projects, such as courses in Negro 
history. (No tutorial program is offered because other groups are already filling 
this need.) A referral service to various community agencies is operated, pressure 
being brought to bear on the agencies, when necessary, by community leaders with 
CORE persons remaining in the background. The Freedom House is staffed by chapter 
members on a volunteer basis, and is open every day for from five to six hours: 

on Tuesday and Thursday mornings, and Monday, Wednesday and Friday afternoons. 
Chapter as well as community activities take place in the Freedom House during 

the evenings. There is no drop -out program as such, but a program is under way 

to make children more accessible to the learning process by exposing them to new 
kinds of experience (visits to unfamiliar parts of town, etc.). Much diffidence 
in the community about identifying with Freedom House has been overcome by per- 
Sistent work on the part of the block work committee operating in the community 
on the basis of continuing person-to-person encounters. ; 

The second Freedom House report was given by Gene Novak. The Oakland Freedom 
House was set up to help in the No on 14 campaign as a result of decisions at the 
statewide conference to map the campaign. The House was set up by the Alameda 
County CORE chapters and staffed by three to seven full-time subsistence workers 
who live on the premises. The Oakland Freedom House staff is now independent of 
any one.chapter. Some trouble has been experienced raising funds. The Freedom 
House: now has-a-staff of six. A constitution being prepared will provide that 
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Freedom House policy be made by staff and not be subject to other review. The Oak- 
land Freedom House staff is composed of both full- and part-time persons, and has 
requested that this Convention support the Freedom House movement financially and 
otherwise, and agree that each Freedom House have local policy autonomy and be re- 
presented at CORE conventions by delegates who would cast votes on matters affecting 
Freedom Houses, but not on other matters. 

A. discussion followed concerning the'‘useé of CORE's name by the Freedom House, 
in which Gene Drew (Chairman, Oakland CORE) indicated the need for a clarification 
of the kind and conditions of CORE support of the Freedom House and in general of 
the relationship between CORE and Freedom Houses throughout the region. Gene Novak 
indicated the difference between the settlement house approach, which is one of 
doing things for people, and that of the Freedom House, which is one of involving 
people in constructive self-activity. Bessie Gogol (Los Angeles) spoke against the 
use of CORE’s name by groups not uncer CORE*’s organizational discipline; Gene Novak 
pointed out that the Freedom House staff were committed to CORE rules for action. 
Bruce Boyd (Los Angeles) suggested the possibility of including the Freedom House 
staff within the regioaal task force structure, thus avoiding its control by chapters. 
A question was raised concerning the incorporation of Freedom House; Julian Frederick 
read a recent NAC decision forbidding incorporation of groups using CORE's name. 

It was decided to refer the entire question of the Oakland Freedom House to a 
committee consisting of Bernie Callahan (Marin)(Chairman), Gene Drew, Peggy Canady, 
Gretchen Kittredge (Berkeley Campus), Don Smith (Los Angeles), R.B. Cottonreader 
(San Francisco). Since the discussion of the question had become somewhat heated, 
Julian Frederick (Santa Clara Valley) asked the committee to bear in mind that we're 
all on the same side. 

Next item of business wes the community involvement workshop. The Ghair intro- 
duced Eileen Hernandez, who led the discussion. Mrs Hernandez began by indicating 
the problem as one of finding public involvement in our work and pointing out that 
there are in fact multiple publics, so that the approach should be to fix on a 
public most likely to respond, and then attempt to reach it in particular. Involve- 
ment implies doing things with people, not for them. It is important to know when 
to initiate a commmity project, and equally important to know when to let the 
project proceed under community rather than chapter initiative. 

Art Silvers (Los Angeles) described Los Angeles CORE's attempts at community 
involvement in recent years. 

Larry Gurley (Berkeley), indicated two alternative approaches to community in. 
volvement: the one in terms of seeking to enlist the community in CORE projects, 
the other in terms of putting the chapter behind attempts to satisfy the felt needs 
of the people in the commmity. This was to characterize much of the subsequent 
discussion. 

Georgia Lac2y (Oakland) spoke of the disparity between CORE’s self-image and 
the image of CORE prevalent in the comuunity, and indicated a need for greater 
self-awareness on the organiuation’s part. 

Julian Frederick stressed CORZ’s role as a direct action group acting in the 
community as a catalyst bringing about commmity self-activity and conscious self- 
government. 

Ambrose Brodus (San Diego) said that many problems in the present transition 
period were likely to arise from CORE people themselves. 

A member from the Oakiand chapter pointed out that community people frequently 
contact CORE hoping for immediate solutions to particular problems, where there 
usually can be no immediate solution until the need for continuing community organ- 
ization is met. 

A member from the San Diego chapter reported a recent increase in community 
involvement, in which education has been the focus. 

A member from Mid-Peninsula CORE reported success with formation of a "Committee 
for the Poor" working on the felt-needs approach. 

Julian Frederick indicated that the plurality of communities with which the 
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chapters have to £ (both racial and economic aa differentia being involved) 
frequently imposes a zig-zag course on community involvement and public relations 


work. 
Larry Gurley questioned the value of community support for its own sake; the 


value is instrumental. 
Herbert Mann (Los Angeles) spoke about the need for different approaches in 


the present second phase of the civil rights revolution. 
Eileen Hernandez stressed the value of the felt needs approach to community 


involvement work. 
Gene Walker (Oakland Freedom House) spoke about the need to find and involve 


key community people. 

Rill Rradley said that the people in the ghetto have a much clearer idea of 
where they are and where they want to go then CORE people frequently do, and 
stressed the need for CORE to implement programs developed by the people on the 
basis of their own felt needs. CORE should mark well the causes of Malcolm's and 


Garvey's successes. 


The meeting recessed for lunch, which was served on the third floor, and during 
which the discussion was continued. Principal participants in the discussion during 
lunch were Jack Weinberg, Robert Tyler (Sacramento), Norman Brown (San Francisco), 


Arthur Turner (San Francisco), Silvia Richards, Dave Friedman (Berkeley Campus), 
Larry Gurley, Bob Bailey (San Fernando Valley), and Austin Coleman (Phoenix). 
Discussion centered around the role of the church, political action, the importance 
of enlisting the support of women in the Negro community, the successes of nation- 
alist groups, and the nature of the dialogue between CORE and the community. 


The meeting reconvened after lunch at 4:10 PM. It was announced that the 
Constitution Committee's oo now éevailable, and that the adoption of a 
regional constitution was the next order of business. 

There was a roll call. Two questions were raised concerning voting ~~. ‘ 
rights. The first was whether the single delegate from Seattle CORE was entitled 
to cast all three votes for her chapter. The Chair ultimately ruled that this 
might be done. 

The second question was as to the number of votes to which campus chapters 
are entitled. John Gardenhire (Marin) was appointed parliamentarian. The Chair 
ruled that campus chapters are entitled to one vote. The ruling of the Chair was 
appealed on motion by Mal Burnstein, seconded by Jack Weinberg. The vote was 44 
to 19 in favor of the motion. Since more than two thirds voted yes, the chair was 
ro ata Campus chapters were accorded three votes, the same number as community 
chapters. 

Non-voting tellers were appointed. The Constitution Committee's report, in 
the form of a proposed regional constitution, having been distributed, Jesse 
Smallwood moved the adoption of Articles I. and II. There were numerous seconds, 
and the motion carried. 

Mal Burnstein moved the adoption of Article III. Barbara Brittin seconded 
the motion. There was some discussion of the right of this Convention to adopt 
a constitution at variance with provisions of the National Constitution. Will 
Ussery indicated that this could be done provisionally. Mal Burnstein remarked 
that it was a matter of adding to, rather than deleting from, .the National Consti- 
tution. The question was called and the motion carried. 

Art Silvers put and Barbara Brittin seconded a motion to adopt Article IV. 
After discussion of the status of Alaska and Hawaii, the maker of the motion amended 
it by addition of a District 5, Alaska, and District 6, Hawaii. The original second 
was withdrawn and the motion as amended was seconded by Don Smith. Barbara Brittin 
made a substitute motion to adopt the Article with amendment assigning Alaska to 
District 3 and Hawaii to District 1. The substitute motion was seconded by Silvia 
Richards and carried. 

Mal Burnstein put and Silvia Richards seconded a moti6n to adopt Article V. 
The motion was carried. 
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Jack Weinberg moved the adoption of Article VI. There were numerous seconds 
and the motion carried. 

Jack Weinberg put and Jesse Smallwood seconded a motion to adopt Article VII. 
The motion carried. 

Wilbert Smallwood put and Jesse Smallwood seconded a motion to adopt Article 
VIII. Julian Frederick put and Jesse Smaliwood seconded a motion to amend Section 
2 of this Article by adding to its first sentence the words "or a 2/3 vote of the 
chapters within the Region". The amendment was carried. Jack Weinberg put and 
Cleveland Wallace seconded a motion to adopt the Article as amended. The motidn 
carried. 

Jack Weinberg put and Barbara Brittin seconded a motion to adopt Article IX. 
The motion carricd. 

Jack Weinberg moved to correct an oversight in copying by deleting the second 
sentences in Article V., Section 1, Paragraphs B and D of the Committee’s report. 
The motion received numerous seconds, and carried. 

Gene’ Novak put and Jack Weinberg seconded a motion to add to Article III., 
Section 2, the following language: "The RAC shall have the power to raise such moneys 
as are necessary to carry out its purposes." Jack Weinberg moved an amendment to 
add to this the following language: "No tax shall be levied on the chapters without 
the approval of two thirds of the chapters in the Region." There were numerous 
seconds. Both the amendment and the main motion carried. 

Jesse Smallwood moved the adoption of the proposed constitution as amended. 

Don Smith seconded the motion. The motion carried. 

Victor Levin (Berkeley Campus) moved that the Nominations Committee be charged 
with coordinating and announcing the results of the district caucuses and discharged 
of its other responsibilities, which are unnecessary under the Regional Constitution. 
The motion received numerous seconds, and carried. 

Don Smith asked for instructions as to what offices were to be filled by the 
district caucuses. Jack Weinberg instructed the meeting that each caucus should 
elect one District Chairman and five District Representatives. 

It was ruled by the Chair that Ristrict 3, having but one delegate present, 
might have a thirty day delay to report the results of its caucus. 

Dave Friedman moved the adoption of a Bylaw to the effect that when a district 
has five or more chapters, no more than one District Representative may be elected 
from a single chapter. The Chair ruled to this effect. 

Doug Jones (Oakland) moved that this Regional Convention petition the National 
Convention that the Western Regional Vice-Chairman and Representatives be elected 
by the Western Regional Convention. The motion was seconded by Cleveland Wallace 
and adopted unanimously. 

Doug Jones moved that this Regional Convention petition the National Convention 
to delete Article XII of the National Constitution and insert in its place a pro- 
vision for regional conventions which will structure their own regional action 
councils. The motion was seconded by numerous delegates and carried unanimously. 

The Chair called for corrections and additions to the minutes of the first 
session, previously distributed. It was noted that the amendment attributed to 
Gene Novak in the eleventh paragraph is properly attributed to Gene Drew; and 
that the name of Julian Frederick should be added to the list of members of the 
Nominations Committee. The minutes were accepted as corrected. 

Art Silvers moved to commend the Constitution Committee for its work. The 
motion received numerous seconds and was adopted unanimously. 

Persons wishing to serve on the Resolutions Committee were asked to give their 
names to Virginia Burton. 

Cleveland Wallace moved that Bruce Boyd be appointed Convention Recorder. 
Silvia Richards seconded the motion, which carried. 

The agenda of Sunday"s session was announced: Bank of America Project Report, 
Freedom House Committee Report, remainder of items as indicated in original agenda. 
The Chair called for volunteers to chair the meetings of the District Caucuses. 
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Volunteers’ were as follows: District 1, Don Smith; District 2, Gene Drew; 
District 4, Irma Fleming (Denver). District 3 will caucus and report within thirty 
days. 

The meeting was adjourned to Sunday morning.

The first item on the agenda was the Bank of America Regional Action Project 
Report, which was given by Sill Bradley. The Report is iacluded as an appendix to 
the minutes of this session. 

The report of the Nominations Committee was brought by its Ghairman, Peggy 
Canady. Results of the District Caucuses to select District Chairmen and Repre- 
sentatives were announced as follows:

(The Chairman and Representatives for District 3 will be announced within thirty 
days.) On motion by Peggy Canady seconded by Charlesetta Ford (Richmond), the Com- 
mittee's report was approved. 

Will Ussery observed that the establishment of a regional structure was a 
major accomplishment of this Convention; that very serious problems of the organi- 
zation were brought out by example in the nit-picking ("literal intellectual 
masturbation with Robert's Rules of Order") occasionally engaged in during the 
Convention (this kind of behavior can be a serious obstacle to community involve- 
ment) and in the politicking that took place in the District Two Caucus, as a re- 
sult of which one of the most active chapters of the Region (San Francisco) is 
without District Representation on the RAC; and that a solution must be found to 
these problems, which should be seriously discussed in the chapters’ membership 
meetings. On the asset side it was observed that Hal Srown is an outstandingly 
able Regional Vice-Chairman, and that the Western Region, as well as having set 
up good machinery for the democratic solution of its problems, has a better 
chapter base than several of the regions in CORE. 

Robert Tyler (Sacramento) brought his chapter's proposal for a California 
Housing Project. The proposal was ordered referred to the RAC, together with a 
similar proposal from the Los Angeles chapter. 

The Chair requested that draft resolutions be transmitted to members of the 


Resolutions Committee, viz., Julian Frederick, Bob Bailey, John Clarke, Jr. (Phoenix), 


Bob McNamara, and Gene Drew, and indicated that if time did not permit consideration 
of draft resolutions on the floor of the Gonvention, they would be forwarded to 
the chapters for consideration by chapter membership meetings. 

By way of leading off a general discussion of CORE's direction in the next 
period, Virginia Burton read the paragraphs on political action in the most recent 
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NAC Minutes. , 
Jack Weinberg inquired whether the chapters might submit position papers on the 


general direction of the organization for consideration by the RAC and NAC. The 
reply was in the affirmative. 

Mal Burnstein cautioned the delegates that CORE should beware the dangers of 
preclusive concern with political action narroBly conceived. 

Julian Frederick spoke of the advantages that might accrue to CORE in conse- 
quence of the organization's use of political endorsements as a technique. Doug 
Jones spoke in a similar vein. 

The Chair asked that no motions be made by way of determining policy on 
political action owing to the small number of delegates present on the floor at 
this point, and recommended that the chapters seek clarification of the NAC policy 
in particular terms. 

Rodney Fletcher (Los Angeles) inquired whether CORE's political action was to 
be limited to activities within the two-party system. The reply was in the negative. 

Robert Tyler remarked the dangers of partisan political involvement, and 
mentioned the possibility of CORE running candidates of its own, particularly in 
local nonpartisan elections. Julian Frederick concurred in noting the dangers of 
partisan involvement, which can become a trap, CORE’s falling into which could 
easily result in loss of bargaining power. 

A telegram from Donnie's Grill, caterer to the Convention, expressing their 
pleasure in participating in the event, was read by Claude Liggins (Los Angeles), 
and the Convention recessed for lunch. 


Upon reconvening, the Chair announced that a meeting of the RAC with chapter 
chairmen would be held directly after adjournment of the Convention. 

The report of the Freedom House Committee was brought by the Committee Chair- 
man, Pernie Callaghan. Committee’s recommendations were as follows: 1) Any Free-- 
dom House that does not fall under the policy making procedures of the local or 
sponsoring CORE chapter or chapters may not have the right to identify itself with 
the name CORE; 2) Sponsoring CORE chapter or chapters, solely, have the power of 
policy making for Freedom Houses; 3) The sponsoring CORE chapter or chapters have 

' the authority to provide for programs of finance for Freedom Houses in any manner 
it sees fit, in accord with accepted CORE policy; 4) This Committee believes at 
this time that the concept of the Freedom House is proving itself as a valuable 
asset in the civil rights movement. We further realize the potential value of the 
Freedom House movement and encourage its use as an integral part of CORE. On 
motion by Bernie Callaghan, seconded by Arthur Turner, the Committee's report was 
accepted. 

There was much discussion of whether or not the staff of a Freedom House 
operating under CORE’s name should have autonomous policy-making powers. Three 
viewpoints were presented: that it should have no such powers (the Committee's 
recommendation); that it should make policy for its own operations; that it should 
exercise such powers under the direction of the Regional Field Secretary and his 
staff. Irma Fleming (Denver) put and Cleveland Wallace seconded a motion to turn 
the matter of the West Oakland Freedom House to the RAC. The Chair disallowed the 
motion, ruling that the matter should be settled by this Convention. Irma Fleming 
put and Cleveland Wallace seconded a motion to adopt the Committee's report. 

After further discussion, the motion carried. 

The Chair called for additions or corrections to the minutes of Saturday's 
session, copies of which had been distributed to the delegates. There being no 
additions or corrections, the minutes were accepted as presented. 

Pill Bradley announced that the San Francisco chapter had learned through 
correspondence with Mrs Chaney, mother of James Chaney, that she and at least 
part of her family desired to remove to California. On motion by Cleveland Wallace 
seconded by Pob Dailey, it was decided that the chapters of the Western Region 
assist the Chaney family to remove from Nississippi by sending contributions 
earmarked for that purpose to the Regional Office within two weeks; and that this 
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should be done without publicity, to avoid retaliation against the family. The Bakers- 
field chapter undertook to provide housing for the family, which has relations there. 

On motion by Ambrose Drodus seconded by Caroline Murdock, .it was decided to 
refer the report of the Resolutions Committee to the RAC. The motion carried. 

Irma Fleming asked the Chair’s leave to withdraw a brief resolution from the 
Gommittee’s report and present it directly to the Convention. This was allowed, 
and the motion was presented that the NAC not fill the vacancy created by Chet 
Duncan's resignation as Regional Field Secretary until it could consider the RAC's 
recommendations as to his successor. The motion was seconded by Wilbert Smallwood, 
and carried. 

The Chair expressed the thanks of the Convention to Barbara BDrittin and Claude 
Liggins, Cochairmen of the Convention Committee, and other members of the Los 
Angeles chapter who had helped in making the Convention a success. 

It was announced that a joint meeting of chapter chairmen and the RAC would 
take place immediately following adjournment without removing to another place. The 


Convention was adjourned at 5 PH.

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BANK OF AMERICA REPORT: SUBMITTED TO THE RAC 
Bill Bradley - San Francisco CORE 


To the Western Region-and the state of California:. I am Bill Bradley and I am pre- 
senting this report in behalf of the Statewide Negotiating Team. 


This report will attempt to critically asses the; accomplishments and failures of the 
Bank of America project. It will attempt to provide proposals for the execution of 
future statewide or regional projects. 


At the outset may I report that the statewide chapters of the Congress of Racial 
Equality have achieved a great victory. At the beginning of this project the Bank 
of America had a total of 28,856.00 employees. Of this number less than 2% were 
Negro; by the bank's own edmission, less than 11% were members of other minority 
groups. In other words the Bank had done practically nothing to promote the 
hiring of Negroes, and had done vety little in attempting to seek out and hire 
members of other racial minorities. 


Beyord this, at the beginning of the project the Bank of America did not have an 
affirmative.program of equal opportunity employment. Prior to CORE's discussions 
with the Bank of America, it had not indicated any particular interests in in- 
volving itself in any regular relationship with the FEPC, 


Also in the initial stages the Bank of America had indicated no desire to provide 
statistical repotts of their progress to either a governmental or non-governmental 
agency. Prior to CORE negotiation activity that bank had not indicated, the 
siightest willingness to appoint.a top management person as a human relations 
director. -Prior to CORE negotiations: the bank had only a vague understanding of 
the concept of compensatory employment. Finally, prior to. CORE negotiations the 
bank had not made a single attempt to place Negroes in high management positions. 


After a period of five months of negotiations and demonstrations, it is my pleasure 
to report to statewide CORE the following: 


(1) Over a five month period of time the number of Negroes employed in the Bank 
of America. rose from 1.9% to.2.9%. .The number of nonwhites increased from 11% to 
13.31%. In other words. the bank managed to hire more Negroes (indistinguishable) 
pefiod of time than : it. had. mnaged to hire during any ten’ year period of its 
existence, Between,the months of May and July, 37% of all of the banks new 

hires were Negroes; during: that period of time the number of Negro employees 
increased from 635 to 872... Through CORE direct action pressure our unilateral 

goal demand (that the Bank hire between 300 and 800 Negroes and other Non-whites) 
was easily met. The bank's overall progress in the hiring of Neggees and non- 
whites indicates that the Bank has moved from the stage of hiring practically no 
Negroes to the stage of compensatory hiring. The facts speak for themselves, and 
they indicate that the bank believes that Negroes must be given a special treatment 
in hiring. Let there be no mistake about it, determined marching feet accomplished 
this feat. Economic and psychological pressure exerted by some of the 26 chapters 
accounted: for the new policy of equal opportunity employment in the Bank of America, 


(2) Asa direct result of CORE direct action pressure the FEPC’s role has been 
strengthened in the area of employment. A bank which opposed the creation of a 
FEPC has seen fit to establish a cooperative relationship with the FEPC which 
provides for the giving of detailed statistical data pertaining to the progress of 
hiring of Negroes and other Minorities. This information has been made available 
to CORE in detailed form. In this respect we are fortunate to have an agency which 
has staff that can devote its full energies to evaluating the Bank's hiring policies, 
The effectiveness of this procedure depends upon CORE's willingness to continually 
show an interest in the Bank's hiring practices through evaluating the FEPC 

report and making such evaluations known to the public, the bank and the FEPC, 
FEPC's interests in the Bank of America project is directly related to CORE's 
interests in the bank's hiring policies. 


(3) As a result of CORE negotiation and CORE direct action pressure the bank has 
appointed a top management person as human relations director. If you remember 
this concession was made on June 1. However at that time the person appointed to 
this position had received no training in human relations and CORE demanded that 
this be corrected. In Augues the bank began implementation of a human relations 
training program for the Human Relations Director. It is important that top 
Management people have.an understanding and respect for black people. It is cer- 
tainly clear that top management people in the area of personnel needed human 
relations training. Do not believe for one moment that this position is a cureall; 
at most it is an improvement over what previously existed. As a matter of fact 
it is very important that the Human Relations Director is continually evaluated 
and in general watched.

(4) Through CORE negotiation anit ‘direct action Pressure a number of Negroes were 
appointed to high executive positions. In May Lloyd Scott was appointed assistant 
trust officer; Mr. Murrow was appointed as Vice President to the Bank of America. °

do with his being hired. I think that there are some who would disagree. Prior to

We still have not managed to obtain a 
meeting with the bank in order to evaluate their progress and ‘to obtain an under-. 
standing’.on any matters that may still remain undecided. --'To be pérfectly frank AS: 
seems: very. unlikely that we will obtain such a’ meeting; however we do not at this 
stage entirély rule’ out the possibility. We are still awaiting a'reply from the 
Bank to our last letter in which we requested a meeting with the bank we have a 
eer of alternatives which are Listed. under reccameniations. ,

including the problems of initiating statewide projects; the problem of communica- 
tions between the team and the chapters and between. team'members; the problem of 
balancing secrecy with democracy; the problem of developing profession public .. 
relations, and the problem of coordination and dissemination of public relations 
material’ in:a statewide project; the problems inherent in middle class omen ee 
tions that are extremely removed from the black Ccommunt ty +: * bg 


To eanin with there are certain problems srheieitt th a unified statewide or regional 
project. Since one of a direct action nature has never been undertaken before in 
the North, let alone in California, CORE meitbers tend to be surprised when they ., 
hear that a statewide project which their chapter had approved is now being: imple-.: “4 
mented, ~ They are surptised because many decisions are made at regional conventions: 
and few are carried out. For example the chapters in California have approved the 
public utilities project, but who knows where the project ‘is. right now and where . 
it is going. Therefore it can be assumed that many chapters were surprised when. | 
they hear that CORE was negotiating with the Bank of America. I-think that particu-.. 
larly ‘those chapters in Southern California were much more likely to feel this way 
than those. in the Bay’ Area, but this was a common feelings | wi 


One of. Cue major problems in the project was a: preblam of communication. ‘the. ail 
tiating team relied heavily upon two techniques for statewide communication to the =: 
CORE. chapters. The first technique was joint executive meetings called in northern 
and southern California. At important stages of the’ project joint executive board 

meetings were held to clarify positions and direction. Our objective in.the joint 

executive board meetings was to instill in chapter leadership a feeling for the -:- 
project and for that particular phase of the project. . By this we mean that we 

hoped to so ‘completely familiarize leadership with the project: that. it could fully: 

inform its eer of the project and of watever bee's ary: were being advanced, 


The second tectnique of communication was in writing. Position papers were , developed 
on every important aspect of the project. For example on March 14 a position | 

paper was. mailed to all chapter chairmen in California informing them of our nego- 
tiation strategy. The letter was an attempt to keep the chapter fully informed of 
all developments that were ‘anticipated . in the project. ‘A week after the bank- 

FEPC understanding a detailed paper was sent to each chapter;* it fully explained... 

the position of statewide CORE on the FEPC - B of A understanding. Along with this 
was contained a suggested press release and proposed responses to questions. that 
might be raised on the new position. Finally on at least two occasions statewide 
progress reports on direct actions were sent to California CORE chapters, 


In the areatef chapter communications a number of conclusions can be reached. To 
begin with internal communication between chapters and within chapters is of highest 
importance... With it a member can be given reason and justification (if he agrees 
with the decisions) for carrging on. Without it his cause becomes whatever the 
newspapers say it is.- Furthermore good internal communications provides a basis for 
sound communication with the press and public. It is clear that there were a lot 

of uninformed and misinformed people in the B of A project. Why? | 


Part of the answer. is that information which was received by a chapter chairman was 
not communicated to the general membership. I could cite at least ten instances in 
which for one reason or another the chapter chairman and/or committee chairman or 
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: ef@bitive officer was not (Vaunttatea to the general member lp. Chet Duncan had 
commented on this failure on numerous occasions. In a way this is not hard to under- 
stand. We are a volunteer organization and at times our procedures tend to be 
sloppy! at. times messages that are received into the office for a particular person 
never seem to reach that person. Perhaps to a degree communication within the 
chapter was hampered by a poor umlerstanding of the information received in either 

a joint executive board meeting, or in writing. 


Perhaps on occasion the information was obtained, understood and communicated. but the 
- membership simply disagreed with the position. In this case the proper procedure 
would have been to voice the complaint to the negotiating team or to the Regional 
Field Secretary. This was not done. 


Perhaps the most serious error in communication occurred when B of A and FEPC 
reached an understanding on hiring of minorities; the negotiating teamshould have 
responded immediately. However, instead, the team took a week before it could for- 
mulate a response. During that period I as chairman of the negotiating team was 

in jail serving five days for contempt of court which arose out of a civil rights 
trial. My absence is no excuse. As chairman of the team I assume responsibility 
for this indecision. The delay of one week put chapters in the position of having no 
response -to questions like "Why is CORE still in the streets? Don't you know that 
the bank is an equal opportunity employer since signing with the FEPC?" During 

the lull many CORE members became convinced that there was no longer a good reason 
for staying in the streets. It was during this period that direct action parti- 
cipation on the part of many chapters took a real dive. However it must be pointed 
out that while this was a serious error, it was not as serious as the consistent 
lack of direct action participation of the majority of CORE se throughout 

the project. 


In this area of team to chapter communication one ‘thine is very chiar and that is 
that nothing takes the place of verbal commmication. Ideally the best form of 
communication is that which occurs between the team members and the general 
membership. Also the state needed continuous reports on direct action, which they 
did not receive. 


Another problem area was communication between team members. To begin with the 
only commnication that occured prior to a team meeting was a phone call announcing 
the time and place of the meeting. Certainly phone communication could have been 
used mére than it was. Secondly, quite often the team had to meet on very short 
notice; usually this couldn't be avoided, however on a number of occasions it could 
have been avoided if a little more planning had been done by the team in advarice. 


A serious problem in the B of A project was the problem of finding a balance between 
democracy and secrecy. Remember the Bank of America is the largest banking 
institution in the world; their power to do evil is great. The negotiating team 
operated under great pressures -- on the one hand a chapter could easily face legal 
liability if some of our decisions were disclosed to the public, and on the other 
hand we could lose the project if CORE members felt that they were being arbitrary 
excluded from certain knowledge or information. This meant that policy could always . 
be communicated to the chapter membership, but at times details could not be communi- 
cated, because on ocaasion serious legal objections could be raised. It is the 
feeling of the negotiating team that there is no way of avoiding this problem unless 
we all want to suffer being sued right out of existence. The mistake that was 
probably made involved over-emphasizing the need for secrecy. Even this area is 
plagued with difficulties. | 


While CORE is not engaged in a popularity contest and will never win one, it is still 
important that we do everything within our power to win the public relations battle 
(even though we won't). In this respect the project had its high and low points. 
During the: two months of negotiations public relations for CORE was actually better 
than the bank's. CORE entered the first negotiation session billed as the irres- 
ponsible actions for action'’s sake organization; we left the meeting as an organiza- 
tion who had demonstrated an ability to be friendly and understanding, and therefore 
reasonable. - Furthermore for a period of two months CORE managed to establish the 
fact that CORE negotiations prior to direct action -- and most important, negotiates 
in good faith. Two and a half months of negotiations is a pretty good indication of 
the good intentions of CORE, 


We had other high points in P.R. We managed to get a full page letter published in 
a number of the newspapers, on the topic of "Why FEPC could not fully handle the 

B of A employment problem. We had not enly established that we negotiate but that 
we deserved to reach an umerstanding, simply because the FEPC wasn't able to handle 
the problem of itself. To this must be added the old adage that once you hit the 
bricks, that's it. From then on wage a good PR war, but don't expect a sympathetic 
press and don't expect to beat (especially) the largest banking institution in the 
world; a bank which controls most of the press in California, at least on crucial 
issues. In spite of all of this it can still be said that we could have done better 
in waging an affirmative PR campaign in sats consistently based our press on 
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ssihicsiniahdath of what. the other: side was going to do, and not on reaction to what hed 
already been done. 


Last but not least, CORE, as a “middle class cupiiniaatinan has some inherent 

weaknesses. When the wires are down, we can't communicate, By this I mean that when. 
things get real hot and every one from the governor down to the major to the garbage 
collector screams, :'You have no reason for being in the streets,” ' we can't respond

THE PROGRAM - 1, Publicize our organization's clean-up-the-slums program, which hs 
to culminate in a massive rent strike to make the landlords clean them up. This 
type of activity could be designed to let the apartment house owners get some of the 
“publicity”. If landlords clean up Negro ghettos their white apartment house 
residents will begin complaining about upkeep too. The residents involved in the 
rent strikes should be well informed on the ordinances and codes. 


2. Study the community needs for public housing, utilizing the project worker 
as a resource person, and make a presentation to local government. Agitate for well- 
planned projects. Next to Negroes, the realtors fear public housing most. Propose 
a sOlution; i.e., board of supervisors buy government resales to provide integrated 
rental housing in all-white areas, or build government housing projects.

One copy of such proposalsto eath«member of the RAC at least one week in advance of 
any given RAC meeting.

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WENTY-SEVEN CORE Freedom Riders, 

many of them fresh from beatings with 

fists, boots and iron bars, stood in their 
cells in the Hinds County, Mississippi, jail 
and sang. They sang new versions of old folk 
and gospel songs such as “We Shall Overcome 
Someday.” “For the first time in history,” 
wrote James Farmer, CORE’s national director 
and one of the jailed Freedom Riders, “the 
Hinds County jail rocked with unrestrained 
singing of songs about freedom and brother- 
hood.” 

For the first time, too, the words of “We 
Shall Overcome” began to acquire reality for 
opponents of segregation in the Deep South. 
The Freedom Rides eventually desegregated 
120 interstate bus terminals. But more impor- 
tant, they. showed that non-violent action 
worked in the fight against racial discrimina- 
tion even in the deepest part of the South. 
The Rides, like the sit-ins before them, demon- 
strated that anyone who opposed segregation 
—student, housewife or laborer—could drive 
a nail into the cofin of Jim Crow. They 
spurred the rapid spread of civil rights 
activity throughout the South and the entire 
country. 

By the spring and summer of 1963, thou- 
sands of Americans, tired of waiting for their 


James Farmer leads New York picket demonstration, 
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fellow-citizens to honor the Bill of Rights, 
had carried their protest into the streets. In 
the South, they braved fire hoses and police 
dogs, filled the jails, and kept coming. Clergy- 
men and young children joined the marchers 
and the imprisoned. Jail became a mark of 
honor. America was learning what Thoreau 
meant 120 years before when Emerson asked 
him why he was in jail for refusing to pay 
a poll tax and he replied, “Why are you 
not here?” 

The demonstrations made headlines across 
the United States. And cracks began to appear 
in the color barrier. Public officials in many 
areas, discovering that they could not stop 
the demonstrations, began to cooperate in 
desegregation. Many businesses and public 
facilities were affected. 

In the North, demonstrators protested 
against de facto segregation in housing, edu- 
cation and employment, and filled government 
offices in patient but determined sit-ins to gain 
more than campaign promises from liberal 
politicians. Here, too, many went to jail. And 
here, too, the progress made was a hint of the 
progress to come. A dramatic change in 
American society was plainly in the making, 
and it was the result of a dramatic change in 
anti-discrimination tactics. 

For too long, and for too many people, 
“segregation,” “civil rights” and “racial equal- 
ity” had been abstractions. They had inspired 
meetings, speeches and, sometimes, violent 
emotions, but very little constructive action. 

The first CORE group was organized in 
1942 by Farmer and a group of students at 
the University of Chicago who believed that 
it was time, in his words, “to substitute bodies 
for exhortations.” The bodies went into service 
immediately in sit-ins and on picket lines. 
CORE spread across the country as its local 
chapters pioneered in non-violent techniques. 


CORE stand-in at a theatre in Tallahassee, Florida. 


Its early victories included desegregation of 
dime store lunch counters in St. Louis and 
Baltimore, theatres in Denver and Washing- 
ton, a swimming pool at the Palisades Amuse- 
ment Park in New Jersey. The list has kept 
growing. 

There were sit-ins at Miami lunch counters, 
a Pilgrimage of Prayer in Richmond to 
protest the closing of Virginia’s public schools, 
a campaign for voter registration in four 
counties of South Carolina. During the first 
year of that campaign, new Negro voters in 
one precinct elected 16 of 17 representatives 
to the Democratic county convention. In 
Columbia, the Negro vote was decisive in 
defeating a segregationist candidate for mayor. 
In recent years, CORE chapters have been 
operating extensively in the Deep South, con- 
centrating on the fundamental problems of 
voter’registration, Negro employment and 
integration of public accomodations. 

CORE’s non-violent methods have also been 
increasingly effective in desegregating employ- 
ment, schools and housing in the North. CORE 
is content with neither promises nor tokenism, 
and its aggressiveness has sometimes provoked 
criticism. At one point, The New York Times 
complained editorially that CORE’s tactics 


were inconveniencing “innocent bystanders.” 


oe

CORE replied that, on the issue of civil rights, 
there can be no innocent bystanders. Those 
who stand by while others are made targets 
for discrimination and bigotry must share 
in the guilt. 

By the time sit-ins attracted national atten- 
tion in 1960, direct action had been enabling 
CORE members to fight discrimination in their 
own communities for 18 years. CORE’s action 


projects have been carried out by local people 
whenever appropriate, and they have always 
been non-violent. Why non-violent? CORE 
seeks understanding, not physical victory. It 
seeks to win the friendship, respect and even 
support of those whose racial policies it 
opposes. People cannot be bludgeoned into a 
feeling of equality. Integration, if it is not 
to be tense and artificial, must, in CORE’s 
view, be more than an armed truce. Real 
racial equality can be attained only through co- 
operation; not the grudging co-operation one 
exacts from a beaten opponent, but the volun- 
tary interaction of two parties working toward 
a solution of a mutual problem. 

CORE sees discrimination as a problem for 
all Americans. Not just Negroes suffer from 
it and not just Negroes will profit when it 
is eliminated. Furthermore, Negroes alone 
cannot eliminate it. Equality cannot be seized 
any more than it can be gi.en. It must be a 
shared experience. 


RE is an inter-racial group. Membership 

involves no religious afhliation. It is open to 

anybody who opposes racial discrimination, 
who wants to fight it and who will adhere to 
CORE’s rules. The only people not welcome 
in CORE are “those Americans whose loyalty 
is primarily to a foreign power and those 
whose tactics and beliefs are contrary to 
democracy and human values.” CORE has 
only one enemy: discrimination, and only one 
function: to fight that enemy. It has no desire 
to complicate its task by acquiring a sub- 
versive taint, and it avoids partisan politics of 
any kind. 

CORE is inter-racial at all levels. National 
action projects usually involve more-or-less 
equal numbers of Negroes and whites. Local 
chapters try to maintain inter-racial member- 
ships, but segregated housing and the nature 
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! of the community sometimes make this dif- 
: ficult. 

| Much of CORE’s work is carried on by its 
chapters. These vary in structure according 
to their locations and the specific problems 
they face. They support themselves through 
membership dues and contributions from local 
supporters. 

Every active member of CORE belongs to 
a chapter. He must agree to abide by CORE’s 
national constitution as well as the rules of 
his local group. Often, he is asked to serve a 
period of trial membership. 

National CORE performs a variety of func- 
tions. Over the years, it has expanded to meet 
the growing demands on it. Until 1956, the 
national ofice was manned entirely by volun- 
teers. It has since acquired a paid, full-time 
staff, although many jobs are still done by 
volunteers. Many field representatives in the 
South perform their dificult and hazardous 
work for $25 a week. 

The national office co-ordinates the work of 
its local chapters. It organizes training con- 
ferences and workshops which teach the 
theory and practice of non-violent action and 
give chapters an opportunity to exchange 
ideas and information, Its field staff encour- 
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Sit-in at Mayor Wagner’s office in New York City. 


ages the formation of new groups and assists 
existing ones. 

Information is a major function of the 
national office. The CORElator, its bimonthly 
newspaper, publicizes action projects carried 
on by both national and local organizations. 
CORE also issues booklets and other material 
describing its fight against discrimination. 

National CORE plans and carries out ac- 
tion projects which are designed to focus 
attention on problems of national significance. 
The Freedom Rides, in 1961, are the best- 
known example of this. 

National policy is set by CORE’s annual 
convention. A national action council carries 
out planning and decides questions of policy 
that arise between conventions with assistance 
from a national advisory committee. Policy 
and planning are based on CORE’s consti- 
tution and its Rules For Action. 


HE Rules For Action are intended as a 
guide for all CORE members, and es- 
pecially for participants in action projects. 
There are thirteen rules: 

e A CORE member will investigate 
the facts carefully before deciding 


whether or not racial injustice exists in 
a given situation. 


Investigation is the first step in any CORE 
action project. The CORE member must 
ascertain, first of all, whether there is dis- 
crimination and, if so, the details of it. 
Investigation is necessary to keep CORE 
chapters from taking unjustified action. In 
one case of reported discrimination, Negroes 
who were refused service in a restaurant 
turned out to have been improperly dressed; 
in another case, the would-be customers were 
children, too young to have been served even 
if they had been white. Investigation proved

that neither restaurant had any racial bias. 
Obviously, these are the exceptions. 


© A CORE member will seek at all 
times to understand the attitude of the 
person responsible for a policy of racial 
discrimination, and the social situation 
which engendered the attitude. The 
CORE member will be flexible and crea- 
tive, showing a willingness to participate ; 
in experiments which seem constructive, 
while being careful not to compromise 


CORE’s principles. 
CORE believes in being practical. Once 


segregation has been shown to exist, CORE 
does not immediately stage a sit-in or a 
| stand-in, form a picket line or pass out leaflets. 
It first tries to meet with someone in authority, 
if possible the manager or owner of the 
establishment, to discuss the problem with

A manager may refuse to desegregate be- 

cause he fears that white customers will object, 

that Negro customers will be rowdy or that 

their presence will touch off a disturbance; 

in short, that something will happen to disrupt 

! his business. Actually, as the Southern Region- 
al Council reported in the aftermath of the 

1960 sit-ins, ““No store in the South which has 

. opened its lunch counters to Negroes has 
reported a loss in business. . . . White cus- 

tomers have observed the change calmly for 

the most part and without a break in their 
shopping routine.” A reluctant manager some- 

times can be persuaded that his fears are 
groundless by sending in small inter-racial 

or Negro groups as tests. The acceptance of

test groups can be an important first step to 
total desegregation, but it is not the same 
thing and should not be accepted as a sub- 
stitute. 


e A CORE member will make a sin- 
cere effort to avoid malice and hatred 


toward any group or individual. 


Non-violence means more than refraining 
from physical aggression. It is a positive ap- 
proach to the problems of racial discrimin- 
ation for people who believe that racial 
brotherhood must be more than a slogan and 
that there is already more than enough hatred 
in race relations. 


e A CORE member will never use 
malicious slogans or labels to discredit 
any opponent, 


Vindictiveness and personal attacks have no 
place in CORE’s program. They do not win 
friends, respect or support-for the group or 
its cause and, anyway, verbal abuse reflects 
most unfavorably on the speaker. This does 
not mean that CORE members should not 
criticize loudly and persistently. But they 
should direct their criticism to the action— 
not the person. 


Publicizing discrimination has a big place 
in CORE’s action program. Any group 
engaged in an action project should first enlist 
community support. Sympathetic individuals, 
the more prominent the better, church groups, 
labor unions and other civil rights organ- 


izations should be approached. Newspaper — 


support should be obtained where possible. 
The CORE group should also inform the 
general public by picketing, passing out leaf- 
lets and issuing public statements. 


e A CORE member will be willing to 
admit mistakes. 


CORE is dogmatic about only one thing: 
racial equality. A hardened attitude does not 


serve its purposes. 


e A member will meet the anger of 
any individual or group in the spirit of 
good will and creative reconciliation: he 
will submit to assault and will not re- 
taliate in kind either by act or word. 


If negotiation over a reasonable length of 
time fails to desegregate an establishment, 
the CORE group resorts to the direct challenge. 
The form of the challenge depends on the 
type of establishment to be desegregated. Sit- 
ins can be employed in restaurants and lunch 
counters, standing lines at theatres, wade-ins 
at beaches. Boycotts can be extremely effective. 
The businessman who refuses to desegregate 
for fear he will lose business learns that he 
will lose much more business by persisting in 
his discriminatory policy. 

In any action project, the CORE demon- 
strator exposes himself to the possibility of 
physical attack. CORE members have had to 
walk through crowds wielding clubs knowing 
full well that there would be no police pro- 
tection. This requires not only courage but 
preparation. 
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Florida A & M students head for a demonstration.

Every CORE chapter gives its members 
training in non-violent techniques before 
embarking on an action project. Every demon- 
strator must know how to comport himself 
properly and be sure that he can do so under 
the greatest stress. Training sessions can teach 
him what to do and place him in hypothetical 
situations, but the strength to meet attack with- 
out retaliating or retreating must come from 


within. Gandhi, a major source of CORE’s 
philosophy, once wrote that “nonviolence is 
not a cover for cowardice; it is the supreme 
virtue of the brave.” 


e A member will never engage in any 
action in the name of the group except 
when authorized by the group or one of 
its action units. 


CORE’s reputation for principled and re- 
sponsible action is its most important asset. 
It asks members not to jeopardize this repu- 
tation by irresponsible behavior. 


e When in an action project, a CORE 
member will obey the orders issued by 
the authorized leader or spokesman of 
the project, whether these orders please 
him or not. If he does not approve of 
such orders, he shall later refer the 
criticism back to the group or to the 
committee which was the source of the 
project plan. 


Under the great personal stress and close 
public scrutiny which attend an action project, 
group discipline is essential. No CORE mem- 
ber is asked for blind obedience, but, in an 
action project, the group’s success must be 
given precedence. 


e No member, after once accepting 
the discipline of the group for a par- 
ticular project, shall have the right to 
withdraw. However, should a participant 
feel that, under further pressure, he will 
no longer be able to adhere to the Rules 
For Action, he shall then withdraw from 
the project and leave the scene imme- 
diately after notifying the project leader. 


No one should volunteer for a CORE action 
project unless he knows what it may entail 
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and is willing to endure the worst. But a mem- 
ber who remains in a project when he senses 
that he can no longer uphold CORE’s stand- 
ards is doing a disservice to his group and to 
CORE groups throughout the country. 


e Only a person who is a recognized 
member of the group or a participant 
accepted by the group leader shall be 
permitted to take part in that group 
action. 


Once again, CORE should not accept the 
responsibility for persons not committed to 
its principles and rules. Participants in action 
projects must understand CORE’s non-violent 
approach and be sure that they can follow it. 


e Each member has the right to dis- 
sent from any group decision and, if 
dissenting, need not participate in the 
specific action planned. 


Participation in a CORE project must be a 
matter of individual choice. Non-violence is 
very largely an act of faith. A member who 
does not believe in what he is doing is being 
unfair to himself and to the group. Also, the 
participant in a CORE project places himself 
in real physical danger. He must be prepared 
to accept the consequences.

e Each member shall understand that 
all decisions on general policy shall be 
arrived at only through democratic 
group discussion. 


CORE was formed to give individuals a 
chance to act effectively. Initiative remains 


with the individual members. 


© A CORE member shall receive the 
uncompromising support of his CORE 
group as he faces any difficulties result- 
ing from his authorized CORE activities. 


The CORE member assumes great respon- 
sibility toward the group. The group has a 
corresponding obligation to him. This may 
involve court action to free members arrested 
in demonstrations, helping members who have 
chosen to be “jailed in” and paying hospital 
and medical bills. 


great deal has been achieved for civil 

rights through the courts, and legal action 

has an important place in the civil rights 
movement. But legal action is necessarily 
limited to lawyers. CORE’s techniques enable 
large numbers of ordinary people to partici- 
pate in campaigns to end discrimination. 


Direct action has a value that goes beyond 
its visible accomplishments. To those who are 
the target of discrimination, it provides an 
alternative to bitterness or resignation and, to 
others, an alternative to mere expressions of 
sentiment. In the past, Negroes often found 
themselves in positions of disadvantage which 
they had no power to escape from or even to 
oppose. This inability to challenge second- 
class citizenship, with all of its humiliations, 
tended to undermine self-respect. CORE’s 
methods now provide a meaningful and 
socially useful outlet. 

The predicament of those people who op- 
pose discrimination without themselves being 
victims of it has also arisen from an inability 
to act constructively. A person may feel 
strongly about the problems of discrimination, 
but think that there is nothing worthwhile 
that he, personally, can do about them. He 
frequently finds himself protesting against 
segregation 1,000 miles away while he con- 
tinues to eat in segregated restaurants, have 
his hair cut in segregated barbershops and 
go home every night to an all-white neighbor- 
hood. It is difficult for him to avoid acquiesc- 


ing in and giving aid, however unwittingly, to 


discriminatory practices. CORE believes that 
no instance of racial discrimination is insigni- 
ficant; that even the subtlest forms of segrega- 
tion violate CORE’s basic premise: that every 
person should be judged solely on the basis 
of his personality and achievements. CORE 
teaches that the least any one can do is refuse 
to cooperate in a discriminatory situation. It 
offers as a credo Thoreau’s words: “What I 
have to do is to see, at any rate, that I do 
not lend myself to the wrong which I 
condemn.”

SERVING PERHAPS AS A SUB--COMMITTEE OF YOUR COMMUNITY AFFAIRS 
COMMITTEE, WHICH WOULD ANALYZE THE MANY PROVISIONS OF THE ACT AS 
THEY APPLY OR WILL SOON APPLY TO VOTING RIGHTS, EMPLOYMENT OPPOR- 
TUNITIES, SCHOOLS, HOSPITALS, PUBLIC ACCOMMODATIONS, ETC. IN

Dear Mr. Coleman: 


Your telegram to the President regarding the 
situation in Bogalusa has been referred to this 
Division for reply. 


Federal officers, including attorneys from 
this Division, have been in Bogalusa for many weeks. 


This office has recently brought suit to prohibit 
discrimination at six restaurants in Bogalusa. How- 
ever, the safety of demonstrators and other persons is 
the responsibility of local officials. Although some 
incidents have occurred in Bogalusa, there is no evi- 
dence that local officials are unable to maintain law 
and order. On the contrary, there is indication that 
the Mayor of Bogalusa and the Governor of Louisiana 
realize their responsibilities in this connection and 
are acting accordingly. 


You can be sure that all probable violations of 
federal law are promptly investigated. And, if it 
appears there has been a violation, appropriate action 
will be taken.

January 28 -— Eighteen establishments were tested under the Public 
Accomodations section of the Civil Rights Act of 1964. Seven, in-~ 
cluding Capo'ts and Dairy Queen, refused service, 


Jan. 28 =—— While CORE worker Bill Yates was waiting in a car outside the 
Plaza Restaurant, a group of whites gathered around the car, They made 
insulting remarks, drew their fingers across their throats, and called 
hin a ""s3rew", 


Jane £3 —— A large group of white men started after CORE worker Steve Miller 
and several other Negro residents of Bogalusa, who had just succesffuly 
tested ACME Drug Store. Police intervened before the whites could reach 

the Nesroes, 


Jane 30 — Tacks were found in the driveway of the home of Robert Hicks, 
vice-president of the Giivic and Voters League, who had been 
giving shelter to the COR# workers. Tacks were also found 
in the driveway of thé Labor Union Hall, where yy a 
had been held. 


February 2 — At 12:15 A.M., following a massmeeting ws ° 6 the store 
testing, Deputy Sheriff Doyle Holiday and Chief of Police Claxton Knight 
came to the Hicks residénce to report that a mob of 200 white people was 
forming downtown to lynch Yates and Miller, staying at the ‘Hicks home, 
The policemen offered to escort the COR§ workers out of town, After dis- 
cussion with Mr. Hicks, the two decided to stay, Holiday and Knight re- 
fused to protect them , saying, "We have better things to do than protect 
people who aren't wanted here,” Phone calls from across the country to 
the Mayor, and the threat that the Negro community would defend the CORZ 
wor'=6rs prevented any violence, Iocal telephone operators prevented 

some calls from the north from reaching Bogalusa, 


Feb. 3 —~ Miller and Yates were followed from one meeting to another by 
two volice cars (meetings were held to discuss testing of public accomo- 
dations law), When a car filled with six whites approached them, the 

police cars disappeared, The two CORS workers were chased at high speeds 
thrgish the Negro community. At & main intersection, Yates jumped out 

and* ran into a restaurant for help, but was caught by two whites and 

beaten severely, suffering a broken hand, Miller drove off around the block, 
as a shot was fired at him and a rocx thrown at the car, Another shot was 
fired at Yates, 


Feb. 3 (cont'd) — For the next six hours, the two were besieged in 
Aubrey's Bar by groups of whites passing by in cars, Reliable reports 
were made thatmobs of whites were forming in downtown areas, Soon efter 
the bcating, police arrived and dispersed a crowd of Negroes who had 
cathered, They did nothing to stop the cars driven by the white men, and 
they allowed a group of whites to gather on @ nearby corner, At sundown 
the police withdrew; as the nizht wore on, phones along the bloc were 
cut off, At 10:30. Miller and Yates were given a police escort to Baton 
Rouge, Yates entered a hospital in New Orleans the next day, 


Febe 5 —= A Negro man driving in Washington Parish outside Bogalusa 

was flazged down by a white man with car trouble, When he stopped to 
offer aid, several white men jumped out of a nearby ditch, beat hin and 
threatened him, 


Feb. 14 —~- A bomb threat was received at the Hicks home, It was not the 
first. 


Feb. 15 — Five Negroes were eating dinner at the recently desegregated 
Landry's when two white persons with clubs entered and told them to 
get out. As they were leaving, one of the Negro men was assaulted by 
one of the whites, :

Feb. 16 — A Bogalusa telephone operator refused to let the Hicks 
complete a call to the New Urleans F.B.I, She refused to put through 
others. 


Four Negro boys stopped to get gas in the white part of town, 
A nob of white teen-agers jumped them and beat all four, Roosevelt 
Sin;leton, a nidget, was severely kicked around the groin and had to 
go to a hospital, Several policemen observed the beatings and made no 
move to stop then, 


Feb. 19 —~ A police car followed the car of Joshua Mundy, 2 militant 
Wesro leader, After cight miles, the policeman stopped hin, char;;ed 
him with speeding, having an improper nuffler, and concealin; 4 weapon, 
The weapon was on the seat in full view, Bond was set at $500, 


Feb, 21 - Yates and Niller and another COR# worker Charles Fenton and 
two egroes were chased at 110 mph for 29 miles from Bogalusa to Covington. 


Feb. 28 = Rowan Burris, Robert Hicks, and his wife were refused service 
at the restaurant of the Redwood Hotel. Three minutes after they left, 
a mob of 20-30 whites came to the hotle loolxin:, for then,

around ny place," He was referring tp the picketing conducted by the Klan 
of firms complying with Federal equal opportunity regulations. 


March 4 == Rev. H. Bruce Shepherd was halted on the highway by whites, A 
car of Negroes coming onto the secene dispersed thevhites. Reverend Shep~ 
herd is one of the six men who invited Brooks lays to speak in Bogalusa, 
he Reverend has been warned to leave town or be killed. 


March 13 -— A Deputy Sheriff stopped Arthur Ray Hingo on @ highwey, called 
hiineo to his car, and ordered him to put his hands inside the car, When 
liingo obeyed, he was handcuffed, The Deputy and his passengers got out of 
the car and beat iiingo about the head, The Deputy told Mingo he'd "better 
not say a dam thing about it." (Mingo had previously complained to the 
Sheriff about the conduct of the same deputy) When Mingo reported the in- 
cident to Sheriff Dorman Crowe, Crowe called in the Deputy and told 

him to behave better, 


March 17 -— Royan Burris, a Negro businessman, was returning home from 
his shop at 1 am. when stopped by the parish K~9 Deputies and by three 
city policemen. They handcuffed his hands behind his back and drove him to 
the city police station. When Burris ,ot out of his car there the police 
slapped and tripped him, Inside the station, the police circled burris, 
punched him, and pushed him from one man to another, He fell to the floor 
aad one said, "What are you doin; down there, nig,,er?" When the beating ended, 
Burris asked to be allowed to make a phone call. The police let the phone 
rin, twice, then snatched it from him, saying, "That's your phone call, 
nigcer." Wis family learned he was in jail only through an anonynous tip. 
The Community Medical Center refused him service when they learned the cause 
of his wounds, 


March 25 -—— The transnitter building of radio station WBOX was fired 
into during the night. Ralph Blumberg, owner of the radio station, was one 
of the six men who had invited Brooks Hays to speak in Bogalusa, 


March 25 -— Sidney McGee, one of the three Nesro men on the Crown Zellerbach 
"extra board" narrowly missed death in a trap set for him in one of the plant 
washrooms, A load of scrap iron was ri;,;ed to fall on him whea he entered, 
Hanasenent investigated only after a long delay after all evidence had been 
renoved. 


March 28 -- A young Negro, Jones Radcliff, was jumped and beaten by 
four white men after attending a Freedom Rally. He struck one of his 
attackers, and was subseouently ,iven round-the-clock protection by 
his friends to prevent the whites fron "revenging" his blow, 


March 238 ~~ L,. C. Magee's car was forced off the road and into a ditch 
by & car of whites. Ma,:ce's car was overturned, He was on his way home 
fron 2 Freedon Rally, 


March 29 -—— During the early norning, a teargas bomb was thrown into the 
Lavor Union Hall of local 189-4 where the Bogalusa Civic and Voters League 
had just completed a meeting, 


March 30 =~ Newsmen calling Uogalusa police to check the story of the tear- 
gas bomb were told the police knew nothing about it. The police had been seen 
at the hall checking the occurrence and interviewing victims just after the 
bonbing, 


| April 7 -- As Bill Yates left the Hicks’ home in the morning to enter his 
car, & grcen truck, with three white men inside, pulled up and blocked hin, 
The truck had been circling the neighborhood for some time, One man got out 
of the truck and approached Yates with a blackjack, Yates rolled up the 
window and started the ignition, recognizing the man as the one who had broken 
his hand in an earlier incident, The man tried to brea throuyh the window, 
but it held, and “ates was able to put the car in reverse and escape, The 
truck tried to catch ug with him but he managed to return to the Hicks' 

house, where “os, Hicks threatened the whites with a pistol, , hey left. 


April 7 — Klansmen held a meeting in a hall two blocks away from the union 
hall, where a voters! clinic was in progress, he Klan numbered between 

60 and 70 at times, State and federal azencies’ intervened to prevent violence 
that night; but they could not stop the burning of a ten-foot cross later 

that night, or the setting of two black coffins in front of the union hall, 
with spotlights on them, one of which bore the nane Bill Yates, 


April 8 -— Three carloads of white men drove by the Hicks home early in 
the morning, shooting into it. During the day, CORB canvassers, mostly 
voluntcers from the University of Kansas, were followed by four carloads 
of Klansnen, until they were withdrawn and brought back to the union hall, 
Meanwhile, the Klan held a lengthy rally, of about 200 persons, two blocks

CORE's National Director James Farmer addressed a crowd of about 
500 people at Central High School, More than 100 city and state policemen 
were on hand, At one point, they turned back 32 carloads of Klansmen who 
attempted to approach the school, The cars of two Negro men had acid poured 
on then; no other incidents,

April 15 = Charles Williams was arrested while picketing, for disturbing 
the peace and for vagrancy, A white counter=pickxet had hit Williams with a 
stick, but & policeman who had not seen the incident was persuaded to arrest 
Williams, He was taken to the city police station, where he saw six hooded 
nen in a room behind an open door marked "Private,."One of the men approached 
Willians in the bookings room and said to him, "You black son of a bitch, pul). 
off the damm cap." Williams noticed a law-enforcement organization insignia 
on the shoulder of the man's shirt; it was either a state trooper's or a 
sheriff's insignia, No violence took place, 


April 15 - About 10:30 pem., some sort of fire-bomb was thrown into a Negro 
hone on the edge of town, Several Kansas University students, working with 
CORE Curing their Easter vacation, had been spendin: their nights there. 

The Fire Department was called threc times, and refused to come; local people 
put out the fire. 


April 16-4 Negro teen-ager waiting fo join a picket line in front of 
a store was hit by a counter=picket with a signestick, The boy was hit again 
when he turned to face the person who hit him, Medical treatment was needed. 


April 17 = A Negro woman was arrested while sitting in her car, 12:30 ame 
She had been helping with voter registration canvassing in the citye 


April 19 - City and state police at the pic'ceting covered their badge nun 
bers, Pickets were withdravm when this wes noticed at 11 a.m, but re- 
turned in the afternoon, 


May 10 = Picketing took place in the morning without police protection, A 
store ormer took a sign from a picketer and destroyed it; he repeated this 
when another sign was nade, 


May 11 ~ CORS worker was slapped while photographing the picketing in front 
of 2 Columbia Road store, He was beaten severely the next day in the sane 
situation.

Negro Community 

The Negro community has, in the past six 
months, mobilized, despite intense pressure, behind 
the miilitant Bogalusa Civic and Voters Laggue. The 
League, headed by Mr. A. Z. Young and Mr. Robert 
Hacks, has done what few local Negro organizations 
have been able to do in the South: represent the to- 
tal black community and stand fast in the face of 
murder, assault and political maneuvering from the 
State Capitol. It was the BVL that invited CORE to 
come to Bogalusa to bring its tactical experienee 
and to teach nonviolence. 


A Shert And Violent History 


In capsule, the Bogalusa Voters League made 
clear its intention to test the enforcement of the 
Civil Rights Bill in the fall of 1964. The Mayor 
assured assistance, but the first tests met total re- 
sistance and police complicity with the bigots. In 
response, the BVL invited CORE into Bogalusa in 
January of 1965. CORE workers arrived on January

The strides that have been made in 
this state and in this ceuntry are the results of efforts made by 
peeple and groups termed by the Geverner as "trashy." Needless 
te say, mame calling will net "turn us 'round"® any more than have 
bullets, threats, er bi-racial committees. 

If the Geverner sincerely believes that he can equate CORE 
and the NAACP with the Klanaand the White Citizens' Ceuncil he is 
seriously in error. These greups suppert the fight ef retreat, 
fear and tyranny ever the minds and bodies eof men. Militant 
Negre erganizatieus will net permit either the Geverner, the Klan, 
B. B. Tayler, er anyone elseite define for them their rights and 
needs. Any freshman student of pelitical science will admit that 
it is a phenomenon of social man that po ene with power gives it 
ever to ene without. Thus we de net expect the Geverner or the 
white people ef this state te give up any of their power willing- 
ly. Ner will the "trashy" groups:give up their pewer, and only 
a foel or a hermit would deny that we have power. Bi-racial com- 
mittees serve a function, but ultimately they exist at the whim

But there is ne questien but that if amy meaningful pre- 
gress is te be made over the conference table, it will enly be be- 
cause we have made the demands, and made it clear te all men that 
they are legitimate and pressing. 

Geverner McKeithen and. others like him in the "white pewer 
structure" have leng made "“eutside agitaters" the brunt ef their 
tearful complaints.

Introducing MAJOR R, OWENS - candidate for N.Y.C. Councilman 
Presently Chaimman of the Brooklyn chapter of the Congress of Recial Equality, 
Major R. Owens has been active in the New York City civil rights movement for 
several years. As Chairman of CORE, Mr. Owens has been involved in a number of 
important community and city-wide issues. On the schools issue he has led his 
chapter in its insistence on the immediate implementation of the Allen Plan. On 
police brutality, it was Mr. Owens who organized the demonstration which forced 
police licutenant Gilligan into hiding last November. On community issues Mr. 
Owens' chapter was responsible for getting six-day garbage collection for the 
Bedford-Stuyvesant area, and more recently getting eight new free bus transfer 
points within the commmnity. Two years ago it was Brooklyn CORE that sparked the 
fight for jobs in the construction industry at the Downstate Medical Center. 


Last year Mr. Owens was chairman of the CORE Rent-Strike Committee which in 
eight moaths organized tenants in four hundred houses in Bedford-Stuyvesant and 
the surrounding communities. Tenants from two hundred of these houses: went on 
rent-strike and more than ninety-five per cent of these cases were won in the 
Landlord-Tenant Court. Realizing that the only lasting answer to the problem of 
slum housing was tenant self-organization, Mr. Owens was instrumental in forming 
the Community Tenants Union which is now the guiding force in tenant organization 
in Brooklyn, and he is also chairman of the Brooklyn Tenant Organization and 
Rent-Strike Coordinating Committee, a coordinuting body for private and public 
housing tenant organizations in Brooklyn. To link up the tenant movement in 
Brooklyn with tenant organizations in the rest of the city, Mr. Owens also serves 
on the execttive board of the Metropolitan Council on Housing, 


Besides CORE, Mr. Owens is involved in many other community activities. He 
is a memoer of the Borough President's Anti-Poverty Committee, and a delegate to 
the Central Brooklyn Coordinating Committee. He is chairman of the Brooklyn-Wide 
Committee for a 1966 Negro History Festival, and a member of the Bedford YMCA 
Business end Professional Men's Luncheon Club. for several years Mr. Owens has 
been a judge of the Nancy Bloch Book Award for the best book on an Intercultural 
Theme awarded annually by the Downtown Community School, and is president of the 
recently-formed Afram Literary and Research Agency, to. premote pubRication of qua- 
lity inf€srx4tion materials and children's books about Negroes, 


Mr. Owens is married, the feather of three small sons, and is employed by the 
Brooklyn Public Library. His education at Atlanta University and at Morehouse 
College, the alma mater also of Martin Luther King, was on all-expense scholar- 
shops, his family being poor # and from the rural outskirts of Memphis, Tennessee. 
Major Owens' strongest memories of xhis childhood are of picking cotton with his 
father in neighboring Mississipi on school vacations and weekends, and of the 
long siege of hunger when the workers at the factory where his father was an un- 
skilled Jaborer tried to get a union, and after months of holding out, finally 
lost. Txese were the roots of the militancy that persevered through the academic 
years anc years of wanting to be a writer, and have flowered in Mr. Owens' parti- 
cipation in the civil rights struggle. Hid directness of visions, his personal 
courage and common-sense, and capacity for selfless dedication to something he 
believes in, makes the Major Owens we know in Brooklyn CORE and the community. 


Mr. Owens calls himself a "reasonable militant” an considers the following a 
good expression of his philosophy: “Justice is more important than peace, and 
until the Negro community gains justice, we must continue to create crises." 


Mr. Owens' decision to run for public office is a conclusion reached on the 
basis of close day-to-day association with the civil rights movement. ‘In the 
north we have an obligation to carry the freedom movement to its logical conclu- 
sion. In Selma our brothers are willing to die for the right to vote; in Brooklyn 
we have to make the right to vote 8 meaningful right.

Introduction 


In THIS PRELIMINARY report, data are 
presented on a possible reduction in crime 
among Negroes in certain cities during periods 
of organized community action for civil rights 
in those cities. The existence of such a 
phenomenon has been remarked upon by leaders 
of “direct action” civil rights groups in several 
communities. Yet, to date there has been no 
documentation of this phenomenon except for 
newspaper accounts of the one-day “March on 
Washington for Jobs and Freedom” of Aug 
28, 1963. 


According to the Washington Evening Star, . 


there were only seven “major crimes” recorded 
by the District of Columbia police in the 24-hour 
period ending at 8:00 am on Aug 29, 1963.1 The 
Star noted that during the same time period ‘in 
the previous week, there had been 19 such 
crimes. Thus, reported major crime in Wash- 
ington apparently dropped 63% for the day of 
and the night after The March. 

Somewhat more surprising is an article which 
_ appeared in the New York. Times. A reporter 
_ spent most of August 28th in Harlem and then 
wrote a story.about the serious but happy mood 
that seemed to pervade Harlem on that day.?

The story in the Times concluded with the fol- 
lowing:

Since its 
inception, the NAACP has sought the support 
of both Negroes and whites in-an effort to mount 
an effective protest against lynching, unfair 
characterization of the Negro in the news and 
entertainment media, job and housing discrimi- 
nation, and segregated public accommodations.

Summary 

Data are presented which suggest a substan- 
tial reduction in crimes of violence by Negroes 
in three cities during periods of organized 
protests and “direct action” for civil rights in 
those cities. The findings are based on official 
crime reports, medical records, newspaper ac- 
counts, and interviews with residents of the 
three communities (two cities in the Deep South 
and one in a border state). 


It is hypothesized that Negroes release long

Such emotional 
expression, when ‘it occurs in a framework of 
community organization may reduce the need 
for aggressive outbursts of a violent sort, thus 
reducing the incidence of such crimes.

Annual Report to the National CORE Convention 
James Farmer, National Director 
Durham, N. C., July 1, 1965 

As CORE meets at its 23rd Annual Convention, we have behind 
us many successes achieved and victories won. But this report 
will not be a recounting of past successes; to rest on one's 
laurels is to petrify and die. Past victories--in public 
accommodations, in voting rights, in the support of law and 
public policy--have been in battles preceeding the major en- 
counter. 

The major war now confronting us is aimed at harnessing 
the awesome political potential of the black community in order 
to effect basic social and economic changes for all Americans, 
to alter meaningfully the lives of the Black Americans (our 
plight has not been and will not be changed by past victories), 
and to bring about a real equality of free men. 

This job cannot be done for us by the Government. In the 
first place, the establishments--Federal, State, and Local--have 
too much built-in resistence to fundamental change. Any estab- 
lishment by definition seeks its own perpetuation and rejects 
that which threatens it. For example, politicians take over 
and seek to make the anti-poverty programs an adjunct of their 
political aspirations. They attack community action programs 
of the anti-poverty war as being anti-city hall. School Boards, 
which have already lost the drop-outs and other under-privileged 
youth, reach out greedily to control community education pro- 


grams and see that they do not shake up the school systems. 


if 


Powerful lobbies, such as the financial and the real estate 


interests, exert tremendous pressure to see that programs to 
relieve poverty do not threaten their interests. 

Further, it is impossible for the Government to mount a 
decisive war against poverty and bigotry in the United States 
while it is pouring billions down the drain in a war against 
people in Viet Nam. The billion dollars available to fight 
poverty is puny compared with the need and insignificant com- 
pared with the resources expended in wars. 

Thus, we must be constructive critics of the anti-poverty 


program, using its resources for our fight where we can, insis- 


ting that local anti-poverty boards be truly representatives of 
the deprived communities and the minorities which they are 


supposed to help, and attacking waste and pork-barreling wher- 


ever it occurs. 


Yet it would be fatal to think that the anti-poverty pro- 


gram alone can make the necessary changes in the social and 


economic life of Black Americans. It can be no more a solution 


to our problems than were the Civil Rights Acts of 1957, 1960, 
1964. were, or the Voter Rights Act of 1965 will be. Like those 


laws, the anti-poverty program has to be seen as no more than 


a tool, useful at times but inadequate at best to do the job. 


We can rely upon none but ourselves as a catalyst in the 
development of the potential power of the black community in its 
CORE alone has the 


own behalf and in behalf of the nation. 


nationwide network of militant chapters required, unshackled 


by compromising entanglements, political.commitments and alli- 


ances. CORE alone has the flexibility to move in the new 


directions demanded by this phase of the war, while it fulfills 
its commitments to the unfinished tasks of the last phase. 

In this new phase of our war to change the life of the 
Negro in a changed America, there are two aspects: Community 
organization and Political organization. It must be clearly 
seen that neither aspect is an end in itself. Community organi- 
zation, including social services, for its own sake is mere 
social uplift and has no basic importance in changing the life 
role of the Negro. Political organization for its own sake is 
sheer opportunism. While both aspects must be undertaken 


simultaneously, the first, community organization, may be seen 


as a step to increase the effectiveness of the second, political 
organization. Or another way of viewing it, is to see community 
organization as a tool--a tool to build a vehicle. Political 
organization, then, is the vehicle to take us to the desired 
objective. That objective is an open society free of race 
discrimination and forced segregation, shorn of poverty and 
unemployment, with decent housing and high quality education 

for all. The objective, in a word, is a new society, a free 


and open society. 


Community Organization 


The term, community organization, has become almost a cliche. 
The need now is to put content into that cliche. For two years, 


community organization has been widely discussed within CORE. 
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For many, the discussion of it has been a substitute for taking 


concrete steps to achieve it. Many CORE Chapters, however, have 
moved their offices into the heart of the black ghetto and have 
made a serious attempt at ghetto involvement and community 
organization. If we are honest we will admit that most have 
failed, though a few have had small successes at organizing 
their community. Thus the impact of some of our chapters has 
dwindled. 

So now, here we stand, faltering for a necessary transition. 


If the need for community organization has been great in the 


past, it is now, I believe, desperate. It is now or never. 
CORE*s survival as a valuable and relevant organization depends 
upon it. 

Memoranda and papers have been written and disseminated and 
discussed. The National Director prepared a paper suggesting 
certain guidelines for the purpose of internal discussion on 
these matters. It is now time to act? Many chapters are call- 
ing upon their National Organization to provide direction in 


this new phase of struggle. This we intend to do. 


Before a community can be organized in a way that is mean- 
ingful to the community, we must engage in a dialogue 


with that community. The indigenous people of a community know 


their hurts, their needs and their problems far better than we. 
We must encourage the community to speak, for it has much to 


say. And we must be prepared to listen. Yet we must not be 


afraid to talk to the community, for we, too, have something of 


importance to say growing out of our experience in the movement. 
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The decisions, however, must rest with the people of a community 
or a neighborhood, for it is their lives to be fulfilled, their 
dreams to be realized. 

When, through the direction of CORE and a neighborhood, it 
becomes clear what the neighborhood desires, what services it 
wishes, CORE must be prepared to help the community to get them 
and to organize around them. If the need is for social and 
recreational activities, for conventional social services, or 
for block associations or women's clubs or youth clubs, we 
must see that the neighborhood gets them. Usually such services 
are best provided in a central place, so if a center is desired 
it should be set up--not in the CORE office for it must belong 
to the community, not to CORE. It should be set up in a loft 
or store front within the neighborhood itself. 

Some chapters will find that their shortage of personnel 
and the requirements of their day to day operation prevent 
their effective action along these lines. In such cases the 
National organization must be prepared to provide subsistence 
for task force workers within that community to do the job. 

Such a plan can work only if there is close cooperation and 
collaboration between the chapter and the center, with the center 
maintaining its autonomy and making its own decisions. 

Obviously any decision in this regard will be meaningless 
unless there is the money to carry it through. We have now re- 
ceived funds to reopen one center which has had three months 


experience in operation. I would estimate that each center will 
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cost a minimum of ten thousand dollars a year to operate, keep- 


ing expenses to a bare minimum, and achieving an acceptable 
measure of effectiveness. This plan can only be executed, then, 
if there is a crash fund raising campaign jointly conducted by 
the national office and all of the local chapters. This is 
‘unprecedented for CORE, but it is now a necessity. In the past 
we have sought to avoid making CORE chapters fund raising 
agencies, but in this new era, if we lack funds, we lack muscle. 
If the plan is approved by this convention, we will have 
one center opening up immediately. I would suggest that we 
plan to open three centers, one in each of the northern regions, 
by the end of the summer. This means, I repeat, raising money. 
At a time when funds are desperately needed, for a new thrust 
to keep the civil rights resolution from faltering, we find 
ourselves strapped with a quarter of a million dollar debt and 
insufficient funds in sight to cover current operating expenses. 
I have every confidence that CORE members and CORE chapters will 
not want us to curtail activities further but will want us to 


advance into the new phase of our war. To do this we must raise 


much, much more money than we have in the past. 

I would estimate that it would take 9 to 12 months of 
national direction of each center before it will be well enough 
organized for the chapter to pay for its operations without 
adversely affecting its other program. 

Unlike other civil rights organizations which have centers, 


and unlike most other community organizing efforts, ours must be 


seen aS a iwieans to an end and not as an end in itself. The 

central objective of the chapter--center cooperation and the 
community base which the center must provide for the chapter 
activities is political organization and action in the ghetto 


community. 


Political Organization and Action 


It is clear that the objectives we seek in the wiping out 
of poverty and unemployment, elimination of bad housing, city 
planning for integration in housing and schools, quality educa- 
tion--are political objectives depending upon responses we can 
exact from political machinery. We can no longer rely on 
pressuring and cajoling political units toward desired actions. 
We must be in a position of power, a position to change those 
political units when they are not responsive. 

The only way to achieve political objectives is through 
power, political power. Only diminishing returns can be achieved 
through the pressure of demonstrations not backed up by political 
muscle. 

We have won amazing successes without political muscle. 

The New York City CORE chapters came out against Wagner, and 

the National Director backed them up, and we toppled a Police 
Commissioner and a Mayor. Now, everyone is a candidate for 
Mayor and bidding for CORE support. This does not indicate 
strength. It merely shows what CORE can accomplish in Spite of 
weakness, and thus how much more could be done if we had the 
political power which can derive from community organization and 
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political organization. 


What a shrewd politician asks when he views our demonstra- 
tions is not, "How many people are there?", but “Are they 


voters?", and “Are they organized voters." 


As as we organize the community through directed centers, 
so we must seek to organize the community politically--or, more 


accurately, to reorganize it politically. For the bosses and 


the machines have already organized it after a fashion with their 
ward heelers and their petty precinct captains. The greatest 
tragedy of all would be for the existing black vote to remain 

in, and the new black vote to be dumped into the general politi- 
cal soup now brewed by the machine bosses--black or white. 

What is needed, I believe, is independent political action 
through indigenous political organizations. This is the Freedom 
Democratic Party in Mississippi and CORE is supporting it fully, 
including its challenge. After the Summer CORE Project in 
Louisiana, if activated communities articulate the desire we 
will help them organize a Louisiana Freedom Democratic Party. 

In the North, independent political voices are needed too. 
When the black ghetto communities with which CORE chapters have 
dialogued articulate the desire, we must take the lead in help- 
ing them develop Freedom Democratic Movements to serve as a 
“Political voice for their awakening self-expression. 

Only through such independent actin can the growing black 
vote achieve maximum effectiveness in moving toward the goals 


we seek. Freedom Democratic Movements must not be racist and 


should not exclude whites. But their base must be in the black 
ghetto, else they will be merely another exercise in liberal 
futility? 

We must be prepared to put up candidates for nomination, 
when necessary, through such political vehicles, and to endorse 
or oppose candidates for election. A few of our chapters, 
Brooklyn, for example, are already doing this. Brooklyn CORE 
took the initiative in helping people in the Bedford-Stuyvesant 
ghetto in setting up the Brooklyn Freedom Democratic Movement. 
The CORE Chairman, Major Owens, is a candidate for nomination 
to the City Council under the BFDM banner (with the backing of 
the national organization) --challenging an incumbent machine 
politician. And Owens has a fighting chance to win the nomina- 
tion. 

This is, of course, a new departure in CORE policy. But 
the old policy is no longer applicable to the needs of the move- 
ment. We may as well admit that old policy is dead, and move 
boldly on with the new. 

Such ghetto-oriented political movements must avoid, at a 
all costs, becoming an adjunct to, or a tool of any political 
party, bloc, or machine. They must be controlled by the inter- 
ests of thé black ghetto alone. They must be in a position to 
make alliances when called for, and break them when necessary. 
There should be no binding Grand Alliances where the black 
ghetto becomes a tail to some other kite, or a dancer to some 


other political fiddler'’s tune!? 
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Now, it will be a disservice to the ghetto community if 
we seek to be its manipulators, to substitute CORE as the boss 
of a political machine which will, in the very nature of the 
case, become corrupt and oppressive, as boss-ridden machines 


always are. CORE bossism may be benevolent despotism, but it 


would be despotism nonetheless, and essentially no different 


from any other. 


What is called for, instead, is dialogue and interaction 
between CORE and the community to determine goals. We must 
listen to them, and have the machinery for doing so, and hope 
that they will listen to us. But the community must be the 
boss, not we? 
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This obviously is not a detailed program. It is not in- 
tended to be so. It is simply my view of what should be our 
essential direction. 

Detailed program can come only from this convention's 
dialogue with itself, after which we must stop talking to our- 
selves and speak to, and be spoken to by, the black ghetto. 
And through the ghetto's emerging voice we must speak to the 
nation--and to the world. 

Such new directions are developing in the South and being 
groped for in the North. In North and South, now, we must get 
moving with no further delay if the civil rights revolution 
is to succeed in this enormously difficult and highly complex 


new phase into which our past successes have thrust us. 
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In the North our chapters must make quick transitions from 
the old phase to the new if we are to remain relevant to the 
needs of the struggle. In the South, except for Klanism and 
massive police violence, our problems are not vastly different 
from the North. The South is becoming, and will become, in- 
creasingly like the North with de facto segregation substituted 
for de jure with the black man confined to a status of built 
in low-man on the economic, social and political totem pole-- 
able to eat a hamburger, but not to have a rewarding life. 

Our direction in the South, therefore, is essentially the 
same as it should be in the North. And in the South, CORE is 
doing community organization on a significant scale. In Bogalusa, 
for example, we do not attempt to be the leaders of the black 
community. CORE staff members interact with the Bogalusa Voters 
League, build up its leaders and have their expression through 
the indigenous voice of the community. It is A. Z. Young and 
Robert Hicks who speak for Bogalusa, and we are their consul- 
tants and advisors. 

Yet, the Bogalusa Voters League, an indigenous, CORE-oriented 
local movement, has no voice in our present organizational struc- 
ture. It is as important to the movement and to CORE as any 
chapter. It is unjust and wrong for its members, so vital in 
our new thrust, to be disenfranchised in our decision-making 
councils like the National Action Council and the National 


Convention. I think that we should proceed with dispatch at 


this convention to alter our structure so as to give CORE-oriented- 
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and CORE-supported local movements related to our new direction 


a voice in our organizational decision-making. We must, in 
other words, broaden our structure to give relevant non-chapters 
a voice along with chapters in our organization. We must let 
the community speak not only to the nation, but also to us. 
CeceReeC Cee ER RAKRKEKREKRHEKRHREKEEAKERHK KKK HK HK 
This convention, then, has one over-riding purpose: to 
re-tool our organization to meet the changed requirements of the 


new phase of the war. Any organization which cannot do it does 


not deserve to survive. We can do it. CORE, the cutting edge 


of the old battles, will now become the sword's point of the 


new thrust? 
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Whereas segregation in northern public schools has tremendously 
escalated in the ll mg years since the U.S. Supreme Court 
outlawed it, and achievement levels have disastorously 
dropped, be it resolved that the National CORE Convention 
continue to Xsupport the fight against segregated schools, to 
bring suits against northern sohool bonds which maintain segre- 
gation, and to continue to educate and work with the parents 
on the evils of the segregated school. Be it further resolved 
that the National CORE office be directed to dissemenate infore 
mation to all chapters on developments or plans in individual 
school areas such as the Educational Park, which might be helpful 
to other chapters. 


Whereas CORE has long stood against segregation, both de facto 
and de jure, whereas the school system of Chicago, led for the 
past 12 years by Benjamin Willis,is a perfect example of a 
Northern school system which combines beth de facto and de jure 
segregation, and the reeappobntment of Mr, Willis by the Chicago 
school board is an endorsement of the segregated system, and 
whereas CORE members, inéluding National Director James Farmer, 
have jparticipated in the demonstrations and have been arrested 
for protesting Mr. Willis® reeappointment, this convention hereby 
resolves and declares its support for these demonstrations, for 
the outster of Benjamin Willis and for the installment in Chicago <- 
and throughout the country -- of quality integrated schools.

Within the next several weeks, most bf. ¢ RE's Summer Volun-: 
teers to South Carolina will be returning school or their 
respective homes, How effective they have working along 
with other CORE workers in many different’ communities in S.C. 
will be reflected in how well the communities will continue ° 
t operate when these workers have left, ‘@ach community where 
our volunteers have been working, a conc effort has been 
made to get the community to organize itself to attack the many 
problems that each community faces, The main thrust has been 
voter registration but we have always been cognizant of other 


problems in the community that needed to be dealt with, 


There has not always been 100% cooperation by the volunteers 
or by many persons in the communities. This is to be expected, 
but I must say here that this has not hindered us from carrying 
out a successful program in each of the communities where CORE 
volunteers and workers are located now. In the short space of 
time that CORE has been operating in these communitics, it is 
safe to say that we have gotten more mileage out of the community 
than all the other organizations combined that are working in 
S.C. To really do an effective job in community organization, 
it takes more than a few months, As soon as the volunteers 
get to know the people in a community and the people get to know 
them, the workers have to be pulled out, thereby leaving a vac«jvm 
in the community. This vacuum can only be filled if enough 
persons have been trained and given sufficient techniques to 
carry on the activities that have been started by the workers 
and leaders, We will attempt to be in constant contact with 
those communities where we have had activity this summer, 
plus other communities that we were not able to cover because of 
mIanpower shortage, 


Our next main thrust must be in the direction of organizing 
the. . communities where we have been doing voter registration 
to do political education, This will include educating Negroes 
how to take part in precinct political organization in each 
community, If the Negro is to have any political strength in his 
community, he must start at the precinct level, In many of the 
communities where we are now working in voter registration, 
Negroes can and must take over the precinct organization where 
they have the votes to do so, This can be the dawning of a new 
political day in South Carolina, The machinery to get this 
job done is being set up in each community now, The precinct 
organization of the Democratic Party in S.C. will. be held the 
fourth Saturday in February, 1966 at 3:00 p.m. We have been 
encouraging the community leaders to get the names and addresses 
every time the registration books are open, of each person re- 
gistered, so guess work will not be used in finding out who 
is or who is not registered, 
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One need not think now that the new Vof 
has come out of Congress that millions of’ M 
will be registered because the literacy t 
minatory devices will have been removed by’ 
as it is now, is the one of getting the ©es down to the 
registration office.

As we have increased our effort to get more Negroes registere’ 
so have the KKK activities increased. There is at least one 
meeting of the Klan in the areas around Williamsburg County 
and in counties near by eech week, In Berkeley County in the 
town of St. Stephens, S.C., leaflets were distributed in the 
Negro community stating that Negroes must not be caught in town 
efter dark, This incident was reported to the FBI and local 
authorities and the latest reports I have from that area is that 
the white youths who distributed the leaflets have been arrested 
and there is further investigation of this incident. The more 
the KKK tries to frighten Negroes, the harder we try to convince 
the Negro of the importance of the vote and nothing must koep 
him from trying to register, Despite KKK increased activity 
and some threatening telephone calls in several of the areas wher 
we are working, the month of August, so far as increase of in- 
terest by Negroes in voter registration is concerned, is one of 
the best, if not the best, months we have had yet in registering 
Negross, Below are some of the highlights of what happened 
in those areas of concentration, 


JASPER COUNTY. For the first time in Jasper history, 115 
Negroes came to the courthouse in Ridgeland, S.C. to register, 
The registrars were deliberately slowing down the processing of 
the applicants, A complaint was filed with the Senators from 
Jasper County of what was going on, Where the registrars were 
taking two persons at a time the conference with the Senator 
Sorced the registrars to process three persons instead of two. 
We were able to get the registrars to dismiss the reading tests 
efter showing the Civil Rights Act of 1964 on voting to the 
Senator and the county attorney, Forty five persons were re- 
gistered, 7 turned down and 63 were still sitting in the court 
xsoom wnen the registration books were closed at 5:00 p.m, LEecause 
. of this a telegram was sent to the Governor of S.C. protesting 
the slowness of the registrars and the closing of the books 
when persons were waiting to register. Many of these persons 
had been in the courthouse all day. Despite this, we will be 
sheoting to get from 300 to 500 persons to the courthouse again 
when the books apen in September, Don Fienfeld and I were in 
tne county, 
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DORCHESTER COUNTY, Another First! dred and thirty seven 
ay aang sh up at the registration office am St. George, $.C.

CLARENDON COUNTY, Another first! One hundred and twenty four 
Negroes were registered out of 140 who came to the registration 
office, Nine were turned down, and 7 were turned away because of 
the closing of the books at 5:00 p.m, This is e county where 

in the past nothing was being done, but since we have had two 
volunteers in the county along with one NAACP volunteer (paid 
worker), things have begun to move, For September a larger number 
of prsons will be expected to come to the registration office, 
This is one of those counties where there are almost three Negroes 
to every white, The possibility is tremendous in the county, 
politically speaking if we can marshall the Negroes to get them 
to work together, 


Hu tt REURG Saran Stuart Wechsler and 5 volunteers have been 
doing a ul job along with the Williamsburg County League — 
on voter registration. Three hundred and twelve persons showed 
up for registration in Kingstree, on Monday, August 2, 1965 

Out of that number 186 were registered, 136 were turned down. 

or did not get to register. This is the largest number of Negroes 
registered in any single day in the history of Williamsbure 
County. If the drive continues to push registration, and I be- 
lieve it will, 1965 can be a banner year for this community in 
seeking to run a Negro for political office in this county. 
Interest is growing each month in getting more and more Negroes 
registered to vote, There has been other types of activity 

by the youths in Williamsburg County as the teating of places 

of public accomodations. The youths are making progress in this 
area, 


» Another first! One hundred and forty persons 
were registered out of 141 who came down to the registration 
office, William E, Brown worked with the SCOPE workers in this 
area for one week and on registration day. Brown was asked 
by the leaders to come back in the community to help them since 
he had worked in that community before. Tpis he did and the 
results speak for themselves. These figures may not seem signi- 
ficant to others, but when you take a look at what has happened 
in this community before in voter registration, one can readily 
note the increase activity and interest of those who are eligible 
to register, One of our fondest hopes is to see that this in- 
terest on the part of Negroes in the area, does not. decrease, 
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HAMPTON COUNTY. Out of 67 persons who came down to the regis- 
tration office, 21 were registered and the regt were turned 
down or left, The registrars in the county GOntinue to make 
the applicants read certain parts of the ee Constitution. 
Hampton County is the latest community that asked us for 
help which we have attempted to give some iguigance to, The 
leaders live in the rural areas and it is difficult to meet 
with them. Tphere is still quite a bit of fear in these people, 
4s activity increases in counties surrounding Hampton, this 
apprehension will soon be discarded, we hope. We have not been 
able to give Hampton County full time s e, because our time 
has been divided between Dorchester County and Hampton County, 
We will try and give more attention to Hampton this month of 
August than we did in July. If we can do that, then we will 

be in a better position to evaluate what we think can be done 
in this area. 
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SUMTER COUNTY. This county still is not living up to its potentiai. 
There still t@m many persons who want to be leaders and not 
followers in this community. Every organization and every 
leader in this community wants to take credit when something 

is accomplished, but none wants to get out and do the work that 
has to be done to move the community, Only 58 persons came 

down to register and out of that number 47 received registration 
certificates, For the month of August, we will attempt to try 
something different, To supplement door to door activity, we 
will concentrate on going where the people congregate on Fridays 
and Saturdays. This will be on the street corners and lots 
where Negroes assemble when they get off from work and when thev 
come into town from the rural areas. No stone will remain un- 
turned in order to get this area moving, 


SORK COUNTY. The two days the registration books were opened 
im this county, there were 324 Negroes registered. The America: 
Friends Service Committee has a team of workers in this countv 
doing tutorial work with Negro children who may go fo integrat.« 

schcols for the first time, During their time away from the 
schools, these workers under the direction of William E, Brown, 
who spent 15 days working with them, canvassed the community 
for registration. Brown was in Rock Hill, S.C., when the re- 
gistration books were open and helped to transport persons tc 
the registration office. Although the books were opened for 
two days already in August, the leaders are trying to get the 
books opened again this month before the workers leave, York 
County has been one of the few counties in S.C. where it has 
teen fairly easy to register, It seems as if this community 
will move forward as lng as there is some organization to pusn 
them, The leadership is not as dynamic as it was in the past. 
Rock Hill took the lead during the students sit-in movement in 
S.C, but when the Rev. Ivory and Dr. Duckett were lost to this 
community by death, interest to a great extent was lost. 
During the last few months it seems as if the community might 
get moving egain, We certainly will do everything we can to 
help them,

potential among Negroes. Although Richland County has done 
fair in registration, many of us are disappointed that many 
more Negroes did not avail themselves of this opportunity.

SUBJECT: Current police procedures and recent events in the 
Negro community 
St. Louis CORE is disturbed by the growing number of violent 
incidents between the citizens and members of the police depart- 


ment. 


The St. Louis Committee of Racial Equality wishes to state 
its position regarding current police procedures and recent 
events in the Negro community. 


1. Within the past several weeks numerous charges of police 
abuse, harassment and brutality have been reported to CORE. 
These cases are currently being investigated by our Committee 
on Police Affairs. Most recently the murder of a Negro boy, 
who was shot from behind while handcuffed, by a policeman fur- 
ther demonstrates the need for corrective action. 


2. Whether or not all charges of police misconduct can be | 
adequately verified, the fact remains that the incidence of i. 
"nolice brutality" in the Negro areas is far too high. The | 
result has been a general lowering of the average citizen's 
respect for the police and in some cases the authority he re- 
presents. 


3. Policemen are now being recruited from southeast Missouri, 
Arkansas, Alabama and Tennessee. Many of these persons have 
become accustomed to the notion that a Negro's life, liberty 
and property is less precious than a Caucasian's. 


4, Negroes constitute about 5% of the Metropolitan Police 
Department, far below their percentage of the St. Louis popula- 
tion. Many Negroes are barred from employment with the depart- 
ment because of childhood arrests and similar minor difficulties. q 
Furthermore, the Board of Police Commissioners has failed to 
promote Negro officers to levels commensurate with their abil-. 
ities. Several of these individuals are college trained officers 
who still hold the rank of patrolman, after ten years service.

The following recommendations and procedures for the re- 
solution of police-community problems are hereby submitted by 
St. Louis CORE: 


1. The Board of Police Commissioners should hire more 


Negroes immediately. Spurious barriers to the attainment of this 


objective, such as the current "qualified Negro" standard, should 
be discarded. Negro officers should be upgraded to positions 
commensurate with their education, performance, and experience. 
Negroes must be hired in professional positions--such as planning 
and research, and formulating policy, public relations. 


2. The creation of an independent civilian complaint review 
board to investigate, hear and make recommendations concerning 
allegations of police brutality against private citizens. 


3. That the Mayor take a stand on the creation of such a 
Board, and the Board of Alderman hold public hearings on this 
measure as soon as possible. 


4. That the appointment of the members of this Review Board 


be made in conjunction with Civil Rights, Church and Civic groups, 
an@ that this Board should include no members of the Police 
Department. 


5. That the independent civilian complaint review board 
have the following functions and powers: 


a. that this Board have an independent investigative staff 
of its own with explicit subpoena power; 

b. that the members of the Board and the investigative 
staff have access to all police installations, including pre- 
cinct basements, prison wards, and hospitals, 24 hours a day; 

c. that public hearings be held as quickly as possible on 
complaints; 

dad. that policemen under investigation by the Board be 
suspended, with pay, until such time as the Board reaches a 
decision in the case; 

e. that the Board have power to discipline officers found 
guilty, and to recommend the institution of a criminal prose- 
cution if the facts so warrant; 

f. that the Board be empowered to request the Police 
Department to protect complainants, witnesses, and their 
families from harassment and intimidation and further be 
empowered to take necessary steps to see that these ends are 
secured. 


6. In addition to the Board's power to act in brutality 
cases, it shall recommend or suggest to the Mayor and to the 
Board of Police Commissioners modifications for improvement of 
police activity, toward the end that an acceptable code of 
ethics be established.

The Civil Rights Act has. been passed. CORE testers report that there 
has been substantial compliance with the Public Accommodations section 
of the bill in most significant cities. There have been problems, of 
course. For example, CORE members have paid $20 for a hamburger in 
New Road, Louisiana, been turned away from motels in Clarksdale, Mis- 
sissippi and been denied admission to theaters in Quincy, Florida. 


There have been penalties as well. CORE staff members Michael Schwerner 
and James Chaney and student volunteer Andrew Goodman were abducted and 
cruelly murdered in Mississippi early in June. Late in August, Stuart 
Wechsler was abducted in northern Florida. Calendar of Coercion tells 
some of the terrorism that devoted CORE workers have faced during the 
past year. 


Our Task Force of dedicated subsistence workers often sleep on floors as 
they share the life of the Negro in the rural South. They till the to- 
bacco fields of northern Florida alongside those they are attempting to 
register to vote. 


As the summer volunteers return to their homes we must replace them with 
others equally willing to sacrifice. We must provide them with two-way 
radios for their cars so that they will not meet the awful fate of Chaney, 
Goodman and Schwerner, we must see that they have the best legal support 
that we can provide, we must mobilize federal government support and pro- 
tection.

Dear Sir: 


We can't go to Alabama, and we shrink from joining organizations 
and causes - but since President Johnson's speech, our consciences 
have not let us sleep well. We think that there are millions 

more like us --nominal Christians and Jews, who are basically 

good peopie, who want to help but somehow don't. 


One of us has an aunt who was beaten by the Alabama State 
Police this month. This, and the death of Reverend Reeb, 
started him wondering. The result is a modest action we are 
taking, which expresses our moral commitment. We are asking 
you to pass on news of this action so that thousands of people 
you can influence can have the opportunity to do the same. 


In short, on April llth, we shall put on black arm bands, 
which we will wear until the President signs a law protecting 
the voting rights of all qualified citizens in this country. 


We are friends, neighbors, acquaintances (and strangers reached 
by word of mouth) of the originator of this idea. We are not, 
and will not form an organization. We seek no funds and will 
accept none. We are trusting to good people everywhere to do 
as we are doing -- to use whatever resources are at hand in 
spreading the word. This explains why this is a duplicated 
form letter. We hope you will excuse our inability to give 
personal attention to you. 


Besides the use of a duplicator, we have the services of several 
people whose hobbies include folksinging. They have composed some 
music to help get the idea across. We enclose a record or tape 

of two of the songs which we hope you will play, and like. We 
also enclose the words of our "recruiting songs" and a parable. 


In view of the short time remaining, we feel that massive 
publicity about our idea (not us) would be very important. 
Radio, television, newspaper and magazine coverage will be 

very effective. Proclamations by Governors, Mayors and other 
public officials would be of immense value. The reading of our 
parable, and or I John 4:20 from pulpits and appropriate sermons 
will certainly touch many consciences. : 


Perhaps it will seem to you that effort is superfluous in view 
of the almost certain success of such a Voting Rights Bill. We 
feel that our effort should not come into being solely to 
support legislative action, but for our own moral good, 
constitutional responsibility and to show the world that we 
fully support those principles to which we pay daily lip 
service. Having examined this concept ourselves, we now fully 
appreciate the opportunity of self-examination and commitment.

Do you know whether or not any orientation sessions are 
being held for such volunteers, and could you send me copies 
of any orientation material you furnish to volunteer pro- 
fessionals? I assume you inform all of them to work with the 
Lawyers Constitutional Defense Committee for legal defense 
when needed,

The Southern Courier is an independent newspaper in the South devoted 
to printing an objective account of civil rights and other news in 
that area. For the present, the Courier will publish a weekly edi- 
tion for the state of Alabama, but in the future will expand to other 


southern states. 


Content The Courier will have six to eight pages. The first page 
will carry civil rights news from Alabama, other important Alabama 
stories, and special out-of-state civil rights stories. Page two 
will contain itorials and letters to the editor, as well as a brief 
round-up a civil rights news across the South. The inner pages will 
be devoted to in-depth feature articles and photographic features. 
The final pages will carry more news stories, a summary of news from 
a dozen Alabama communities, a round-up of national and international 
news, and columns on sports, baby care, religion, and farming. 


Editorial policy Editorials will be voted on and written by men- 
bers of the Courier staff. They will favor civil rights, and will 
generally be explanatory and constructive. 


Staff The Courier has a summer staff of eighteen persons, all 
with journalistic experience, either as reporters, editors, or photo- 
graphers. Michael Lottman, previously a reporter for the Chicago 
Daily News, will be the editor. A number of new staff members will 
join the Southern Courier in the fall, supplementing those who stay 
on after the summer. Special emphasis will be placed on recruiting 
native Alabamans, both Negro and white, for the staff. 


Printing The Courier has purchased its own typesetting equipment and 
has its own darkroom and composing room. The Atlanta office will 
prepare camera-ready copy, which will then be printed photo-offset. 
by a professional printing firm in Atlanta. 


Coverage The Courier has assigned four cars to cover Alabama news. 
A fifth will serve as a "crisis car," covering special situations in 
other southern states. The Courier owns three cars outright, includ- 
ing one for the Atlanta headquarters. Reporters will be stationed 

in all the major cities of Alabama, and from these bases will cover 
many of the outlying counties. In each area, local stringers will 
help the full-time reporters, while being trained to join the staff. 
Part-time reporters will also be based in New York, Chicago, Boston, 
Philadelphia, San Francisco, and Washington for coverage of important 


news events.

In the fall of 1964 it became increasingly clear to many of us that the civil 
rights revolution was in mortal trouble--legislation, poverty programs, all 
vastly inadequate and often insensitive to need, were slowly but surely 
draining the militancy and solidarity from the movement. 


The name of the game, it became clear, was the “urban ghetto", dramatized by 
demonstrations and riots but left utterly unchanged at the roots, In fact, 
evidence of discontent and retaliation in the streets was accelerating. Ev~ 
erything that was being “done” had a bad odor of paternalism and first<aid 
procedures. The ghetto cried for organization--organization the 
federalism and politics of OEO and the monopolies of Democratic pork=-barrel-< 


ling. 


So we moved~-out of the seminar, out of the reams of low-circulation newsprint 
about the grass roots, and into the streets. Despite all the heady discussions 
we weren't really sure of what we were doing, but we were sure that we would be 
teught==-by our own people. 


We had approximately $2,000 in the bank, so we rented a loft at 72 West 125th 
Street, spending the Christmas season plastering and painting~--the doors were 
to open at the end of January. 


Theyopened and we ducked... 


Within a week the place was an asylum, a thimble-sized riot with hundreds of 
youngsters placing their outrage at our threshhold. Miraculously, and almost 
immediately, a shape and direction began to emerge from the chaos. The men, 
women and children that came to us were not familiar facese-few, if any, had 
gone to jail for civil rights activity, but virtually all hed been jailed on 
possession, felonious assaults, alchoholism or for lifting twoepants suits 
from Blumstein's windows during the summer riots. We were suddenly and start~ 
lingly at the nitty-gritty, and it can be a terrifying place to be when much 
of your membership has a life-expectancy of around 34, 


Our early, somewhat primitive programs were entirely centered around the nceds 
of the people who had come into our orbit. Youth councils and clubs, centered 
around youngsters bursting with resentment and footloose after Malcom X's 
death, became a channel for heated dialogue and self-governing groups. Maay 
cf these youngsters began, over a period of time, to conceive of a means of 
"whipping the white man at his own game"=--through words and aggressive compe~ 
tition on the job market, rather than with gasoline-filled Ruppert bottles. 
This was a small-time miracle, dubbed, by the youth clubs themselves, as 
"inteBectual nationalism". | 


Two basketball teams sprouted and somehow we found the dollars for jerseys. 
Welfare mothers, infuriated by their treatment in the city's welfare depart< 
ment, founded a Welfare Mothers’ League which met twice a week; for the first 
time, through this unity, they became aware of their rights and available 
redress. Hungry for skills, the younger girls demanded a typing school that 
was begun in another building with two shifts of students and a spate of vol-+ 
unteer teachers... the typewriter rental almost put us in receivership. We 
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also began to experiment with remedial reading programs, using the Myron 
Woolman method from the Institute of Educational Research--it worked--the 
problem was that no one, not even the War on Poverty, had tried it. 


All of this and more--with background music supplied by a 45 rpm rock-n<roll 
record player~-was going on around the clock. Most significant of all was 
the immediate success of the job-placement idea. Here, in three months of 
operation, several hundreds of people were put to work--not at $12,000 a 
year, but put to work. 


Why not $12,000? Why not at least a "skill-oriented program out of a sociology 
text"? The answer was transparently clear. Somehow, no one has really under~ 
stood the dimengions of poverty in Harlem, except Harlem's victims. It was 
clear to us that the line of the war on poverty belonged at the malestrcr 
of ugliness, the bottom, cluttered with human refuse and empty muscatel bottles. 
And that was the precise setting for the Council for Jobs and Freedon. 


$12,000? Later, baby, when I whip Dannemora, heroin and the drunk tank at the 
Toombs. «. 


We grew and we grew--the loft grew a library and broken windows, A strong or- 
ganizational loyalty spread throughout, particularly with the "charter" men- 
bers who were finally leaving their pot outside and their arrest records in the 
files, 


We had, in the meantime, made an important decision--a good decision despite 
the fact that it proved fatal to the program. The decision was no publicity, 
no effort to "make an image" and certainly no overt effort to compete with or 
upstage existing social-economic programs. On the one hand it meant real and 
practical independence, the respect of the Harlem community-<-but.it also meant 
no money. Although we needed no more than $600 a month to keep going at the 
level we had sustained (there were no salaries), even t became an impossible 
figure. Givers wanted public evidence of our existence, but we could give ev~- 
idence only in the form of radically altered lives, employed and functioning 
former hoodlums, forty women who could type and a basketball team with eleven 
wins and two losses. | 


On Friday, May 21, we faced the financial reality that we were broke, and 
closed the Council doors, It may come as a surprise, but’ youngsters in Harlem 
still know how to cry. | 


Ji, THE PROPOSAL 


We propose the reopening of the Council for Jobs and Freedom as an imperative 
of the civil rights movement and our country's future. 


The activities of the new Council will be divided into two sections, to be 
administered separately=-A: Community Action Programs and B: Special Services, 


A, Community Action Prograns 


Organization of the Unemployed. Perhaps the most frustrating element of 
ghetto unemployment is the degree of isolation on both the individual and 
community levels. The effects of being unemployed and unable to find a common 
bond with others in the same difficulty only adds to the deepening sie of 
total community frustration and unrest. 


The Council intends to approach this overwhelming problem in the following way: 
providing, through the centers, a common meeting ground for the unskilled and 
habitually unemployed for (1) access to the centers’ job placement service, (2) 
information on existing governmental training programs and opportunities, and 
(3) building unity among those faced with this problem, working together in 
selfehelp programs, social and recreational activities as well as beginning to 
approach the causes and possible solutions to the conditions they face. 


Welfare Mothers. Further compounding the total lack of organization in the 
ghetto is the appalling lack of a family structure within the community. The 
absence of the male in most ghetto homes and the resulting dependence of the 
family on welfare aid has created a situation in which the female is put into 
a position of authority and responsibility for which she is generally unpre- 


pared. 


The coming together of these mothers through the centers will open the door 

for meaningful community organization around this particular problem, thus 
involving another large segment of the ghetto-dwellers. Starting with social 
and recreational activities, broadening to the levels of action that can help 
eradicate many ills of the welfare system, those women involved will achieve 

a certain amount of independence as well as be participating in an active effort 
to solve the problems that they face. 


In both this and the unemployment programs, the Council will provide, with 
volunteer help, meaningful social and psychological services to supplement the 
s2lf-help programs initiated by the community. 


Youth Organization. If there is any beauty at all within the ghetto, it is 
the beauty of the potential of the youth. The excitement generated by youth 
struggling to find their identity cries out for meaningful organization and 


constructive direction, 


Through the organization of athletic teams and weekend social events, the 


Council will then involve youth in remedial reading programs, job placement 
services, thus paving the way to formal education as well as informal discussion 


on all levels. 


] 


To utilize the potentiel leadership for the good of the whole community by 
providing youth to help in the work of welfare mothers, the unemployed, and 
vocational training programs. 


The lack of a more detailed program for community organization comes about 
because of a strong belief on the part of those who will make up the Gouncil 
staff that (1) the leadership, especially in terms of community programs, =.:t 
come from the ghetto itself; (2) the development of indiginous community or-~ 
ganization under the broader guidance of the Council must be flexible enough 
to include all problems that the people are prepared to move on. 


Finally, based on the past experience of the initial Council, the structure 
of the organization should consist of (1) a staff who cen act as adeisors to 
and constructive agitators in the community, providing a loose, constructive 
Cirection and operating as a clearing house for the center's programs, legal 
and financial aid, etc.;’and (2) several indiginous organizations composed of 
local people, each group having an elected leadership of three to five people, 
the combined leadership of all the groups making up the board of directors. 
Under this structure, with the guidance and leadership of the staff, the con- 
munity itself will provide the basic program and direction for the Council. 


fn addition of the Community Action (organization) program the Council will 
offer a number of special services. Our experience has shown the advantage 
of these services. They are, on the one hand, a vehicle for involving people 
in the community action programs. On the other hand, the community action 
program serves to develop interest in taking advantage of such services as job 
placement or remedial reading. (See the above section on community action for 
a more deGailed explanation of the inter-relationships of community action to 


special service programs. ) 
B. Special Services 


Remedial Reading. Two of the increasing problems we are trying to attack 
through the centers are the tremendous school drop-out rate and the unemploy= 
able youth this creates. A major eonuseg of chege problems is the lack of 
reading skills, a consequence of the socio-economic situation in the commun~ 
ity. For these reasons, extensive remedial reading programs will te an im- 


portant part of our program. 


Past experiences in the Council have proved the techniques of informal discus- 
sion groups, volunteer teacher staff, bright student assistants and librarians 
to be condusive to progress in this areas Similar methods will be employed 
and hopefully, expanded in the new center program. 


The classes will involve a wide range of participation--inciuding students, 
drop-outs, and interested adults. The strengthening of reading skills may 
well prevent drop outs or encourage drop outs to return to school or at 

least be better prepared to deal with job applications and become more enm- 
ployable. Those adults involved may well approach reading at home in a way 
more helpful to their children’s reading level development. Then, too, those 
involved on the "teaching" level (often class participants themselves) will 
gain valuable leadership experience in the process. 


The systematic use of the Woolman Method will be our basic tool. This "read- 
ing in high gear" program, now subsidized and certified by the government, 
was pioneered in the original council with excelient results. Arrangements 
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are already completed and materials are at hand to work closely with Dr. Wool~ 
man's Washington office, which plans to monitor our first classes. 


Job Placement. Anyone entering the job placement bureau of the Council will 
be given an informal interview, which willl be evaluated without regard to 
the applicant's dress, grooming, or past work record--in short, only his 
desire to work will be considered. The Council will do everything to find 
him employment. The Council's job placement bureau will concern itself with 
employing as many people as possible, through the union hiring halls, govern- 
ment and non=government agencies, and contacts will individual businesses, 
such as trucking companies and gas stations. 


At his interview the job applicant will be told what jobs are available to 
him at that time. If possible, he will be sent to apply for an available 

position. Otherwise his application will be placed in an active file, and 
he will be asked to keep in touch with the Council. 


el Placement. Most of the counseling and placement facilities 
will be geared toward those young people who are confronted with a choice 
between continuing school or finding a job, and who are having difficulties 
pursuing either course, 


Tegal Redgess. The ghetto community has long looked with despair and indigna- 
tion at its hetpkeségness in the courts. Minor indidents, treated as feionies 
because of poor representation at court by hurried, disinterested city-appoint- 
ed Lawyers (often not even that) are only a part of the need for competant 
legal council, 


The legal redress program, staffed by some 80 volunteer lawyers-~-all familiar 
and concerned with this injustice and with past experience in civil rights 
cases--will put lawyers at the disposal of those who would normally be with- 
cut redress on all levels--discrimination in housing and employment, police 
brutality, straight criminal activity, and many other areas of concern. 


Vocational Instruction. Another phase of the educational program of the cen= 
ters is vocational training, using the still-existing facilities of the old 


Council, particularly secretarial training, and developing similar programs 
in other fields, 


The program includes the establishment of an information center that would pro- 
vide material and counseling on such agencies as JOIN for those whose needs 
would be better fulfilled elsewhere. As the center program dévelops, this 
part of it will expand to include as many areas of job training as possible, 
building close liaison with others working in these areas. 


Aside from the regular class work involved, a series of workships will be 
encouraged in which knowledgeable people in many fields will be on hand to 
discuss those fields as well as employment and training opportunities in then. 


Ethnic Heritage. With the rising African nations the civil rights movement 

and Malcolm X, the black man has found a cultural history and has begun to 

identify with and participate in his social revalution. With Afro-American 
hair styles the vogue in the black ghettoes, the desire has also arisen for 
a dialogue, the need to articulate that " I AM". 
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One of the most interesting experiences we had in the previous Council was to 
observe the manner in which descriptions of incidents during thé riots have 
evolved into discussions of who Fredrick Douglass was and what the 1954 Svpreme 
Court decision really means. At this level we found time and time again the 
leadership capabilities and awareness of buman béiags who had been generally 
written off ag uneducated, unqualified, and functionless in our society. 


Within this informal atmosphere of group interaction outside the bureancratic 
impersonal institutions and v@iues of “American culture" that he cannot 
possibly identify with, the ghetto-dweller can begin to explore ideas, con- 
municate his feelings. One of the major responsibilities we have is to provide 
a forum for this exchange. 


Discussions of current events and classes on African and American Negro history 
will be established to not only supply material of educational value but also 
to loosely structure and most of all stimulate this questioning and dialogue. 
Emphasis will be on the Civil War, Reconstruction, the beginings of the social 
protest movement and other periods we have found to be of special interest 
particularly to the ghetto youth. Here too we will use volunteer as weél 

as professional teachers, the center library and student leadership. 


Aid to Small Businesses. One of the most important sub-goals toward which 
the Negro population is striving is a certain amount of economic incependence 
from the white powers that be. Without this, the black manni&é ‘powerless to 
develop even a political voice in what happens to him, for the fear (and ac- 
tuality) of suffering severe reprisals for his actions. 


In the urban ghetto, the hope for economic independence (and survival!) is 
embodied in those few involved in small businesses of their own, their employ- 
ees and consumers. However, the obstacles to owning and maintaining such 
interprises are overwhelming, beginning with the poverty of the community 
which makes it almost impossible to accumulate the capital necessary for such 
a venture, and then the pressures from the larger, established (white) firms 
is great. This added to discrimination in loan companies and outrageious 
interest, etc., presents a picture of a struggle, indeed. 


However, the Small Business Administration of the federal government offers 
many services that, if used, can prove invaluable to a full scale effort to 
secure existing Negro-owned and managed businesses and help in the estab- 
lishment of many more. For this reason, one of the center services wiil be 
to make information on these SBA programs and services available to those 
who would benefit by them, and provide counseling to those applying for aid. 


SBA programs of particuiar interest to the Harlem conmunity are these: 

1. Financial specialists available to advise the small businessmen 
who is in financial difficulty. 

2. Funds available for loan at low int4rest, directly from the goverr- 
ment as well as in connection with local banks. 

3, Management training programs to increase jobs and business ac~ 
tivity; workshops and conferences on particular busincss fields, 
and workshops and conferences on management and production prodiens. 

4. Cooperation with ARA programs. 

5. Operates a number of small business: fnveastment Eormpenies to supply 
small firms with long-term financing as well as management assist= 
ance. 


6. Relocation loans to small businesses that are forced to move or 
suffer economically from federally aided upban renewal, highway, 
and other construction prograns. 

7. Management publications, research and reference libraries abailable 
at SBA fiels offices. | 

By taking full advantage of these, as well as ARA and other such agencies, and 
beginning dialogues on consumer cooperatives, etc., many healthy and necessary 
changes in the economic structure of the community can be made, 
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The civil rights s le in its present action period can accurately be 
described as having ee historical phases: (1) the struggle for open public 
accomodations; (2) the struggle for voting and other basic political rights; 
and (3) the struggle for fundamental social and economic reforms. Obviously 
each of these phases has overlapped onto others. But they are nevertheless 


distinct. 


The movement has won, clearly and irrevocably, the initial battles in the 
first two phases. The public accomodations fight had its climax in the summer 
of 1963 with the Birmingham events and the March on Washington, and a victory 
as embodied in the Civil Rights Act of 1964. The issue of political rights 
reached its climax suddenty i&@ Selma and will almost certainly be settled 

by legislation before the 1968 national elections; while the battles are still 
being fought on several fronts in the Deep South, their outcomes are no long- 


er in doubt. 


While there has always been discussion in the movement on the fundamental 
social and economic problems and the need to organize the people to meet 
them, only now has that need become an imperative. The problems of poverty 
and unemployment, poor housing, and inferior education are the fundamental 
obstacles to genuine racial equality, the dramatic confrontations of the last 
five years have really been a necessary protogue to establish racial equal- 
ity as an obligation of law and of public policy, and to provide the toolé 
that the movement must have to engage these “bread and butter™ issues. 


Prologue? Then why is it that the accomodations and voting victories are 
being accompanied by a decline in the impact of the movement, the disinte-: 
gration of local groups, and the immobilization of national organizations? 
There are two reasons: (}) The movement has heen largely based on the emotion~ 
alism of the issues and appeals to conscience; (2) the movement has not been 
based on the effective and durable organization of large numbers of people. 


It must be emphasized that this has been true in the South as well as in the 
North. The dramatic outpourings of whole Southern Negro com munities cannot 
be taken to mean that the average Southern Negro has been wholly mobilized to- 
ward a really sound solution to problems he is facing or will face. 


The Northern movement has been little more than a reaction to outrageious 
incidents in the South. Even when it has confronted such issues as dis- 
crimination in the construction industry and de facto-segregation of schools, 
it bas drewn its strength from the emotional impact of the Southern events 
on Northern Negroes and whites. And in a real sense it has been an amalga- 
mation of rebellious individuals, lacking any cohesive social base, and rep- 


resenting Negroes only by proxy. 


With the victories in public accomodation and voting, these movements-~North, 
and South--are losing their driving force; in fact, their very reason for 
existence. The organizations that fostered these movements and thrived on 
them are bound to falter unless they take steps to radically redirect their 
activities to meet the demenés of the new phase~~the third phase--. 


~ 
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In this new phase, important social and economic reforms will be 


necessary, requiring, among other things, a major commitment of the 

- nation's resources, No longer will it be a matter of preseure from 

an irate North focusing Federal power on a dying South, Meaningful chaage 
will be possible only by buiicing strong and viable community organizeaticn3 
independently representing the will of the people to redress their 
greivances, 

There is little cause for arguing whether or not a solution to the 
problems of the Negro poor rests with government action, It does, and that 
is simp?y that. Only government commands the resources necessary to pro- 
vide better jobs, better housing, The poverty program is a welcome attempt: 
by the goverument to do it, however inadequately and insensitively, and 
the civil sights movement can be justifiably proud that it managed to raise 
enough hell to shock the nation out of its ignorance and inertia, 

But the poverty program-~-its form, its objectives, its finances-~- 
is ridiculously inadequate, That being clear, it should be said that it 
is no cause for scur grapes, Which brings us to the reason why the Council 
For Jobs and Freedom was coneieved. 

Now that the government “commitment in principle" has been made, it 
is the job of everyone who wants that commitment expanded and strengthened 
to maintain and escalate the pressure which secured the original commitment, 
There is a gruwing-~ and fallacious --assumption that this pressure can 
arise from within the poverty program itself, specifically from the 
comm:nity organization undertaken by the various local Community Action 
Programs, It should be slear from what has been seen of these programs 
so far, that this is a little too much to expect, The government wili 
not finance pressure on itself. This is no radicai's “indictment of 


the system", It is a simple matter offact. Any other opinion is 


ludicrous, 


an Cie > Ee Se eT Te ae ~~“ - 


The poverty program must be viewed in a balanced perspective with 
neither frivolous criticism nor uncritical resignation, But what is moet 
important is that INDEPENDENT community organization, far from being 
abandoned at this point, must be intensified, 

The activities of the Council For Jobs and Freedom should not, 
therefore, be interpreted as duplicating or competing with the poverty 


program, It is rather an attempt by the civil rights movement in the 


North to create inetitutions -- clubs, block associations, grievance 
councils -~ which not merely represent, but are composed of, by and for 
the Negro poor in the country’s largest and most dapecesed guetto, One 
of the most serious obstacles which Negroes face in their struggle for 
equality, in contzast, for example to the immigrant poor of he pasi, 
is the abeence of such "grass roots” institutions. Not that there has 
never been any. But they have been eimply too few, too weak and too 
rensient, 

These institutions will not arise spontaneously, cr, if they do, 
they will not survive. It is up to the civil rights movement to stimlate 
them, to give them guicance, and to provide such factors as physical 
facilities which will give them permanence, 

The initial phase of the Council For Jobs and Freedom (described 
in the first section of this document--proved that this kind of thing 


can be done, It is now necessary to undertake it even more seriously, 


still keeping in mind that it is an experiment. New experience may cali. 
for modification in the approach, in fact, almost certainly will. But this 
is one of our purposes, Hopefuliy, the outcome of the experimert will 
provide a guide for the civil rights forces throughout the mtion, a 


method for approaching the exasperating problems of the ghetto.

Structure, Staff and Plant. The Council for Jobs and Freedom will be a 
private, non-profit membership corporation, It will be governed by a 
Board of Directors. The Chairman of the Board will be the titular head 
of the organization, 

The Board of Directors will appoint Directors of the three Departments 
of Community Action, Programs and Administration, A description cf the 
responsibilities of these directors and the remaining staff follows:

3. Administrative Director -- Charzed with supervision of the 
administrative and financial affairs of the seganization. 
a, Secretary~typist. 


The Council will rent three physicai faciiities. Two will be Community 
Centers, Located in the third will be Adm{tnistrative Offices and the 
Job Placement Desk, The other Special Services will be coordinated from 
this office, 


In addition to the above, the Council will recruit as many volunteers as 
it can put to work usefully and call for the contribution of additional 
space for progrems such as the Secretariai School (the origianl Council 
made su?setantial use of such donated facilities. (

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The Council for Jobs and Freedom will be a private, non-profit membership corporation.It 


will be governed by a Board of Directors. The Chairman of the Board will be the titular 

head of the organization. 

The Board of Directors mixiiboumatet will appoint Directors of the three Departments of 
Community Action, Programs and Administration, A description of the responsibilities of these 
directors and the remaining staff follows, 


(1)Director of Community Action -- Charged with the implementation and supervigion 
of the Commmity Action Program. 


(a) Two Commmity Center Directors -- Responsible for coordination of the 
Community Action Program in each of the two Commnity Centers under the supervision of the 
Director of Commnity Action, 


(b) Four Community Action Aides -- People hired from among the people in- 
volved in the Commmity Action Programs to assist each Center Director, 


(2) Director of Programs -- Charged with the implementation of the Special Service 
programs and their supervieion. 


(a) Associate Director of Programs -- Assists Director of Programs in 
implementing Special Service programs, ALSO, responsible for xm=marfe research and evaluation 
of programs and preparation af published materials incorporating conclusions for the benefit 
of Council officers and the general publice 


(b) Job Placement Goordinator -- The demands of the particular Special Service 
requires an individual to work full-time on this program alone, 


(3) Administrative Director -- Charged with supervision of the administrative and 
financial affairs of the organization, 


(a) Secretary-typist 


The Council will rent three physical facilities. Two will be Community Centers. Located in 
the third will be Administrative Offices,&the Job Placement Desk, The other Special Services 


Will be memm coordinated from this office, 


In addi@ion to the above, the Council will recruit as many volunteers as it can put to work 
wxuffutiyk usefully and call for the contribution of additional space for programs such as 
the secretarial school(the original Council made substanstial use of such donated facilities).

THE PROPOSAL 


We propose the re-opening of the Cauncil 
For Jobs and Freedom as an imperative of 
the Civil Rights Movement and-our country's 
future. 

The activities of the new Council will be 
devided into two sections (to be adminis- 
trated separately). A. Community Action 
Programs and B. Special Services. 


A. Community Action Programs 


— 
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In addition to the Community Action (Organization) program the Coincil will offer 


a mumber of special services, Our experience has shown the advantage of these 
services, They are, on the one hand, a vehicle for involving people in the 
commmity action programs, On the other hand, the impartky the community action 
program serves to develop interest in taking advantage of such services as job 
placement or remedial reading.(See the above section on community action for 
a more detailed explanation of the inter-relationships of community action to 


special service programs). 
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The systematic use of the "Boolman Method" 
will be our basic tool.

Within this informal atmosphere of group intereaction outsid urocratic — 
impersonal institutions and values of "American culture"that cannot 
possible identify with, muxemmxke the ghetto-dweller can begin to explore 
ideas, communicate his. feelings. One of the major responsibilities we 

have is to provide a forum for this exchange. 


Disaussions of current events and classes on African and American Negro 
History will be established to not only supply material of educational 
value but also to loosly structure and most of all stimulate this 
questioning and dialogue. Emphsis will be on the Civil War, Reconstruc- 

tiom, the beginnings of the social protest movement and other periods 

we have found to be of special interest particularly to the ghetto youth. 
Here too we will use volunteer as well as professional teachers, the 
center library and student leadership. 


One of the most important "“sub-goals" 
egro population is striving is a certain amount of 
economic independence from the white powers that be, Without this, the 
black man is powerless to develop even a political voice in what happens

In the urban ghetto, the hope for economic independence (and survival! ) 

is embodied in those few involved in small businesses of their own, their 
employees and consumers, However, the obstacles to owning and maintaining — 
such enterprises are overwhe . with the poverty of the cum 
community which makes it almost ssible to accumulate the capital 
necessary for such a venture, and then the pressures from the larger, 
establushed (white) firms is’ great. This, added to discrimination in 
lending companies and outrageous interest, etc., it is a struggle, indeed.

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The civil rights struggle in its on action period 
can accurately be described as having three historical phases: 


(1) the struggle for open public accomodat! s (2) The struggle 


for voting and other basic political rights}; and (3) the 

struggle for fundamental social and economic reforms. Obviously, 
each of these phases has overlapped into thers. But they are 
nevertheless distinct. 

The movement has won, clearly and irrevocably, the initial 
battles in the first two phases. The public accomodations fight 
had its climax in the summer of 1963 with the Birmingham events 
and the March on Washington, and a victory was embodied in the 
Civil Rights Act of 1964, The issue of political rights reached 
its climax suddenly in Selma and will almost SSeS, ee by 
legislation before the 1968 national elections, while the battles 
are still being fought on several fronts in the Deep South, their 
outcomes are no longer in doubt. 

While there has always been discussion in the movement on 
the fundamental social and economic problems and the need to 
organize to meet them, only now has that need become an imperative. 
The problems of poverty and unemployment, poor housing, and 
inferior education are the fundamental obstacles to genuine 
racial equality, the dramatic confrontations of the last five 
years have reallybeen a necessary prologue to establish racial 
equality as an obligation of law and of public policy, and to 
provide the tools whch the movement must have to engage these

gamation of rebellious individuals, lacking any cohesive social 
base, and representing Negroes only by proxy.

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There is little cause for mempmmx arguing whether or not a solution to the 
problems of the Negro poor rests with government action, It does, and that is simply 
that. Only govermment commands the resources necessary to provide better jobs, 
housing and jobs.The poverty program is a welcome attempt by the munmmrfn gmrexipooc 
government to do it, and the civil rights movement can be justifiably proud that 
it managed to raise enough hell to mwkxkimex shock the nation out of its ignorance 
and inertia, 

But the poverty program -- its form, its objectives, its finances -- is 
ridiculouslyk inadequate, That being clear, it should be said that it is no 
cause for sour grapes, Which brings us to the reason why the Council for Jobs and 
Freedom was conceived, 

Now that the government "commitment in principle” has been made, it is the 
job of everyone whmncuwrttevexxkiork: who wants the commitment expanded smmborckxvernx 
weicxkem and stengthened to maintain and escalate the pressure which secured 
the original commitment. Sitimm There is a growing -- and fallacious -- assumption 
that this pressure can arise from within the poverty program itself, specifically 
from the community organization undertaken by the various loca} Community Action 
Programs, It should be clear from what has been seen of these programs so far, 
that this is a little too mich to expect. The government will not finance pres- 


sure on itself, This is no radical's indictment of "the system", It is a simple 


matter of fact, Any other opinion is ludicrous, 
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The poverty program must be viewed in a balanced perspective with neither 
frivolous criticism nor uncritical resignation, But what is most important is 
that INDEPENDENT community organization, far from being abandoned ah this point, 


must be intensified. 
T: The activities of the Council for Jobs and Freedom should not, therefore, 


be interpreted either as duplicating or competing with the poverty program, It is

rather, attempt by the civil rights movement in the North to create

institutions -- clubs, block associations, grievance councils -- which not 
merely represent, but are composed of, by, and for the Negro poor in one of the 
country's largest and most depressed guettoes, One of the most serious obstacles 
which Negroes face ‘n their struggle for equality, in contrast, for example to gk 
the immigrant poor of the pastg is the absence of such "grass-roots" institutions. 
Not thet there imnmmoummr has never been anyk But they have simply been too few, 
too weak, and too transient, 

These institutions will not arise spontaneously, or, if they do, they will 
not survive.It is up to the civil rights movement to to stimlate them, to give 
them guidance, and to provide such factors as physical facilities which will give 
them permanence, 

T&h initial phase of the Council for Jobs and Freedom @described in the first 
section of this document) proved that this kind of thing can be done, mmmbckinckxkkx 
wan It is now necessary to undertake it seriously, still keeping in mind that 
it is an experiment. New experience may call for modifications in the apprce:ch, 
in factg it almost certainly will. But this is one of our purposes, Hopefully, 
the outcome of the experiment will provide a guide for the civil rights forces 
throughout the nation, a method for approaching the exasperating problems of 


the chetto.

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Report from Irad Valentime, 1.35 PM, May 14 
by phone to Wiley and Coleman from Philadelphia COFO office. 


Situation very vague, many rumors. Best info seems to show that 

at a dance in the Negro community last night, trouble was started 

by a group of / Negro guys outside the front door. Tinsley succeeded 
in calmbng the trouble once and it broke out again. Shots were 
fired and Ira Lee Harris was wounded. Hospital facilities in 
Philadelphia were inadequate so Harris was moved to Meridian to 
either St. Josephs or Matty Hersee Hospitals. Boys father reports 
he has one bullet in the abdomen and bled excessively when being 
taken to the hospital. 


This morning, Sheriff Rainey came to the Cofe office and said to 
Valentine that Tinseley killed Harris. Valentine asked if Harris 


was dead and Rainey said "no, but he may be by now". 


Valentine says there are conflicting reports as te whether Tinsley 
actually had a gun. Tinsley is in Philadelphia jail at this moment, 
he was picked up this morning in Meridian, apparently at the office 
in Meridian. Valentine reports that Rainey has bean "“handiing things 
with kid gloves” and seems to be operating by the book. He feels 
Tinsley is in no danger in the Philadelphia jail at this time. 


Bronstein, the lawyer and Dick Jewett are on thier way into Phjladelphia 
from Jackson, and are expected to arrive arfund 2.30 PM (Eastern Daylight 


Time) today.
